something to wJiich people can make 
complaints. Thereupon, as is by tho 
custom of this realm provided, .the po- 
lice had to do somi3thing,'..;;,cmd' behold 
the boys are forbidden to. skate on the 
sidewalk. 

We wish to move an amendment to 
the effect that the practice of roller 

skating shall be permitted and the boys 
of the city shall be placed upon their 
honor to observe that fundamental

It is 
the strongest instinct in their nature. 
Now, suppose we appeal to it, and let 
the boys for a few weeks have their 
roller skating on the sidewalks. They 
will soon tire of it anyway. In a few 
rnontlis the summer will be with u.s 
and all out-of-doors will be calling 
the little fellows to other lines of ac- 
tivity. 



FIRE PROTECTION 

We print this morning the report of 
Mr. Howe^to the\Board of Trade un- 
derwriters on the matter of insurance 

and some kindred subjects, in tills 
connection some particulars jji regard 
to. what New York is doing in the way 
Of Are protection may prove of inter- 
est. It "is not suggested that there is 
any parallel between tho problem 
which the greatest American city is 
called upon to solve and that wliicii 
confront the people of Victoria, but 
possibly something may be learned 
from an ac-couiU of what Is to be done 
tliere. ICvcryone who has been in 
New York knows Twenty-third street. 
It is not as I'.ir ii;-)-to\vii as it used to 
be, but it i.-; far enough to be at pres- 
ent beyond the .sky-scraper area, and 
the great business section. Practically 
all tho city south of this street is to 
be protected by wliat Is called "the 
salt water system," although the pan 
between Chambers street and the Bat- 
tery "is hot to' be' Inolu'dfedTiri" the area 
to be covered by the new pljio linos. 

The principle of tho new method of 
protection Is an independent .system 
of water mains wlth,:B|ationaf^^0urnp - 
Ing 'engines, so that ' liti tlie part of 
the city covered by it tli(! use of fire 
engines will bo unnecessiiry. It Is 
called the "salt water" system, '' but 
as Ne\i'.'York hap .ftrt-;-a.bundance of 
fresh witter a-valiable at all times, the 
connection with tho salt water will 
only bo used in case of oxtreme em- 
ergency. The water of New York har- 
bor is so exceedingly dirty , that the 
use of it is dl.scduraged as much as 
possible in case of fire. Nevertheless 
the Vvhole plan Is based upon the ijrov- 
Islon of a means for using the inex- 
haustible supply of water, washing the 
shores of the city, under a pressure 
sullicienf to force it to the top of the 
highest buildings. The New . York 
Herald begins Its description of the 
new system in those words)' ' 

sixty ' ■ lln'& of hbse, each tlirowitig 
an Inch and a quarter stream of water 
as high as tho twenlleth Uoor of an 
ofllco building and discharging at a 
rate that would flood an ordinary city 
block six feet deep in half an iiour—

) Iween Twonty-lhlrd and Chambers 
streets anywhere west of the Bowery. 

Not a single tire engine will bo re- 
quired to produce this result, for the 
volume, and lorce ot water Indicated 
will represent the capacity of the ten 
big electrlcally-drlven pumps that will 
force the water through the mains of 
tho new -higli pressure lire protection 
system, which is expected to be in full 
operation within the-next two months. 
, The need of thisrgreat Improvement 
In the protection of.: ■high' -buildings 
was well Illustrated in the fire of. last 
Friday night, when $6,000,000 worth 
of property i besides throe . precious 
lives were lost in the burning of the 
Parker building, at Nineteenth street 
and Fourth avenue. The water pres- 
sure was entirelv fnofhoiont in reach- 
ing the upper stories, and the firemen 
had to stand helpless and watoh the 
flame at their work of destruction 

Some interesting statements • are*; 
made in regard to the amount of water ■ 
needed for fire purjioses The fire en- 
gines In New Yorl-c do not use up on 
an average more than ijO,000,000 of 
water; .in a.: year The.i. greatest con- 
sumption at any one fire -was 5n 1900 
wlien a building burned for 106 hours. 
"All the engines tliat could be con- 
centrated on the spot only used 1,500,- 
QftO gallons of water during that time. 
Tlie capacity of the new pumps will 
be -13,000,000 a day for each. Such an 
.-unotint of water tiellvered under tre- 
mendous pressure ought to allora the 
business part of New York exceptional 
lire protection. The maitis 'used vary 
in size from 12-lncli to Ii4-lnch, the 
latter being speciully constructed to 
stand tho enormous pressure. The 
cost of the working;, including the 
pumping station and the land upon 
wliich they will stand, will be about 
$3,000,000. 

The pressure is to be obtained by 
centrifugal pumps, driven by;, electric 
motors, and the company providing 
the power is undtir a penalty of $-500 
a minute for an>- delay above three 
minutes in providing tlie current ne- 
cessary to run the pumps at their ut- 
most capacity^ The pressure to be 
regulated by a series of meters so that 
it will be unil'orin ,at lifiO pounds to 
the square inch at the foot of each 
hyflfanit fa t}ie^^!jjrotiic!ted^5^^ . Theo- 
ret\5aily, this meins 'thai^a stream of 
water can be thrown seven hundred 
feet higli. In practico what Is expect- 
ed is that with 200 feet of hose and 
an inch and a. quarter , nozile, a, stream 
can be thrown 220 feet in the air. Each 
pumping station can throw thirty of 
such streams. With both stations 
running, sixty streams can be concen- 
trated at one point, and the greatest 
length of ■ hose n'ec'^ssary -vvould bo 
500 feet. There will be 1200 hydrants 
on tlie system, and to each of them 
four lines pf hose ,can, -be ..coupled. 
Ther6ja:te 213 |elepl^qiie stiations iorni-? 
Ing "a 'parl; of We syUem, so thti,t' the , 
pumping stations will always be in 
touch with a fire, and the pressure can 
bo regulated as desired. For street 
cleaning, purposes, ^special ^hydrants 
arc beihg Installed. * ^' - 

Since the installation of this system 
began more tliaii throe hundred muni- 
cipalities throughout tlie British Em- 
pire outside of tlje., United' Kingdom 
have investigated it, and a great num- 
ber in tlie United Kingdom Central 
liurope and ITnited States have re- 
ceived ful) copies of all the plans and 
specifiatibns. ' . '

The Victoria Chess Cltib is an or- 
ganization that moves in a soniev/hat 
mj'sterloua way. At long intervals ot 
time .the public is reminded of its 
existence by thje publication of a list 
6'f its officers, but in the interim it Is 
going along and Is prosperous in that 
dignified and subdued way that is ap- 
propriate to such a sacred institution. 
Chess, be It remarked, is not a hilar- 
ious pursuit, and the man who joins 
a chess club under the impression that 
Ik; is about to be initiated into a feast 
of reason and fiow of soul is likely to 
be disappointed. A properly conduct- 
ed chess club i's a place In wliich';'from 
time to time you hear the word "check" 
murmured in a tone, which Sheridan 
must have had in mind, when he said: 

"I hear a sound so low, there's noth- 
ing lives 'twixt it and silence." 

At tho same time, chess is the best 
of all indoor games, and the Victoria 
chess .club . is an admirable exponent 
of it. Its members are very desirous 
lliat others should take advantage of 
its hospitality. The game is rtifiicult,

PacifiG Slate Company is Man- 
ufacturing on a Commer- 
cial Scale 



On the Hudson's Bay wharf is to be 
found tangible evidence of a native in- 
dustry which may grow to Indcllnlto 
proportions. The evidence consists of 
550 tons of the finest kind of slate tiles 
suitable for roofing from the quarries 
of the Pacific Slate company on Jer- 
vis Inlet. The deposits havo been 
known for a considerable time, but 
havo only comparatively recently been 
taken hold of jjroperly and are now In 
a position to ship commercial quanti- 
ties of the product. 

D. E. Campbell is president of tlie 
company, A. W. Vowoll, vice-presi- 
dent, and among the directors are Dr. 
O. M. Jones and S. A. .Spencer, J.

_„,The'- slate .has -been submitted to ex- 
perts -jerpm\:Euroi)Sa^^ States, and 
is sdmitted : to, be . of better quality 
that any deposit, hitherto exploiled 
on this continent,' being equal to. the 
best Welsh slates. It-is of a blue- 
blaek color and dOos not fade with time 
while the Iron contents are so negliga- 
ble that there is no oxidization. It 
possess another good feature in being 
of rcmarkalde toughness with the re- 
.5ult that it i?an bo handled without 
loss from brealttige, etc. The grain is 
so good that from a slab an inch think, 
twenty-four tliin sheets can be sjilit. 

There arc at the present time 40 men 
employed at the quarries, most ot thena 
being export splitters and cutters from 
the .^lato quarries of Scotland, and 
the monthly payroll is now over $3,000. 

The lire last year taught AMctorlans 
a lesson on the necessity of fire-proof 
roofs, and the company claims that 
these tiles arc not only lire-proof, but 
will last for ever, loolting well all the 
time. They are not affected by chang- 
es in temperature and while more ex- 
pensive to buy than shingles, they are 
more economical In the long run, be- 
cause shingles have, to be repainted 
from time to time to 'ijjf.eyent curling 
up, while after a'l{il^^-yeara.;;th6y have 
to be replaced. . Tlie tiles' iie'ver need 
painting- or- rtiplaclng. ' 
. The quarry Is some .600 or 700 acres 
in extent and contains practically tm- 
llmitod supplies of slate. It is advan- 
tageously situated as a steamer can 
come right up to the mine to load, and 
the company intends after a while to 
manufacture billiard table beds, man- 
tels, black boards for schools and all 
other commercial articles for which 
slate is employed. 

There is practically an unlimited 
market for the slate. A good deal will 
be used here and In Vancouver, and 
enquiries have already come in from 
Seattle and even from Australia where 
there is an unlimited demand. The 
company already has a considerable 
number of orders on hand.

In 1522 ' the . mighty Emperor 
Charles V. staged' In it"vvhlle' on' a' 
visit to England. In 1523 -King' Henry 
VIII. held the "black" parliament" with- 
in its walls. 

The Friars caino under royal dis- 
pleasure about that time, and in l.'ilifi 
the propert.y was taken from them.

The Northwest International Yacht 
Racing, association -at. a meeting ., held 
tnis ■■'week f. unanimously resolved to 
adqp^t a , set - of 'ijcantllng ■. , r^^irlptlons 
for yachts,' and, this sees- another of P.

The old coun- 
try racing a.-isociations have adopted 
Lloyd's scantling restrictions, but their 
action has been met with a groat deal 
of criticism, as Lloyd's rostrictond are 
altogether too heavy and cumbersome 
for Kiiiall yachts under the 52-foot 
class. Anything in the way of restrie- 
ad where it interferes with 
. _. , construction. .Designers and 
builders should have as free, a hand 
a.-i possible, .. otherwise they will get 
into a rut. and make no progress. 

In these :!\vaters no heavily con- 
Ktruptod boats 'are required for sum- 
mer ' Salllnj^, but'lt. Is acknowledged 
that the building of 'extremely light 
and traglle shells for racing, purposes 
only would have a harmful' affect.: bin' 
yachting, as tending to make the rac- 
lug game very expensive. The com- 
mittee appointed to consider this 
question decided to go very slowly at 
first in the matter of adopting a set 
of scantling restrictions for the asso- 
ciation. A conference of eastern 
yachtsmen will be held this winter to 
discuss' this question of scantling re-

The restrictions which the North- 
west International Yacht Racing as- 
sociation has adopted are known as 
Owen's restrictions, and are the work 
of an eailei'n amateur. Briefly, the 
sy.steni is based on the principal that 
the size of the scantlings should be In 
direct ratio to the tonnage of the 
yacht in question. There is no mini- 
mum or maximum size of 'scantling 
set for any one class in the racing di- 
visions.

Estevan point, where wreckage has

\'essels carried per cent, of tlii! 

foreign cargoes sliijiiied frejm this do- 
main. A gradual decline is noted up 
to XSGl, when the jjercentago was re- 
duced to 05.2. The year 1!)01 .saw the 
low water mark reached, when tho 
showing fell off to S.i! per cent., an 
appalling loss considering the Increase 
in the export totals, and during tho 
year just closed It had increased only 
to representing lO.G per cent, of the 
business. " 

Particular comment is made In the 
report on tlio way the Pacillc coast 
trade has suffered, men-. ion being made 
of till! laying uji at San I'^raneisco of

Discussing; ilje, dMline = Jn-j square 
rigged sliipplhirj; thea-eport says: "The 
fourth iyeipiJ;4ias''-passed since a square.r 
rigged -vesserwas-bulit in the United 
States. In the rneahtlme, our fleet of 
this type is steadily, 'dedi'easlhg from 
normal causes. On- .Tune' 30, 1!)0(), it 
comprised 276 vessels of 322,288 gross 
tons; on June 30, 11107, it comprised 
243 vessels of 284,8-16 gross tons, a de- 
cline of over 10 iier cent, in numbers 
and. tonnage. Tliis condition is not 
peculiar; to the United Staters. The 
building of such vessels has. pr.iclieally 
ceased eveii'Where, though last ^-ear fi 
ship of 5,548 gross tons was built in 
Germany, equipped, however, with 
auxiliary steam power.

Gone from Victoria to New York. 

Through apparent indifforcnco to iti 
value, the finosl group of heads, sk-ins 
and horns of American big game 
existence, which for several years has 
been housed by the Union Club, of 
Victoria, B.C., has boon allowed to go 
to New York, a resident of that ciiv 
having purchased the collection for 
tlio comparatively trifling sum of $n,- 
000, and presented It to the New York 
Zoniogocal Society in' Bronx • Park. 
Not only is the collection ' of deep in- 
lor. st to sportsmen and naturalists 
but to 'the public at large, for these 
gigantic hea^a at beaf, walrus, cari- 
liiui, moo:se and elk are larger and 
more beautiful than any others that 
havo ever been assembled. They conje 
from British Columbia, long famous 
as Iho haunt of the largest game ani- 
mals on this hemisphere, and from ihe 
Kona.i jicnlnsula.

largest and most sjilendid animals 
ever secured by a v/liito man in the 
dim recesses of the northern wild. 

Tlie hoads_ horns and skins of tho 
besL , siiccinicns were preserved with 
groat care by tho Indians, inidcr Mr. 
Itoed's diroction. and carried down to 
Victoria for trc.-itment by skilled tax- 
idorniists. As the animals were killed 
during tho extremity of winter the 
antlers and pelage were at their best. 
Tho entire collection, preserved with 
the utmost art and care and beauti- 
fully mounted, was loaned by Mv. Reed 
to tho Union Club of Victoria, of whicli 
lie was a member, and there it was 
much admired during the last four 
years by tourists and sportsmen from 
all iiarls ot tlio world. 

Dr. C. Hart Merriman, Chales Shel- 
don, and other noted American natur- 
alists viewed the. collection, and urged 
that something shoujd be done to keep 
it In America. Mr. jteed wj.9, asked to 
put a prico on It, and he o^amed $10,- 
(100 as tho ttgnjee. .Byt . for many 
months no one app.e^red on behalf of 
the public to. purtJhasiJ. it. .. Meanwhile 
there were several narrow escapes,' 
When Prince Henry of Battenberg 
was in America, ..two years ago, com- 
manding a squjEidron of the British 
na-vy, one of his o(fl%r3 journeyed to 
Victoria fpr tije eiijiiress p|Urpose of 
buying the collection aa a present for 
the Prince. But llr. I{«ed had return- 
ed to England and' left no agent to 
make a sale, so the officer had to go 
away imsalislied. 

Dr, AVllUiim T- Ilornaday, curator of 
tho New York Zoological Society was 
so improsed by the necesity of pre- 
serving for the American iieoplc this 
collection of specimens and trophies, 
which probably can never be duplicat- 
ed, that ho wrote to Jlr. Rooil m iSng- 
land, cxiiiainod the dosiro.billty of ad- 
ding liiom to tho X;iUonal colloctlon, 
and asl(od bini to name a price. Mr. 
rteod reduced his valuation to $5,000, 
and when Dr. llormulay 



a region In which these creatures are 
now practically extinct. The finest 
one of the^e heads was secured in the 
Casiar Jlountains, and Madison Grant 
has adjudged it the best caribou head 
in the wqrld. The great antlers have 
more than forty points, and the low- 
est articulations run together over 
the forehead in a formidable wed_ 
that looks keen and powerful enough 
to cleave through stout bones and the 
thickest sinews. The other five heads 
are almost as large and symmotrical 

Before the si.\ enormous moose 
heads in this collection the oldest hun- 
ter will stand agape in admiration. The 
greatest prize in the lot bears a pair 
of antlers that' spread six feet four In- 
ches from tip to tip, and whose palm- 
ation is only a fraction tinder two feet 
in width. The sober recorder of facts 
cannot avoid a certain reluctance in 
chronicling these dimensions. They 
suggest old Tony Weller's announce- 
ment of "a collection of fabulous ani- 
mals." But the antlers are tliere to 
bear witness for themselves, and they 
can be, measured any day. The moose 
who bore them was shot in midwinter 
on the west side of tho Kenia penin- 
sula at the bead of Cook's Inlet. Two 
jagged bullet boles in the stark frontal 
bone give mute testlntony of Mr. 
Reed's unerring skill with the rifle. 
Perhaps tl^e best idea of the size of 
these antlers is gained when oVte^ notes 
that when' they are up-ended, the 
prongs tower nearly , a foot above the 
head of the average man. 



A ROYAL ISLAND 
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The Isle of Wight is rich in 
memories of royal visitors. 'We are 
inclined to think of the history of the 
island as beginning with the purchase 
of Osborne by Queen Victoria. In 
Iioint of fact there are records of royal 
showed I visitors to the island as far back as 
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that] Saxon times, and the earliest of whom 
Ihe I we can trace any record of is Elhelred 
for) the Unready. He stayed there with his 
Queen, Emma, in tho winter of 1013-

Tho Rood specimens are all of unus- 
ual oxcellonce. Ono of the handsomest 
of them is the skin and head of a 
great brown Alaskan bear from Kad- 
iak Island. It is big enough to cover, 
nearly all the floor space In the ordin- 
ary city bedrpom. Peres la Mr, Reed's 
characteristic inemprandum about the 
anlpial: "Tlifi largest. bear. I ever saw. 
IX, measured .ten .feet six inches by nine 
f^^t, and' tif>re!6;ifeet eight* inches around 
the i head. - Measures now. with' head 
set up, about nine feet '.^ix inches by 
nearly nlno feet." Mere figures give 
.but a faint idea of the vastness of this 
carnivorous monster, who' weighed in 
liCo three-ciuarters of u ton. The 
great skin, with its deep, . shaggy fur 
ranging In buo from blackish brown to 
a imlo clu'.-Huul lint on tho head, the 
long, thick, curved claws, and the 
gleam lug white tooth, still ])roK(;rvos ii 
wioid shadow of ferocity as It occu- 
liioH half the space of one wall. This 
hu,^ been pr nouricod Iho finost of all 
bearskins and worth at loaal ,$1,000 
by no less an authority thnu Paul 
Niedleck. Besides this tboro are six 
iiKUDitoil heads (if Kadia.k boar.s (Ur- 
suH mlildonil<u-Hi), vm-y thick, tre- 
mendously broad above tlio eyos, af- 
fording slartlin.g pictures of ferocity 
and jiowor. 

There are sl.x caribou heads (Rangi- 
fer osborHlJ from the Kenal penlusulu, 



excellent! 14, after his flight lirom Britain, and 
at the : before ho crossed over to the court of 
tlic j his brotiicr-ln-law at Rouen. Nine 
years later came another royal visitor, 
Canute, and during the summer and 
harvest of IOCS King Harpld lived at 
Curishrooke Castle,' according to the

King John was the' first royal visi- 
tor to discover tho value ot Llie Island 
as a week-end resort, and, on two oc- 
casions, when in Portsmouth, prepar- 
ing military expeditions against 
France, ho crossed over to Y.armouth, 
on the west coast of tho i.^Iand, to 
spend Sunday. The plcturos<iuo story 
In the children's history boolis of him 
harboring with rovers and pirates in 
tlie wooded recesses of King's Quay 
after signing the IVIagna Cliurta Is, it 
must be co»feS;3ed, only picturesque, 
and has .no foundatibn In fact. 

Apart. Srom visitors, there were in 
those earlys tlthesj two rbyftl. residents 
of the island. TM'firstfi'iiyaa'?princess 
Mary, daufeii ter of ' E&WaVd' I., ' wh b w a s 
one of the nuns of Ambresbury. The 
lady did not enjoy; a very saintly repu- 
tation, for her tastes were extravagant, 
and her love' of ,ppmp ' and'good cheer 
involved her in; jripney.'.'trbubles, from 
which her father liad often to releaau 
her. The other resiclent was Princess 
Cecilia, second daughter of Edward 
IV., "a lady not so fortunate as fair," 
says an old chronicler. Betrothed on 
two occasions to the Scottish heir ap- 
parent, the match was each time 
broken off for political reasons. tJltl- 
mdtely she manded Lord ■R'uiles, and 
on his death took as husband a com- 
moner named Kymo, of Lincolnshire, 
with wlitom she lived "not in great 
wealth." 

She was still living In the Island 
when Honry VII.', who was her broth- 
er-in-law, visited It to make a com-, 
plete inspection of « Its state. The 
plane h? madp for its dcCcnca wpre 



amplified and carried- out by Henry- 
Vlir. "His Majestic In his owno per-' 
son toke very laborious and palnefull 
journeys towardos the sea coastes; 
and in doubtful places his hyghnesse 
caused dyverse and many bulwarkes 
and fortifications to be made." His la- 
borious and painful journey in the Isle 
of 'Wight gave him some very good 
sport, hunting and havrking, if we may 
believe another chronicler, and result- 
ed in the foundation also of a town, 
that is today the headquarters of a 
sport of kings. At Cowes two massive 
forts were built and round them a 
town soon sprang up, since the harbor 
came to be used as a safe anchorage 
for men-of-war .ind prizes. 

In Stuart times we have many re- 
cords of royal visits, and chiefly, of 
course, the imprisonment of Charles I. 
at Carisbrooke. Charles first visited 
the island when a lad of nine years 
old, landing with his father at Cowes, 
inspecting a muster of forces and 
hunting in Parkhurst Forest. Later 
they banqueted at Carisbrooke Castle 
with Lord Chancellor Wrothesley, de- 
snondnnt of Shakespeare's patron, ami 
thus tlie ill fated Charles made ac- 
quaintance with tho fortress that was 
to bo the burial ground of all his 
hopes. The story of his sojourn there 
in 1647-8 and of his attempts to escape 
Is well known. After his dealth' his 
children, the Princess Elizabeth and 
the Duke of Gloucester, were impris- 
oned in the castle. Theiiipiancess died 
there, some say of ill treatment, and 
the duke, who' had his tutor, Mr;' 
Lovell, with him, lingered on till: ; 'ha 
was permitted to go to Holland. 

Apparently the Island had no sad 
memories for Charles II. for he fre- 
quently visited it, and on one occasion 
the governor, having been Informed of 
Hif 'Majestjr'a"' coming, had caused a 
new road for the King's s61e use to be 
constructed through Parkhurst Forest;- 
On another opcaslon thC l^hiriS yacht;, 
the "Sodalls," with' Chfcrles •ahd<''the 
Dii^e of 'Yavlt ojx boardif .i^Yas- driyerf 
ashpre 'at 'Pnelfflrater ' CbVe 1il!ii ' vl,pl^^^ 
storm, and tlie' Idng, seized the Oppor- 
tunity to renew acquaintance with Sir 
Robert Holmeg^s hospitality. 

Queen Victoria's flrst acquaintance 
with the island was made when she 
was quite a little girl. The Duches.s of 
Kent liad been rocommcnded by the 
Prince .Regent to go to the Isle of 
Wight, and it became a favorite re- 
treat for the duchess and her little 
daugiiter. There havo been royal ro- 
mances in tho i.?land, too, and the gar- 
dons of Osborne and the grounds wliero 
now the naval cadets disport them- 
selves, have known lovers of hlgii de- 
gree. It was In Whippingham Church, 
in 1885, tliat Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg married Princess Beatrice, and it 
was ill tiie shadow of that church that 
Princess Ena was wooed by the King 
ot Spain. — London Ololio.

Within that small grey 
matter hidden beneath a thii-t coating 
of bone lie the tissues of life and death, 
of tlrne and eternity, of all the goings 
iil and^ gfOlng'''0'u.t of humanlt.v — the 
joys and sorrows of life, it.s tradcgie-s, 
and its transcendent hapi)iness, the 
th0Ught-"0f the ages, the groat struc- 
lurea, the stupendous 'w-orks of man- 
kind. All^ society- depends upon the 
human braln,' 'and no undertaking is 
possible "'-whieh' !has''not; the^braih be- 
hind It to guldfe' ariil' cont^di'it. '. Thl 
multitudinous'-' 'SyeriUM ''<)£ / life . ate 
ojiened up to' hulftahliy .oiily t^y'and 
through the human brain.' 

Seated at a table strewn v.nth the. 
protographs of the mo.st terrible types 
of degenerates, and v.'lth photographs 
not only of their own brains, but also 
of the brains of animal.'j, besides -which 
their.s yank into in.slgnilicai'ice, Dr. Al- 
bert Wilson — who i.s Khortly publishing 
tho result of Ills researches Into the 
brain which he ha.s been carrying on 
for tho las^t twenty years — and 1 dis- 
cu.ssod tho pli.v.sical l.)a.sis of character, 
the pliy.^lcal ba.sl.s of all this mystcr- 
inus life of thoueht and deed, of mon- 
tality and conduct, y.';a, even of ^le 
soul of man, and of the solemn and 
my.iterious after-existence of that .■;oul. 
"Y-ou .sec," Baid Dr. Wil.son, a.'^ ho took 
up the photograph of tlie bi'a)n of a 
healthy and normal human being, "at 
tho top of this brain is the .superstruc- 
ture wlileh has to do with inslinct and 
Intolligenc'e. Tho active part of tho 
human brain is .a thin coating of a 
(piarler of an inch deep. Tills is tho 
cortex-. Now this is made up of rows 
of cell.s ^vhicll can bo divided Into throe 
principal portions. Of the three layer.s 
the deepest Ls represented In the lo-iver 
aniirialH as in.stliict, and this guards 
the natur.il Instinct of man. That in- 
stinctive layer is no better In us than 
it is in tho rabbit, wliereas our outer 
layer, which is tho intellectual layer, 
Is six times thicker than It Is In .the 
rabbit, and that is the strength of 
man. U])on the healthy activity of the 
cortical layer, and its proper number 
of cells, depends our subgoss-^'^n tlils 
world and our happiness in 'the next.' 
The Mind and the Brain 

."Remember this, there la no separa- 
tion between tho mind , and the brajn, 
and tho whole question of responslbil- 
it.v depends upon the pyramidal layer 
oli tho cortical department of the brain. 
This knowledge enables u.s to under- 
stand and unravel the mysteries of 
crime to a grc.ator or less degree, and 
it should bo used as a new measure- 
ment in dealing wltli tho punialiment 
of tho wrong-doer. It docs not mean 
that we should excuse crime, but that 
It should bo treated entirely on now 
lines. The tmtiquated law methods of 
so much punishment for so mucli 
wrong-doing is too fossilized to dOr 
serve any toleration. There are crim- 
inals so ctmstructcrt that thfiy can 
never go straight under any, circum- 
stances, and thpy shoidd be dealt -with 
spealally and -.humanely by tho .State. 
It is'^as absurdfto send a boy of the, 
poorer, lU-fed class -to Borstal for a 
term- of Imprisonment as it would he 
to limit liospltal treatment for a 
chronic invalid. There are moral In- 
valids, who-.afq,. invalid- owing; to their: 
heredity. '.Vfery to-iv pbopfo roach nor- 



mal or perfect development. Alcohol- 
ism and dissipation in our ancestors 
leave a Kcar on their progeny. Alco- 
hol has been proved by experiment to 
exert a most deteriorating influence on 
progeny, as I h.ave known a pyramidal 
layer so destroyed by alcohol as to be 
loss than half its proper depth. Alco- 
hol puts out of action the prefrontal 
arc of the brain, which is the last and 
highest piece of architecture. It is the 
seat of control. Destroy that, and, you 
have as tho result; a person who can- 
not help being a criminal. , There is. ix\ 
fact,' no sucli " thing ds free-will except 
,in the perfectly normal brain, and as a 
normal brain is more a matter of the- 
ory and speculation, so we ought not 
to .'demand full Tespon.<;ihliity in those 
'whom we stylo the criminal classes, 
'Who are drawn from every class of the 
OQiinniunlty. We cannot look for nor- 
mal brain amongst the poor, who are 
devastated by alcohol, disease and 
starvation. Therefore, it is a mlsr 
taken idea to expect as much respons- 
ibility, from a working lad as from a 
properly broughtrUj), well-fed young 
man of -the'upp.er. classes. This ques- 
tion of the ' f ormS,tI<)n of the brain is 
the most serious In h'uman life, for if 
the brain gcie.s,,'th'e''mIhd-goes with it — 
for ever.. The-b^aln, feebleness of the 
working. Cliis£(fes 'of 't6day Is largely due 
to state •ini6.th6d3^o No 
longer 'are^ the lads ,:'o? -the, ' virorklng 
clashes full 'of' flreVind .eapkljle .pf en- 
teriiag ihtdijthfe cohteroplatibn of life. 
The '<Misei,\ I^ .due tbj the d^gtrubtive In- 
fluence ;6f:'enforcfea.e'ducatibn"!p the 
Ul-iioutlaliea, pttorip,.! ' lately',':„exam in e d 
eight dhliafen In a family wfib should 
haye^welghed 31 stone Instead of 21

that they, had only two-thirds of their 
proper vitality distributed, 'amongst 
them. The 'cjilld fit foup br'jtive is 
thus only pqual to the child of two and 
a half or three of the better classes, 
properly nourished ' and 5fed,, and yet 
the state compels it to enter the in- 
teUigence-destroylng machine." 

"And now, Dr. Wilson," I said, "I 
should like to aslv you a question 
which, it appears to me, is of the very 
first iiriportance. In your researches 
into the brain for all tliese years, have 
you been able to discover any physical 
liasis for tho soul or spirit of man, or 
any tangible reason why that spirit 
should go on living after tho brain it- 
self, together with tho physical body, 
of which, after all, it is a part, has 
crumbled into the dust of the grave?" 
Existence of the Soul 

"I consider it the most hopeful p.art 
of all my researches," replied Dr. 'Vv''!!- 
son, "th.at they have helped to de- 
monstrate both tho existence of the 
soul and the possibility and probabil- 
ity of its continued existence after 
death. And I will explain how I come 
to this conclusion, 

"The soul Is a superstructure of the 
mind, and so, according to tlie laws of 
the con;-(-rvation of energ.v, tho .soul Is 
bound to go on living. Wo must treat 
tlie soul as the highest form of energj'. 
Ono. begins at the lowest forms of vital 
energy In the shape of muscular move- 
ment, which can easily be measured. 
Then comes, nerve motion, and we can 
measure its velocitj-, but wo have no 
power of estimating what' nerve mo- 
tion is, although we can seo the effect 
of motion in the further changes in 
the ncri'b cells, consisting. iji the alter- 
ed appearance of the stalliable gran- 
ules. Wo then pass from the nerve 
colls which' receive ImprGs.sIons, and 
frorii oth.ors which emit motion, to a 
new type of coll, tho association cell, 
'i'his is feebly represented in tho lower 
creation, but It Is a special feature Of 
the human hraln, and isj connected 
with mind, thought, memory, erpotion, 
ideation. Tho question now arises — 
has tho Groat Architect completed His 
work? Is He finite? Can He do noth- 
iil^T excojit what, Is easily understood 
by the human mind? Tlio human mind 
is a miracle, but Is ■ it .the end? We 
have every reason to believe it is not. 
because there is^no science In which 
wo have reached the ultimate goal of 
its oaiinelty. There la every reason, 
then, to believe that there Is something 
beyond the mind, and something built 
.on tlie- mind; juetias the. mind is built 
on tho brain. 'We have such remark- 
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able psychological experiences of what 
we term spiritual anu religious phen- 
omena that there must be a basis for, 
them. Tho only hypothesis or basis is 
what wo term tlio noul, as an actual 
vital, force. 

"The "soul nteans the higher develop-' 
ment of man or the ego. If there Is no 
such thing as soul, that means that wa 
are the finality of wliat Is falsely and 
unscientifically termed "Creation," 
which Is an aiisurd poaUlon, scientific- 
ally untenable, because we know tli.at 
In physical sclonco wo arc only on the 
outer fringe of knowledge. I have al- 
ways lield tliat'from the religious poln^ 
of view wo are like a seed of corn, 
hero Is nothing In the seed to Indlcatei 
life, any more than there Is in the py- 
ramidal coils of the brain. At then 
same time there is life In the corn if 
it has its proper environment — mols-i 
tare, light, heat. And In tho same wa>>;' 
it tho human mind possesses Its pro-^ 
per environment, tlie soul breaks forth' 
Into vitality." 

"Yes," I replied, "but a- corn seed has. 
to be cultivated; its environment muat 
bo kept up to Its vital requirements." 

"KxactlsV replied my host, "and 
that is tlie most solemn part of it all.

stock Exchange Loans. 

Tliese loans are made by bankers on 
the security of stocks, bonds and 
shares. There ha^i been an enormous 
creation of new issues of tliis class of 
seurcity during the period under re- 
view, particularly in America and in 
Germany. T'ndonbtedli.' the Increased 
change securities are largely due to 
the Incrcuse both in America and in 
liurope. Tliis niu.-5t be .so because a 
greater purchasing power was given 
to those who obtained additional loans. 
The.-ie increased iirices caused the 
American Iniports to go from £177,- 
000,000 in 1000 to .G li.lfj.OOO.OOO in 190G. 
Wo and iut,.n: countries have benelit- 
ted to the extent of increased exjiorts 
prices of commodities and Stock I"x- 
lo Aniei'iea, and wlien tliese loans are 
reduced, as they must be, then prices 
will fall.

America's Finance Bill. 

The princiiial imports are going into 
t^he United States all the year, while 
tho jjrinciple oxi)'irt.-i .-ire sent out of 
the country in the' latter fiart ot the 
year.

Excessive Overlending 
throughout the country, I think the 
resources of the coifiitvy banks in New 
York liavo been undergoing a reduc- 
tion for some time. Consecitiently the 
lo;,ins on the Stock Exchange have 
been curtailed, and a fall in prices has 
resulted. When a fall takes place In, 
securities Investors sell murglns ruii 
oif, brokers call for borrowers to take 
up their securities — rriany cannot dp 
.so— a general fall in prices in America 
and in iiJurope. But, notwithstanding 
the fall in prices which, wo have wit- 
nessed In American securities conse- 
iiuent on the calling in of loans in New 
York, we llnd the loans of the national 
banUs in SeiJtember in excess by £75,- 
000,000 of wliat they were for the cor- 
responding period last year. This, I 
think, will be explained by the sujipos- 
itlon that the loans culled in from the 
Stock E-TCliange have been re -lent on 
commercial loans. 

Gilt-edged Securities.

Hence hold- 
ers of gilt-udged securities have suf- 
fered more losses than those who held 
an inferior security with a greater 
yield, ;ea\'iiig out of course the ele- 
nij'nt of speeulatioii. if prices fall 
when money Is nuide dear by raising 
tlie bank rate, and money is made 
dear to protect the reserve, then tlie 
bank's reserve and prices are connect- 
d, and a low reserve means low prices 
and a higli reserve means liigli prices. 
Bank of England's Reserve.

£ll,'()00,00p''!pf . notes should be issued 
against the 'Government debt and £3,- 
000,000 against securities, making 
£14^000,000 really against .securities; 
but that every additional note must 
be isued against gold. He made u pro- 
vision that in certain contingencies 
the notes issued against securities 
might be increased. 'I'liose contingen- 
cies have happened in recent years, 
and are happening at the .present 
time and as a conseciuence th\: notes 
issued again.S't securities have increa.-;- 
od from ,t; 1-1,000,000 to .C 1 8,500,000. The 
total notes issued did imc exceed, b-:-- 
tween 1000 nnd the i;rc.=cnt llin>-, an 
average of .£50,000,000. Now, is it not 
riuite evident that if our present sys- 
tem will not permit .-in average issue 
of-* more than .U 50,000,000 of notes, 
•'that every additional note Issued 
against .securities diminishes tho notes 
that would be issued .-igainst gohl, and 
consecjueiitly diininishe.s tlie .gold it- 
self," and tliat tlie inci-eased issue of 
notes against securitis of .€ ■1,.'jOO.OOO 
since tho passing of tlie Act of isi4 



has diminished, the ■ gold • by that 
amount'.' Is it noi. further evident 
that there is little risk of an inflated 
issue of notes undor tho present sys- 
tem of .loint-stock banking, and tliere- 
fore the reason Sir Robert Peel hail 
for passing tills Act does not now exist 
and cannot now exist, and wliile we 
rciiuire a larger national reserve of 
gold tills Act prevents the increase '.' 
How'^ foolish it wonlil |.io to diminish 
tlio water supply of a city with a Con- 
stantly increasing population, yet this 
is eciulvalent to hat the Act. does for 
gold. The practically little growth in 
tlie banking department .Mr. ITolden 
attrlbutetl to the .stralfj'ht-Jacket which 
.Sir Kobort Peel iiut on the Bank of 
England by tho Act of 1S44. 

Increase of Gold Reserve. 

In conclusion, Mr. Holden said— Tho 
appreciation and deprecUitloh ' ot 
American securities are duo to the in- 
crease and cnntraetion of tiie loans. 
The (ieprdciation of gilt-edged secur- 
ities is due to the fall in the Liaiik of 
Englaiul reserves. If, then, we increase 
the available gold re.=ei vo from £lfi,- 
OO0,"OO In tho banking department and 
£17,000,000 in tlie issue department to 
.C 4-1, 000, 000 in the combined depart- 
ment v/e obtain a gold ratio of uG jier 
cent., as against a gold, ratio ot tlie 
Bank of France of -in per cent- 'J'he 
increased reserve would cause an up- 
pr,e<;ia,tion. in .securities and a decrease 
In the 'bank '.rates. .It- has been, urged 
that the expense .of ^275,000 per an- 
num which, would be";, l^icurrpd by the 
county in tho repayment of tho debt Is 
too great but I submit that the cost 
of tills is infinitesimal compared with 
the loss sustained by . the public 
through the depreciation of securities 
and the tax imposed on the trade and 
c<jmnicrco of the country by the high 
rat<!s of discount on the low reserve.

Joint-stock Banks 
there can be no dbubt it Is their duty 
to increase their gold reserves and I 
think it is -well known they are doing 
thi.s, but I should like to suggest, with 
a view of hSi'V'ing a proper compilation 
of bankiiig statistics, that the Board 
of Trade should ask all hankers to 
supply them with balance sheets, 
showing the aiimimt of spei-ie. l-iaiik 
of England note.-, Ijalanees witli other 
liaiiks, and bii lances at Uank of Eng- 
land wliich eoniiifiso tlieir re.-^erves, 
and that the Board of Tratle should is- 
sue a return sliov.'ing tlii.-so and i.ilher 
items of tlie liaiaiRe-slieets in totals. 
If this be done, I \-eiitiirc ti^ ju'edtct 
tliat gold resorvi.s would .silenlly but 
effectivelv be inereaseil.

At a meeting of the Royal Geosrra- 
pliical society held at tho theatre, Bur- 
lington gardens, Sir' George Goldle.^the 
president, in tho cn^lr, )Mr..iXi.5H. :Har'- 
rlson read a paper entttledif'an Search 
of an Arctic Contlnenti'V-.There was a 
large attendance. >' 

Mr. Harrison in the course of his 
paper, said that in starling on his ex- 
pedition into tlio Arctic Ocean he | 
hoped to achieve results which, Iiow- i 
ever incomiilotc, inlglit be of s.imo! 
service in adding to the -linowledgej 
already possessed of the polar re- 
gions, says the London Times. He I 
.=:aid tha^t his muln object in going I 
there was to find out what was in 
that uiikiiow'/i live:, whicli existed to 
the north of tlio ..\iiierican cuii'tinentV 
Afer E'iving an interesting and de-' 
tailed description of his expeditions 
into tile Arctic Ocean from Hcrschol 
Island, across Liverpool Bay, to the 
Balllle Islands off Cape Bathurst, 
alongi the west coast of Banks '"liand 
as far as Cape Kellett, he said that 
the absence of drift 'wood' 'upon the 
westeirn shore of Banks I<and would 
seem tc Indicate a' current that was 
pehaps being diverted otn to. that shore 
by other land to the north and -^vest. 
The little Ice Ho saw while in these 
waters seemed to Indicate land to the 
niu'th, for if there was nothing but an 
ice-bound ocean in tiiat direction, it 
seemed to him that mucli more lee 
would come down from this coast 
during open water with the prevailing 
north-east and ncu-th-west winds. 
From what. he .saw of the .movement 
of the ice drifting backwards and for- 
wards, tlrst to the ea..st and 'then to 
the west, lie concluded this t?ea was 
land-locI;ed. All buoys tlial had been 
lull down or ^•essels that had been 
wreelted on the western side of Point 
Barrow had Invariably been accounted 
for. Tho buoys had turned up some- 
^\'llere uii the coast of Siberia, the 
north coast of Iceland, or on the west 
coast of Greenland; while the ships 
themselves, or at least some portion 
of thielr sfructure, or some one on 
more' be the" Ibtose objects on board, 
had likewise aSpMjred In the same lo- 
calities. On .'the ■ other hand, a ship 
which carried fifteen men and abun- 
dant .supplies drifted off in a north- 
easterly direction from the east side 
of Port Barrow, and the remnant of 
that ship had ever since been heard 
of. The ves.5el Itself, of course, 
might have been smadhed by the ice 
and sunk ; but there were rriany 
things on a whaler which could not 
sink, and which hail the ship's name 
upon them, and he thought it more 
tlinn probable that some one or other 
of these would have turned up had it 
not been intercepted by the supposed 
land in question. It might have been 
interceiited by ' palaeocrystic ice. 
.Again, there were a great number of 
whales lillled o'ff the north of the delta 
of the Mackenzie;, these animals ran 
from TiOft. to 60ft In length, and when 
killed took a long time to sink, and, if 
they did .sink, came to the surface 
again. Some few had drifted on to 
the coa^it of North America,, .in some 
instances iyvfj years after;' but hone 
that he had heard of. e-s^er. drifted on 
to the coast of Siberia, and not one- 
hundredth part of tlje numtier Idlled 
were ever heard of again. The whale- 
lishers seldom cut up the animal, but 
took only tlie bone, iuid the whole car- 
ease w:.s sent adrift in the ocean. In 
tile sjiriiig of 1007 he found a whale 
on tile shore that the natives told 
him had been tliero for live years. 
He would go as far as to suppose that 
if there were no land in the Arctic 
Ocean, and there wa.s a drift through. 
liUiieaster Sound, some of thesw 
whales would Iloat on to the western 
shore of Greeiihmd. or east shore of 
liallin Land, but he believed that on 
tin; eastern side of Banks Land no 
Bowliead (lialoena mysticetus) had 
ever been found that was kille.d on 
the western coa.H ; though a right 
whali! (l.ialoena sulKildil) killed on the 
eastern .-ilde (what was called tho 
Greenland whale, and which was prob- 
alily killed on the ivest side of Green- 
land) was found drifting in the ocean 



hortii of the Mackenzie .river witli the] 
harpoons still in it of tho Greenland 
wliale il.sher,s. This was a most ex- I 
traordinary fact, if tnie, for they j 
knew that vessels had drifted from | 
Melville Island through Lancaster I

It 
must have been alive when It came 
into these waters. The whales dis- 
appeared at the end of September, and 
were not seen until :vthe; -. i;folldWlJ»ig?:

DUTY TO EX-PRESIDENTS 

Article by Mr. Grover Cleveland Tells 
What Should Be Done 

The Youth's Companion prints an 
article by ex-Presldent Cleveland on 
-war uULejs lo e.\'-i"resldeilts," which 
it says is "a document likely to be- 
come liistorical; for, while the .subject 
has hud much attention and dlgous- 
sion, the few persons most vItally''COn-, 
cerned in the matter have never here- 
tofore given, e^:presslon.to,any special 
views ui>on it." The ex-prealdent sajs 
in pari; — 

The truth is that our people,, so far 
from treating their .. . ex-.presldents 
simply as relics o£ past . honors, .seem 
disposed not only to bestow upon them 
honor and respect, , but to continue 
them in the service so far . as to iiitor- 
fero sterlously with their, u'htrammeled 
return to -private 'citlzelishlEr an'd tlieir 
unrestralnea resiilriptibn ' ofcrtMe occu- 
pations of everyatty,X lita ' .There is a 
sort of vague, but- ngne : '.the leiss Im- 
perative, feeling, abrblift; -'in;/the land 
that one -w-ho , has occupied: the great 
office of president. holds in . trust for 
his fellbyv-citlzens" a certain dignity, 
which in his conduct and manner of 
life he is bound to protect against loss 
or deterioration. Obedience to this ob- 
ligation, which can hardly be avoided, 
limits the ex-president In his choice of 
an oecupation and means of livelihood, 
and prescribes for him only such work 
as in popular judgment is not undig- 
nified; and it also enforces a scale of 
living on his part, frequently less in 
keeping with lils iinancla.1' itbUlly-^than 
with popular coiiccptions'*'bf ex'-presi- 
dential propriety. 

Our national pride should he rudely 
touched ivhen we read concerning 
Thomas Jefferson, after his retirement 
from the presidency: "By degrees 
Jefferson became a poor man, and, in- 
deed, worse than poor, since he was in- 
volved in pecuniary embarrassments. 
Before matters had reached this stage 
he had sold his library to Congress for 
.fJS.oriO." Although he expressed him- 
self as desiring nothing from the pub- 
lic tre.asur.v he accepted pecuniary aid 
furnished by subscription, ^villl tlie pa- 
thetic statement: "I h;ive siieiit three 
times as niucli money and given ray 
whole lifo to my countrymen, and nov.' 
tliey nobly come forward in the only 
way they can and save an old servant 
from being turned like a dog out of 
doors," John CJuincy Adams, a short 
time before he retired from the presi- 
dency, and in conteniplalion of that 
event, wrote as follows: "The income 
of my whole private estate is less tlian 
$l),000 a yeai-, and I am paying at least 
JH.OOO of that for Intere.st on my debt, 
I'Miuilly, upon going out of ollice in one 
year from this time, destitute of all 
means of acquiring property, 11 will 
only be by the sacrifice of that which 
I now possess that I shall bo able to 
supiiort my family."

It was printed in Edin- 
burgh, in 1CS5, by John Wreittoun, 
and the title page runs tlius: 

"33ncoiU'agements for .sucli :i3 sliall 
liave Intention to bee uiidertaitcrs in 
the new plantation of Capo Briton, 
now New Galloway, in America." 

Tlie paniplilet \\-a3 puljli.shed anony- 
niousiy but is lielieved to have boon 
written by Sir Rol)ort Gordon, of Gor- 
donstono (a son of tlio Eari of Suther- 
land), wlio way created, in 1C24, Pre- 
mier Baronet of the Baronet.s of Nova 
Scotia. 

Only one otlier copy of this pamph- 
let lia.s been sold in London, namely, 
in 1S93, which brought $380. Possibly 
no other copies exist. 

i write aa an original member of the-; 
long-establislied "London Galloway 
Association" — not Gulway in Ireland, 
but the old district, or province, in 
Southern Scotland, whose people, in 
tile seventecntli centurj', furtiierod re- 
ligious and civil liberty througli their 
sufferings and constancy. 'The latter 
in ,my native place, but its connection 
^With Cape Briton was not known to 

■ mo tintil I read tlio above title page. 

Cin you tell me if the name of "New 
Galloway," as an appellative substitu- 
tion for "Cape Briton," ever came into 
general local -use, .p.s an, official terri- 
torial name forfxt'h'^i^^'J^ifQiai' o Cape 
Briton or any part' Sf 'it^ajidi what dur- 
ation/It had. \ 

Tlie above pamphlet is, in some 
sense, a prospectus, but it refers to 
"New Galloway" as an existing name 
in America, 

The writer, you will observe, spells 
"Briton" with an "1," following, I pre- 
,.sum.e, the Englisli usage of "Brittany" 
:: :';for "Bretagne." I cannot find wlien 
this usage began. Tiie Scottish chron- 
icler and poet, Androjv Wyntoun, whp

T may mention 
that the aiicestor.s of the well kjiown 
General Sin-oat, in the army of Wasli- 
ington, reached New England from 
that northern region. These ancestors 
may have been in the lir.'jt batch of 
Sir. Robcrt'.s .settlers from Old Gal- 
loway as that was the. mother land of 
the sept. It would be interesting to 
know if any descendants of these ori- 
ginal settlers bearing Galloway names 
are in modern 'Qapp'Breton. .,,.< „-

English Ov\/ners of Salt and Match 
Monopolies Get Venezuela Presi- 
dent's Attention 



Caracas, Venezuela, Jan. 15, via Ca- 
racao, Jan. IS. — President Castro has 
annulled the contract made by the 
govornniont with the Vunezuelan Salt 
Monopoly, Bimited, an EngllBli cor- 
poration with a capital of $-150,000. 

This contract was signed in 1S05. It 
gives the company certain salt niine.-i 
and gives it a monopoly of Uio sale of 
salt in yenezuela , for ten years. 

A repi!:'eSehtatIve;iOf the Bthelburga 
syndicate of Lorido^. which owns both 
tho salt and the niitoh companies of 
Venezuela, has appeared, at the Brltlish 
legation here and prbteste'd against the 
two decrees i.ssued by President Ca.-i- 
tro, declaring them to bo ruinous and 
illegal. A decree annulling the match 
monopoly in Venezuela was issued 
pnly a few days ago. The British le- 
gation la' awaiting instructions from 
the home office. 



Mr. J. ,T. Kelly, local government in- 
spector, held an enquiry into the new 
seliem.e of the Ennis District Council, 
under the Laborers Acts, at tho Ennis 
Union Board room.

111 connection with the recent change 
of administration of the London Times 
newsi)apcr, -whicii has passed into tlio 
control of Mr. Pearson, the journalis- 
tic magnate, an Interesting page in the 
history oC tlie Times is recalled, relat- 
ing to tho 'noted Irish leader Charles 
Ste-wart Parnell, out of whicli tlie pa- 
per emerged with a seriously impaired 
reputation. 

In the course of the spring of 1887 
the Times had begun publishing a ser- 
ies of articles entitled "Parnellism and 
Crime," in wliich strong cliarges were 
hrougnt against the lefidcr of the Irisli 
Nationalist party, with great detail of 
circumstance and accusation- Some of 
the charges had some foundation in 
fact, some ■were grossly exaggerated, 
and sonic again were merely the col- 
orable liction.-< of poliilcal preposses- 
sion, jironounccd to be not proven.- by 
the special commission which ultim- 
ately inquired Into -them. In brief, Par- 
nell- and his -: colleagues .were; charged 
b.v the Times with conniving at the 
commlslon of crlnie aiid outrage In Ire- 
land. One of the a,rticles, which ap- 
peared in April 18;. 1887, was accom- 
panied by. tho fac simile of a letter 
purporting to be-signed but not written 
bv Mr, Parnell,' In whicii he apologized 
for his attitude In ,the Phoenix Park 
murders — tin- killing at Dublin of Lord 
Frederick (.'avcndish and M.r. Burke — 
and especially excused the murder of 
the latier. -

Power From tho Tide 

An interesting littit! plant, in w-hlch 
the rise and tall of the tides is used 
as motive jjo-vver for tho gcnei-atioii of 
electricity, is described in Stein und 
I'hsen.

On tile name evening in the House 
of Commons, j\lr. Parnell declared the 
letter to be a forgery, £ind declared that 
he had never written any letter to the 
same effect. The Irish leader was not 
believed, ho\ve\-ei-. alid iMr. Balfour — 
(hen Chief Seeretai-y i:or Ireland— suc- 
ceeded in getting tlie famous Crimes 
.-Vet enacted by Parliament. Later in 
The sessiou Ihc attention of the House 
was again called to the subject, and it 
was invited li.v Sii- Charles T.,ewis, an 
Ulster nieiiiliei- and a sfreniiou.? an- 
tagonist of the Nationn.lists, to declare 
the charges of lln^ Time>j a In-cjich of 
privilege. The Goverument met tills 
in-oposal by an offer lo jni.y tlie-ex- 
p(.-nses of a libel action against ihe 
.Times, tc) be brought lui liehalf or the 
Irish members iticr.'.iniuatcd. This of- 
fer was refused/ Mr. Gladstone ihon 
proposed that a sr-lect committee 
sliould enquire into the charge.s, in- 
cluding the letter attributed lo Mr. 
Parnolli and to this the Irish leader 
assented, ^ut tlie Qoverninoni re.iect- 
eil Uie proposal. .For the rest, .Mr. Vi\r- 
mdi contlnued-'to maintain an attitude 
of modoratloh 'and reserve, though he 
more than onco ctinie forward to pro- 
test againi?t tho hafshnesd of Irish ad- 
ministration and to plead for further 
remedial legislation. 

About tliG middle of ISSf? the <|ues- 
lion ot "Parnellism and Crime" again 
became acute. Mr. I'\ 11. O'Doiiiiell, an 
ex-lrisb M.P. and former niember of 
the Iritili part.v, brouglit an action 
ajvainst the Times for libel. His case 
was a weak one, and a verdict was ob- 
tained by the defendants, But In th« 
course of the trlal the A.ttornoy-Gon- 
eral. Sir Richard Webster — now Lord 
Al\'er.stonn, the present Lord Chief 
Justice of Kngland — counsel for tho 
Times, allirmed the readlnes.s of hia 
clients to establish all tho charges ad- 
vanced, Including the geniilneness of 
the lelter which Mr, Parnell had de- 
clared to bo a forgery. 

J\ir. Parnell once more Invited the 
rioliso of Commons to refer this ii.-tr- 
tlcular isue — that of the leltc>r — to a 
select committee. This was again re- 
fused, but after fiome hesitation the 
(iovernnieiit resolved to appoint liy Act 
of ParliauKUit, a special commi.ssioii, 
composed (jf three judges of tho High 
('otirt, to enquire into all the cliarges 
advanced by the 'Times. Tills led to 
what was in substance, though not 
lierhaij.s in judicial form, the ino.st re- 
markable state trial in Great Britain 
In the Ifltli century.

against • them were that the respon- 
dents were conspirators ; that they 
aimed at expelling the landlords, or 
"English- garrison" - from Ireland; 
that by -.speeches and by money pay- 
ments they Incited persons to sedition 
and murder; that their occasional de- 
nunciations of crime were known to 
be Insincere ; and that they accepted 
money from avowed advocates in the 
United States of murder and outrage 
by mean.s of dynamite. 

Tiie commission began to sit in Sep- 
tember, 18S8. and issued its report in 
February 1S90. It heard evidence of 
immense volume and variety, and the 
great speech made for tlio defenco by 
Sir Charles Rus.sell — later Lord Russell 
of Kilowen, Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land — was afterwards published.' In a 
bulky volume. ' ■ . 

Mr. Parnell gave evidence at great 
longlh, and on the whole he produced 
a not unfavorable impression. 

The report of the commission was a 
very voluminous document, and a few 
of tlieir conclusions may be left to 
spciilc for themselves. 

"W'o entirely acquit Mr. Parnell and 
the otiicr respondents of the charge of 
insincerity in the denunciation of the 
Plioenix Park murders, and lind that 
tlie 'fac-.similo' letter, on which this 
cliarge was chiefly based, as against 
Mr. Parnell, is a forgery. 

"^Vo lind that tho respondents did 
not directly incite persons to the com- 
mission of crime other than intimida- 
tion, but that they did incite to intim- 
idation. 

"AVo lind that it has been jiroven 
that tlic respondents made payments 
for the purpose of inciting per.-ions to 
commit crime." ' . 

The specillc charges brought by tho 
Times against . Mr.,. Parnell personally 
were declared;- by ithe'commlsslonera to 
bo untrue. ,i They •■■ 'declared it to be 
absolutely without foundation, that the 
Irlfsh leader; was Intimate .;-\«Ith;.the 
leading ' "Invlnclbles" ; . that he - prob- 
ably learned from them what they 
were about when ho was released on 
parole In April 1882; that he recogniz- 
ed the Phoenix Pairk murders as their 
handiwork; 'HhW January 23, 

1883, by an opportune' reriiilttanco en- 
iiblod one, Byrne, to escape from .1u:s- 
tloo to France. These charges were 
declared to be without foundation. 

The case of the fac-.ilmlle letter al- 
leged by the Times to have been writ- 
ten by Mr. Parnell broke down alto- 
togcthor. It was proven to bo a for- 
gery. It had been purclia.sed by the 
':rime.s with other documents, ilrom 
one Richard Pigott, a disroputablo 
Irish journalist, who afterwards tried 
to blackmail Archbishoj) Walsh, 

Shortly after the letter had been 
withdrawn, Mr. Parnell instituted an 
action against tho Times for libel, 
claliiiing damages to the amount of 
.IMOCOOO. Tho case wats settled out of 
court by tho Times paying Mr. Parnell 
£5.000.

Many instances, are. known of the 
victim of one of itheso animals dying 
of hydrophobia. • Sinoo the establish- 
ment of a state hydrophobia institute 
at Austin three year.'i' ago, more than 
a hundred persons hav8 gone there for 
treatment for mud wolf bites. The 
wolves are of the coyote spoelos. They 
skulk around at niglit and kill young 
calves and make uwa.\' wdtli larnb.^ an;', 
kids. Tho last legislature passed : 
scalp bounty law whicli cm-ricd an ap 
proprlatlon of 5100,000 to pay fm- the 
scalps of coyotes and other wild ani- 
mals Which cause' serious losses to 
the stockmen. Governor Campbell ve 
toed tho mea.^tire. Many of the ranch 
men have hunters constantly employ 
od to kill tho wolves, wildcats and 
other deprcd.ating wild animals. This 
method of eradication is slow and very 
expensive. 

A few years ago Clement Bonterant, 
an Engli.shuian, purchased a ranch 
west of here. ITo soon found that tho 
coyotes vvere carrying off most of his 
calyes;a'tid lambs. Ho employed Mexl- 
qadS .tfl;!c!apttire.i^,half.'a do^ssen , coyotes 
alive, ile plaoedsa sheep Jjoll upon 
each of these coyotes and turned them 
loose utJort his ranch. It '^P48 Mir. Bon- 
t6rant'S theory that 'the feeiled coyotes 
Would' frighten away all the 'b.th'er coy- 

ofei* on the p\&e&. instead, tM boiu d 
coyotes ftitracted. othfer cdydtfes to 
them, and in a feW days each belled 
coyote had a big flock of followers, 
and these hordes of anlrnais were 
pbylng worse havoo than ever before. 
\tt(>r many of fort'sHthe'' helled coyotes 
were recaptured and the bells removed 
from their necks. 

Mr. Boiiteriuit thou tried tho oxpori- 
ment of capturing a number of the 
coyotes alive and placing thom in a 
pen with mniigy dogs which ho had 
brought from San Antonio for that 
special purpose. The coyotes soon con- 
tracted the mange and were turned 
loose. That e.xpcriineiit worked witii 
better success than the one he lir.-t 
tried. Nearly every coyote In eoutli- 
west Texas Is riow afflicted with tho 
mange. 

Mad wolvo.<? ;ire such a tnenace to 
this section tiiat mnny riuichuKMi have 
built corrals around their bomes as a 
means of protection for their wives 
iuid children against the attack by 
the .animals. Wlien afflicted with the 
rabies a, coyote docs not hesitate to 
enter tlie oiien door of a house or 'go 
boldly info .-i cuniii where men are 
sleeping mid iitlack whouisoevor it 
happen.^ Io run across. A few days 
ago a lutrty nf dc^er hunters were sit- 
ting around a c:unp fire over on the 
Nueces river, 'I'lie night was dark and 
the air chilly. The men wore enjoying 
the comforts of camp life when they 
suddenly heard the growl of a coyote 
and before anjrohe could grab up a gun

YEAR'S FAILURES 



Effects of Panic in States Not 
Severely Felt In 
Canada 



The financial disturbance that swelled 
the losses so beavllj' in tile United 
.States during 1907, extended to Canada 
to a certain extent, but the effect was 
much less severe, and owing to tlie. dif- 
ferent banking system in 'the Dominion, 
there were no banking fallui-es what- 
ever. Commei-eial failures as reported 
by R. G. Dun & Co numbered 1,27S, 
against 1,1S4 In 1906, and liabiliti<'S 
were $13,221,259, against $9,0S,-i,773. The 
number of Canadian insolvencies v.-as 
not above the' average of recent preced- 
ing years; in fact it was below the fig- 
ures for nine of the i)receding thirteen 
years. Liabilities, iiowever, were sligbt- 
ly larger tiian in any year since 1S97. 
Manufacturing faikires were :;93 in 
number and 56,667.452 in amount, 
against 293 failures last vear, -\vhen lia- 
bilities were ?3, 482, 51 1. Trading fail- 
ures made a much better comparison, 
being only S47. against S63 ,in the pre- 
vious year and ?,"i,T.-:.ii,6.'i L in amount, 
against 55,145,112 in 1900. Tliere were 
38 other commercial failures, involving 
$797,156, again.st 2S failures in the pre- 
vious year for 54.".S,1L'0. Comparing the 
Canadian record according to provinces 
discloses the fact that liiibilities in t>ne- 
bec increased about .$2,000,001) and in 
Ontario almost as much. .Smaller in- 
creases oeeiirreil in .N'uva .Scotia, New 
Bnuiswiek ami .•\lhertii, while liabilities 
were less than in the j^revioiis yojirs in 
British Co ambia, jManitob,a and Prince 
Edward Island. The largest' increases 
in number were 75 in Quebec and 55 In 
Ontario, wdiile the greatest improve- 
ment was a decrease of S3 in Manitoba. 

Coninicreial failures in the United 
States during the year 1907, according 
to statistics compiled by R. G. Dun it 
Co., were 11,725 in number and $197,385,- 
226 in amount .of defaulted liabilities. 
While this is a considerable increase 
over the: mercantile mortality of the 
previous year, when tliere were lO.d.S:; 
fallurt's for .f J 1 9,L'0 1 .51 5 , it compare's 
very favoiably witli most previous years 
as to number of failures, and the 
amount Involved was much smaller than 
in many preceding years of .special 
stress, notably 1896, 1893, 1SS4 and 3S7S. 
MMimfaeturing failures in 1907 were 
2,913 ill number and $106,010,444 in 
amount of Uabilities, against 2, '190 in 
the previous year, when tlie amount was 
$46,675.362., Xt is ifl this dlvisloh that 
tho chief increasii over the previous 
year's losses occurred. 't'liere, were 
S,4I9 tra(l!ii,g failures involving 55S,- 
6US,14S, against 7,483 similar fniliires in 
1906, when liabilities were $48,180,136.

Otlier commercial insolven- 
cies, not properly included in the two 
principal classes, Imt embracing real es- 
tate, insurance, commission liousi.'s and 
agents, were 393 Iri number:and $32,- 
04u,0.i3 111 amount, . Tho; correspandliig 
elassiflcation in 1900 supjillod ' 349 fail- 
ures, with liabilities of $25,340,017. It 
is in the b:inking class that the note- 
worthy losses of 1 907 occun'(H]. These 
tinanclal suspensions were 132 in num- 
ber and involved $233,325,972, although 
manv ot the banks resumed; almost" Im- 
mediatelv. In the previous yeal" tliere 
were riS similar failures for $18,805,380.

N leaving Victoria, the 'be^utiml, v:- 
for the West Coast trip up Van- , ' ^ 
couver Island, the first place^^^.: 
of importance after passing 
Race Rocks, is Belcher 'l3ay, a 
wide open harbor, full of islands 
and bays, and undoubtedly the- 
best salmon fishing place out- 
side' Victoria and within.;;' easy- ■ 
reach. Ten miles farther on is the"tiarbor of 
Sooke, remarkable as being the-first settlement 
nctft- Victoria where the. ground was cultivated 
by .private enterprise. The family of Scotsmen 
'settled here a generation back cultivated the 
best farming land in the island, and also ran 
a saw mill said to have been the first steam 
saw mill started in the Province of British 
Columbia. They likewise owned the first 
steam tug used for towing in the neighborhood 
of Victoria. Their enterprise should have made 
them the leading men in the island, but luck 
seems to have turned against the district and 
its first settlers, ior. it remains much the same 
ftoday as it was when the first settlers went in, 
•'and -with the exception that the whole of the 
"land is'now owned it has made no perceptible 
advance in the development of industries be- 
yond some backwoods farming. The same 
might be said ot the whole of the West Coast of 
the Island, which is only now waking up to the 
■greater possibilities which lie to hand in al- 
most every production of nature. Perhaps 
Sooke district will be remarkable for having ^ 
been the place where a worthy Scotisttian first 
;t-plahted a sprig of yellow broom in his garden, 
' which has since spread all over the s6uth end 
of the island, and 'gives Victoria its glorious 
coloring in' the spring, for which it is now 
famous. Beyond Sooke harbor there is no good . 
shelter for ships or boats of any kind for nearly 
forty miles of ironbound coast. 

The Jordan river alone is now a busy scene 
of the most active and go-ahead logging camp 
on the coast, and the experiment will demon- 
strate whether it will pay to carry on a logging 
industry, which, it has been declared, is an 
impossibility on this open wind-swept coast. 
The timber is .there, but the people who know 
how to hatidie it, it appears, have not hitherto 
/ made logging the siiccess it should be on this 
'coast. ■■ • 

Some sixteen traps for salmon, some of 
theiTit standing a mile or two out in the open 
' sea, are found between Race Rocks and San 
■■'Juan harbor, and the result now of three years' 
fishing on so large a scale, and with takes of as 
much as tliirty tons of salmon in a night, is 
that the salmon are getting scarce, and the poor 
[ndian, who lives and depends for his food on 
this coast entirely oh; salmon, can no longer 
do so. The Indian Department will shortly 
have to look after what is left of the Indian 
race, for; they can no longer catch fish as they 
?;did; in former days, and in winter often starve. 

The most dangerous point beyond Jordan 
;!:river is Bolder beach. Plere some shipwrecks 
have occurred, and men from smaller craft have 
been drowned. 

At the Sombrio river, as the name betokens, 
we come upon the first scene of Spanish in- 
vasion. In this river the Spaniards dug for 
gol'd, and their workings and some tools have 
in recent years been found as evidences of 
their presence. A miner one day showed me a 
pair of odd pendant "ear-rings, such as are 
vworn . by Spanish women,* which had beeri 
.found hidden in one of these workings, and 
'doubtless their ships might lie with safety in 
the slightly sheltered bay during the summer 
months. 

The next bay of importance is San Juan 

harbor. San Juan, as the name implies, was 
doubtless well known to the Spanish invaders 
of this coast, as it is one of the most conimon 
names among them. I have been unable to 
find out any Indian name for the place, unjess 
it was known as Pichina harbor, a hrancli of 
the Pichina tribe having for ages been settled 
here. 

It Is a large harbor of nearly six square 
miles, and must in the near future, as the only 
sheltered harbor on one hundred and fifty 
;miles?of ironbound and exposed coast, become 
''^a place of importance. In these days of steam, 
harbors: sire -not of such importance as was the 
case in the days when commerce depended on 
sailing vessels, or otherwise San Juan would 
have been what Plymouth Sound is to the Eng- 
lish Channel, a harbor wiicre a vessel might 
wait for a favorable wind before venturing up 
the straits of Juan de Inica, consequently this 
harbor, having unwarrantably been dubl)c.l 
with a bad name by the United States pilot 
charts as a "dangerous harbor," has never been 
a place of importance, and until the country is 
::;<(^ey^lo|?ftd is not likely to become so,, butfits 
positibn' as the otily harbor outlet to the coast, 
when railway communication can be had, nust 
undoubtedly make it a prospective harbor in 
the,.future, as it* was in the days of Si^nisli 
■fiettiement. ^ r;""- — •■■■•s'-/;-^. ■ 

The Spaniards probably knew of its impor- 
tance and harbored their small ships h'rc, be- 
cause we have some ^evidence that they had a 
mule track leading up from the mouln'of the 
San Juan river to the head waters of ;he river, 
Avhere they left am])lc evidence of l^cir gold- 
mining industry, nnndjers of rough sluice boxes 
and other tools having been found h different 
parts of the valley. But of these things we 
have heard mostly by tradition • f/om the In- 
dians, and miners who, in 'earlier days, appear 
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to have visited this country even in larger num- 
bers than they do now. 

How great and powerful must that v/ave of 
humanity have been which, sweeping across 
the South American continent, and up the Pa- 
cific coast, cpuld leave the. last' Qfv.its,iy.anished 
Empire in the . names and traditions' bf^ the 
stormy West Cosfet of Vancouver Island 1 As- 
suredly they were' a go-ahead race, and have 
left their m.ark both in the Old and New 
World, by names and traditions which must 
live, when even our own race has vanished or 
given place to a greater one. 

But the Latin race has never been able to 
retain its position in a northern region, when 
it came in contact with the Teutonic race, and 
Speedily relinquished its position and holdings 
when men of that stock came across the north- 
ern continent to take and-to hold Vancouver 
Island as a colony of th^ British crown. We 
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Were it not that the Indian Department occa- 
sionally looks after the "wards of the State," in 
their not infrequent distress in winter, they 
would suffer more than they do. But an In- 
dian can stand a long period of starvation pro- 
viding .there, is.a ,-''potlatch''-.'iavsightr.when.he 
makes up "for it at anofber man's expensfe in a 
manner which only an Indian is capable of sur- 
viving. 

At the mouth of the San Juan harbor, as 
we enter its broad opening, are a fine set of 
rugged wave-beaten rocks, which artists are 
fonci of depicting, and photographers are al- 
ways in the season endeavoring to catch at 
their worst. Close by is the Minneapolis '.mi- 
versity summer resort station. Here some forty 
students come each suniraer tp spend the vaca- 
tion in study and regain their hfealtii. The pro- 
fessors' of the various "oligies" (they are all lo- 
cally known as "bug-hunters") tell me there 




is not possible to communicate with any other 
place nearer than Victoria, sixty miles through 
an unknown bush country through which there 
is only a telegraph trail which is impassable, 
and three rivers to cross without bridges. - 

Relative to this place, I am reminded many 
years ago, when traveling in a small boSf up 
the Straits of Juan de Fuca I met a man in a 
boat who asked me whether I knew of any 
place on the West Coast where he could reside 
without meeting anybody for a year. I told 
him that if he took the first bay to tlie right 
in San Juan harbor, he might remain there till 
Doomsday without meeting a soul. He 
promptly went and settled there, and I found a 
year later that he had built a log house at the 
place. He was one of the most remarkable men 
I have ever met with, gifted with a genius 
which .might have made him great in the world. 
He was generally knbwn as the "Hermit of 




have left only the Spanish rames and tradi- 
tions. , 

The mining for gold in those early days 
must iiave been rather a dngerous VQca'tJon, 
and yet it was carried on/vith determination 
and skill. It is just poss^le that a hundred 
and fifty years ago the c>untry was much 
clearer of forest than it 5 now, and that the 
undergrowth had not atliued the same pro- 
portions which gives the name of this region 
as the worst place for pospecting; the almost 
tropical growth up to thftops of the mountains 
mak.'ng it impossible tc see the nature of the 
rocks, but it appears in^hose days most of the 
go](l was found in the iver bottom in nuggets, 
and it is in that form 'lat not a few miners in 
recent years have eniched themselves. Pos- 
sibly the miners who .ad dug for alluvial gold 
in the South knew tpre about the nature of 
liiis work than our Modern city-bred prospec- 
tor. Theirs was an iheritance of many gener- 
ations, and they wercno fools at collecting gold 
dust. The traditionof their wealth is still a 
romance to dream abut. With their guns and 
arquebuses, such a,=an Indian would not look 
at today, they mriaged to keep the native 
tribes in check, mrc by terror, being looked 
upon as wonder Aorkers, than by the number 
of people they cold kill. Probably this alone 
enaldcd them toiace the native tribe that in- 
habited the moun of the San Juan river, which 
in those days f>,uld' not have numbered less 
than fiv:e huncfied . vvarriofs. There are only 
sev,enty Indiani all told, left of thi^ race, which 
lived and thri'ySd on salmon caught in the har- 
bor, and madethcir name a terror on the coast 
line around. 

This tribeor what is left of it, cannot now 
catch enougl'snlnion to feed themselves in the 
summer, am have no store laid aside for the 
winter. Kvn thougli they earn, enough at the 
canneries ad hop gardens to supply them- 
selves withcivilizcd food, very little of it re- 
mains afte.'the whiskey bill has been paid for 
the first jitlatch, and. most of the Ayinter.: iste 
spent in i chronic stat^ of starvation, and a 
nearer ajji'oach to the happy hunting grounds 
which wi' soon absorb the balance of the race.

Trial Island," and had lived on Trial Island, 
near V^ictoria, for many years, but when 
strangers having found out his genius for in- 
venting strange things, sometimes looted his 
abode, he promptly invented a cartridge which 
exploded when anyone invaded the doorway. 
Somebody got shot, and told the police about 
it. The police catne down and ordered him 
not to protect his property by any siich infer- 
nal machine. It was not legal, they said. The 
hermit took offence at this, and .said if he 
could not defend his own property, and the 
police could give him no protection, he had 
better retire to the woods elsewhere. He had 
a genius for boat building, in the following 
way: He would collect a number of cedar 
scrap wood logs from tiic shore, set up a small 
windmill which w^orked a small circular- saw, 
cut inch square, boards or laths, having pre- 
viously made a perfect frame of hardwood ribs 
collected in the forest apd stea.med into shape, 
with fifty cents worth 6f nails, he produced 
the most perfect model boat I have evfer seen. 
He built several of them and sold them in Vic- 
toria. The s^ile of one of these boats would 
give him money enough to buy provisions for 
a year, as he was a genuine simple liver. His 
food was fish and wild berries. 'J'he berries he 
dried for winter use, .Mid the salmon he salted, 
and a sack of flour would last him three 
months, and he had no other wants. Coming 
to Victoria on one dc&sion;w.ith;/fivc cents in 
his pocket he bought'a'sheeit of drawing paper, 
from a box in his boat he produced paints and 
a brush all manufactuted from colored clays 
or sand ground by hinis?lf, and the brush from 
fibre of .some plant. He painted a picture in 
half a day of one of the leading merchant's 
houses on the Gorge, and took the painting tc 
the merchant's office in town, who gave bin 
ten dollars for it. Of small mechanical invni- 
tions his house was well filled, and I waild 
undertake to say 3'ou might have dropped/his 
man down anywhere in Vancouver islahf or 
elsewhere- for that matter and left hihi /'lone 
awhile and he would have surrounded hAiself 
with all he needed, including food andploth- 
ing,. without troubling a civilized towijat all , 
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or ever asking or speaking to a human being. 
.-To my regret, for I was well acquainted- with 
this -strange man and his peculiarities, he ven- 
tured out in a stormy season to travel back to 
Victoi'ia in the middle of winter, and his boat 
got swamped on Bolder Beach and he was 
drowned. His body was found, with boat 
marked J. K. (John Kergan), on Carmanah 
lighthoiise beach. I little thought I should sec 
a university settlement, at the place where I 
recommended this' man to settlt, as safe from 
the intrusion of his fellow men, and as a suit- 
able resort for a hermit. 

A little higher up the harbor is Snuggery 
.Cove> a place once well known ; as ^;a shek^ 
cove for tbcise' . .>yhp smuggled Vdpiuni fand 
Chinamen inio.lInitedjStaite territory. ' =A fine 
wharf, hotel and- store Belonging to the com- 
pany that own the Bugaboo iron mining claims 
and also hold most of the land round the bar-- 
bor, now stand here. Every comfort and con- 
venience can be found here. It seems prob- 
able that when better steamboat communica- 
tion is given along this coast, this harbor, with 
its long stretch of sandy beach, and the splen- 
did opportunities the place offers for fishing in 
sea, stream and lake, as well as the known pure 
air which blows across ten thousand : miles,:of 
' ocean space," in a direct line from ' the: south 
pole, wiH^ecome better. known j and that San 
Juan will not remain tti'e unknown and little 
visited locality it is todayi.; .The air is entirely 
different from that in Victbna, and visitors 
quickly realize the change. Indeed there has 
never been a death from disease here amongst 
white residents. The few graves in the local 
cemetery are all occupied' by bodies of those, 
killed by accidents in the forest or on the seai 
"s 'Across the harbor is the Gordan river, a 
•;Swift- flowing mountain stream, which in the 
^winter season; will sometimes rise twenty feet 
in a night, and consequently is not much iise 
for logging or other kindred industries. It 
drains what is said to be the richest iron ore 
district in A'^ancouver Island. Perhaps some 
day this at times violent and untractable 
stream may be placed in harness and tamed 
to the service. of man, by running some electri- 
cal machinery which will make the iron run out 
of these hills, which are impregnated with ore/ 
that may one day help to build the commercial 
navies of the Pacific coast, and increase the 
inheritance of British Columbians. 

At the end of the harbor, which lies like a 
parallelogram, with a- river at two corners, the 
San ,Juan^r|ver rushes'sx>ver?a:^ bar to the sea. 
This bar hais -hiifie iF6^ over it at 

high tide, and in winter alone, when the freshet 
is high, is there any danger, when the outgoing 
tide and flood of water make a veritable mael- 
strom. 

A few miles north of San Juan harbor, near 
Carmanah lighthouse, which neighborhood is 
known as the graveyard of ships, is the spoc 
wliere, two winters ago, the Pacific mail ship 
ran ashore one stormy night, and was lost with 
almost the entire passengers and crew, in all 
sohie one hundred souls. Being well acquaint- 
ed. with the circumstances and locations of thi^ 
coast line, I can say 'that hoTsadder recoird 6£ 
loss is to be found in the annials of shipwreck: 
For many hours a "renirtant of the crew an(l 
passengers clung to the mast of the ship.^;whiclt 
alone remained above the rolling waveSj in tfift 
midst of a veritable cauldron, of waters. S5 
close were they to the shore that two men oii 
the high cliff attempted repeatedly to throw a 
light rope line to them, and partly succeeded. 
But there was no strong rope to be found in 
the rigging, and the lighter rope was washed 
away. Four .steamers lay outside waiting to 
aid, but not daring to approach the surf, which 
rolled in mountains high on the shore. Fre- 
quen^l3rthrough the waiting hours, and amidst 
the; sbuffd df'the roaring sea, coidd be heard 
the.' n.ote§ of; ivell known hymns, such as 
"Nearer, My God, to Thee," sung in despair- 
ing sadness, but with courage; Finallyji.yvhen 
the end came, after some'houVs of waitlft|i" the 
mast gave waj^ and every soul was carried to 
eternity in the midst of rolling waves which 
nothing living could survive, making one of thg 
worst tragedies on the coast. 

H'his catastrophe, and the knowledge that 
every year wrecks are likely to occur in this 
immediate neighborhood, iiave caused the Do- 
minion government, through its marine depart- 
ment, to take action. A good road has this 
year been built alp^ig the coast, over wdiich the 
rocket apparattJ^ can- be' taken, a motor life- 
boat has befif established at one station and 
surf-boats ?C others, and all that money can do ' 
to guard Afe on this dangerous coast has .been 
arranged for. It is known that the currents 
in the .-^ea on this coast, together with th^ Jap- 
anese current which warmg Vancouver Island 
with almost tropical heat, as is shown by the 
vegetation, renders the ordinary precautions 
ta^cn by ships almost useless, hence the great 
Kcd of caution. This fact has recently been 
proved by the Establishment of the University 
station at San Juan, through the investigation 
of whose students in various branches much 
knowledge has been obtained and verified, and '^4 
amongst others the meteorology of the sea. 
» But we. will, cross the bar of the San Juan 
river, in an Indian canoe, which is one of the 
safest means of transport in the. hands of an 
Indian, but one of the crankiest' c'rflfts in the 
liands of a stranger. In the stormy'' season the, 
roar of the surf can be heard for miles inland, 
but it is dangerous only to^those who (lo hot 
know the channel. On the' left bank 'of the 
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river, on an island, stands what is left of the 
Rancherie, an old habitation of the Indians, 
with the grave3'ard and its miscellaneous sup- 
ply of household utensils tulumint^ the grci\'Cs 
of almost the last of the tribe, at the back of the 
village. ■■- ^ I ' if J 

' J Peter," chief of the tribe, alone shows a 
'healthly familyi of seven sons. As we approach 
his\vell :built house, standing apart, we read 
a generous sign painted ni large letters over the 
door, 'The White Man '.is "Welcome!" 

Peter has, like Abraham, entertained angels 
unaware, but in tiie majority of cases, he tells 
;?!e, the white men entertained by him have 
proved themselves devils, and he added, "The 
devil is a hard man to get rid of." "All the 
same, the white man is welcome," .says he. 
"Just now no more Indian. White man get 
him all." Even as already the land is gone, the 
.hunting has almo.st ceased, and the salmon no 
longer leap in the har.bor .as in his younger 
days. Indeed, a few rotten salmon caught 
higher up the rivet* and speared at the falls, is 
all the winter supply to look for. . 

It is -from Peter 1 have/culled many a. story 
of the coafet line and tradition, and one regard- 
ing himself. • 

VVlien you look into this man's face, lie 
hears the lineaments of a Spaniard, and when 
you know him better, you find his temper is 
of like origin. Peter tells me that a Spanish 
ship was captured near San Juan, the men all 
killed, and the women were made .slaves and 
one became the wife of a chief. Peter's grand- 
mol'her was a Spanish woman from Spain 
hence the miNlure of ])lood and race, with the 
indolence of the south and the carelessness of 
"tomorrow, especially when liquor is to be ha'' 
which comes. I understand, mostly from.'.the 
American . side, and is brought over by the 
3ndians themselves in, canoes, about whic 
Peter can tell you much. 

•The San Juan river is a slow moving stream 
j'nost of the. year, but in winter is subject to 
freshets, which owing to a jam higher up the 
river cause a great overflow on to the land on 
each side. If this jam could be removed, it 
would open a very rich valley, both for lum- 
bering, and later on for farming, for the land 
on each side is rich. vSome years ago, the local 
government did remove this jam, but by care- 
less neglect it has been allowed to choke up the 
river again, and is now worse than 
ever. If we go up we shall have to pull our 
canoe over a wall ten feet high, and acroSs 
logs for nearly three hundred feet, but after 
that' there is„a clear run up stream of ten mile.s 
or more to the head waters, and into the heart 
of- the'iSiarid. It is up this stream we propose 
to travel, and gather some of its history and 
traditions, now almost forgotten. 

ill traveling up this beautiful stream, with 
I'eter as my guide, who has known the history 
of its past and its present, I am .Struck by the 
Iieauty of its banks and river reaches ;i'i<^ 
amazed at the wonderful windings and sloughs 
which are found to the extent of nearl}' twenty 
miles around the mouth of the river. I'y a 
roundabout turn in the country }'ou can work 
your way in a boat to the Gordon river, and a 
stranger has no trouble in getting lost in these 
^vinding sloughs and streams. A veritable Ven- 
ice on a small scale, only just as Nature made 
it, and untouched by the hands of man. Here 
is the haunt of the ^ucks in season, the heron, 
the bald-headed eagle, and other birtls of prey. 
,,\v every turn the swift-winged kingfisher darts 
qnto tiic stream to pick up its fishy food. On 
■the hanks, and in the low forest amidst the 
^th.ick vegetation, the black bears revel in wild 
l^crries, or later on catch salmon in the stream. 
A great bear will stand up to his haunches at 
ithe fo(jt of the falls, and with his clumsy paw 
^or a fishing rod, will suddenly strike a salmon 
fn the side and send him spinning up on tq the 
jand, and he won't be- .satisfied till he has 
caught half a dozen at the same time and place, 
then proceeding to his hard-earned meal. The 
iie.vt ])est thing would have been that he should 
have made a fire and cooked the salmon. He 
is not a dangerous customer by any means, for 
should he meet you in the forest, or yoii him, 
he. will sidle off, as if he did not wish further 
communication, or had met you by accident. 
J iie]ie\'e most meii who arc not on a hunt for 
liruin do the same thing. They make their 
])i-escncc scarce to one another. 

With Peter at the stern of the canoe, and 
myself amidships, we make for the jam. One 
slough, whicli "^nce was the main ri\-er, is now 
choked up for nearly' a mile witii logs measur- 
ing five and six feet through, and a visit to it 
-\vill show the wonderful power of -water when 
a river is in flood. It takes the Indian and 
myself quite a little while to haul the canoe 
over a ten foot high wall of logs and a couple 
of hundred feet of pulling over logs that barri- 
cades the entire river from bank to bank, and 
has long ])rc\cnted commun-K^ation with the 
upper part of the country. But along pull and 
a strong pull altogether eventu^ly gets us 
over the barrier. 

Close by it is the deserted house ^^i a- set- 
tler, and there are many like it' in the yalley. 
Its story must be 1^1 d. , 

From the Old Country had come oiG of " 
■ those hard working, Ivonest sons of toil vho 
help to make Britain great in every colony. He 
• catlie alone, with a boy from Victoria, by tie 
trail in the middle of winter. He had beei. 
Icirsaken by his jiartner of twenty years in the 
Old' Country, and he faced tlie wilderness alone. 

Taking up the usual i6o-acre i)rcemption, 
he worked, as some say, like an o.x, sometimes 
his fourteen or si.xteen hours a day, jjerhaps to^ 
drown iiis sorrow, who shall say? 'J'his -work . 
continued for twelve years, in addition to road 
^\'ork in suuntier, during which he barely made 
a living. He cleared land, acres of it', single- 
lianded cut clown trees sometimes . six feet in 
diaipeter, lea'viii^ "stunips imijossible to 
out and- logs to rot which later; ,niight;;haye 
' proved a fortune to the log^nng camp. .lu 1ns 



small clearing he had a barn, a couple of cows, 
and a well stocked garden, l ie was just b.^rjc 
ginning to forge ahead after twelve years' 
wo'-k of clearing. "Don't cut down t^any ..more 
trees," said 1 to him ^one day, "You are-des- 
itioying the land^s besi crop, 'and you .don't 
know it ' "Maybe," said he, as we looked 
across acres ot half-burned trees, which, owing 
to the nature of the wood, its size and the dif- 
ficultv ol handling it, he could never hope to 
get ri'd of. "Only^ one more," he 'added, "and 
then 1 have done." 

There was one more tree cut (Unvn next 
day, but a man's mangled coVpse lay .under it 
when -ae found liun. stilled m death. The-,set- 
tlers mourned his loss, for he was a good-man 
aud a-true son of the soil, and his character was 
kno-vvii among us and respected. i r_ 

, The farm- clear.ed with so much toili;,.h'as 
gone back to the priiiiitivc forest, and as 'na- 
ture has.hiddeii up the work done in ignorance, 
i>ut in- the' cause of honest duty, which made 
but a gap in a vast forest, so it may have healed 
the broken heart, and taken th"e honest' Sflul to 
its higher reward. 

Two miles higher up the river we reach the 
lake, about two miles square, with fine timber 
sloping down to its^shores, a splendid booming 
ground for logs. All the land for ten miles 
up the stream has either been, pre-empted or 
taken .up for purposes of settlement. But not 
a settler remains on the scene. Why is this? 
The land is rich in the A'alley, an acre of clear- 
ed land is well worth ten of the i)rairie. The 
wild hay in many places and openings J landed 
at in June was four feet high. Ten tons of 
]-)otatoes will easily grow on an acre of cleared 
land. But after growing them Ihcy have been 
left to rot. There was no means of getting 
them to market, the freight rate was too high. 

Why have the fifty or more settlers, many 
of them married men with families, for.saken 
their fdrest home and -clearings? The- answer 
I have receiveil from many -varies. ^ Perhaps 
some of them were totally unfitted for a set- 
tler's life. Of such were two brothers, born 
and bred in city life. What did they know of 
backwoods life? When several of us went to 
see them one day, they asked us to slop for a 
meal. On the fire was a- large saucepan. In 
it they placed some rice, a large cupful for 
each visitor and a cupful each for them.sclves. 
They did not know vhat rice was of an ex- 
panding nature under steam. They learned a 
lesson when every cup, pan, and the family 
bucket were full of rice 'sufficietit to keep a 
family a fortnight. Both; of thes&,boy.s Iqst^ 
their live&vby accident. , Surely the^"; 'should - 
never havie been sent into the bush alone- 
without sp-jiiCitraining. Direct from the streets 
of Londo'n' t'hey came, and a widowed nibthcr 
mourns secretly the loss of two sons, one 
drowned and the other killed in blasting a 
tree. Settlers, indeed, , but not fitted to the, 
life. , • 

And yet many of these settlers wished to 
stay. Most of them did stay till their means 
gave out and the road wonc failed. Had there 
been cheaper means of transi)ort and ireight 
charges, and some chance of seiidmg pro- 
ducts of the farm and forest to market, there 
would still have been a settlement there, but 
that has not been the; policy of those in ]X)wer, 
Plenty of road work foir votes at an approach- 
ing election, starvation and neglect between. 
At all events, no chance of slo-wly building up 
a community by steady development and en- 
couragement in promoting industries. Even 
the money obtained by Government taxes on 
land and mines has for years been withdrawn 
from this place and applied elsewhere, where 
it would pay in votes to one or the other party 
in power. Such a policy can never build up a 
district, and it has apparenti)', from all re- 
cords, been the means of emptying this place 
of its settlers, and doubtless many others like 
it. In the mean-while some fifty pre-emptions 
have gone back to the primitive forest, a t?oad 
nine miles in length and corduroyed in many 
places is entirely lost, and it would Ik- a poor 
look-out if any attempted now to settle above 
the jam, for a settler couki neither get his pro- 
visions in nor his productions out, and the 
road would Ix- hard to locate by a stranger. 
Now the logging camps in the valley firing 
all their |n'ovisions at great e.x])ense I'rom town, 
and, e.xcci^ting a few Government officials, who 
are only here as such, there is not a settler in 
the valley, which makes one think there is 
something wrong with the state or the local 
government under which we are ruled. The 
system will have to be altered if settlement is 
to take hold of these outlying districts. 

Peter tells me, by way of a yarn, that once 
on a time, many moons ago, his tribe were at- 
tacked by the Cowiclian Indians, who came 
through the gap in the mountains which he 
])oinls to, and by night attacked the Pacliina 
rancherie, slew a number of warriors, and car- 
ried some of the youiifjer women into cai)tiv- 
ity to make slaves and wives of them. Amongst 
them was ;i young girl, who for many years 
remained a slave wife on the other side of the 
island. Feeling, a longing to regain her free- 
dom and see her people again, she made an 
effort to escape, and with a companion, suc- 
ceeded in crossing the gap of the mountains 
by night. On the jouriey she came across "a 
bright shining place," vhicli was covered with 
■gpid nuggets sticking DUt of the ground. She 
ami her coni]niiiioii took as many as they could 
carry, and eventually 'ouiid their native tribe, 
;ind were received vvit'i welcome, the more so, 
since they 1)roiiglit snch treasure with them, 
i'eter says he has bee'i looking for the treasure 
Slot ever since. So nave other people, but no 
jQli; has f(juiul it. 

. ' Every year, for many summers past, a 
.strag/sttirdy .miner comes from. Salt Lake 
Cit)^ Qtah. lands o'n the wharf at . San Juan, 
„ and ponfis a month in the interior. I-Je en,i- 
ployslndians to take his cainp and provisions 
up tb river, and then dismisaes tlicm. He 
faces Ve wilderness alone for awhile. He had 



a httle black bag with bun always, and never 
^ajlo^wed-it-to gp,-pu%pfjhiS' sight. ^ Sinc6 i8'-/2 he' 
has done this,'- when 'hV fii&t came with four 
companions, all of whOm have smce died, and 
, Uie himself has this: yeai" vanished from eaVthly 
-. scenes, and with him the stoiy of his treasure 
■ up the vSan Juan river.- . Did he find it or did 
he not.'^ The storv goes they found it rich 
the lirst time, hut the river changed Us course, 
and he lias been looking for tlie Iieauty spot'' 
ever smce, and according to his own statements 
failed to find it. Many a miner can tell of die' 
same experience. ''Gold is where you find it," 
and a will-o'-the-wisp, here today and gone to- 
morrow, evpn, when, you think you havev lo- 
cated the mother lode.^ - ' . • , 

We are ^slowly ascending the stream, and 
have to pull the canoe over many riffles, for 
in'suinmer tlie -water runs down veiy rapidly, 
and ''lcavcs the- wider reaches too shallow for 
even a caiioe. By evening we have reached 
the c:imi)ing grounds of the Indians, and the 
locality where they catch the winter su])]:)ly of 
salmon. Here in tlie midst of wild fruits, 
which grow in such profusion around as to 
make it possible to live on them alone, we 
pitched our camp for the night. 

Early in the morning I took a rod and line, 
and' was hot' long in catching a few trout in a 
near-by pool. While so engaged, f Was aston- 
ished to see a large elk come down to the river 
to drink, lie stood in the middle of t'.ie river 
and looked at me, and was within easy reach 
of a iii.stol-shot. I noted eight points to his 
magnificent horns, and aiipcared as he stood 
in the river, watching my ]n-oceediiigs, a i)er- 
fcct ])icturc of wild life, apparently without 
fear. It would certainly have been no sport 
to have shot so tame an animal, and yet ^vhat 
a valuable specimen an^l head I Twice I pulled 
out my revolver' to shoot,, perhaps the onl> 
chance I would have in a lifetime. Twice I 
replaced it, conscience-stricken by the thought, 
"Out of sea.son ; not sport." IIow long will 
such a magnificent specimen be left to range 
a country only si.xty miles away frtjm the 
capital city, and in its wild state, tanie as a 
cow ? 

CouUI not the (jovcrnment do soniething 
to jireserv-e this herd of elk, wdiich are known 
to frequent this district, perhaps the last in the 
island, and near Victoria, in a country which 
suits their'liabits and is useless for any purpose 
except preserving game. 

While coiitiniiing our journey up stream, 
we saw iuimer<Mis signs of deer, and a few 
were seen watching us from the shore, but 
. Peter told me that the wolves play great havoc 
with the deer in the winter months, when they 
hunt in 'packs, and, the wolves, from .some 
cause, are greatly^; on the increase in the 
island. , 

I'or a day or two we encamped in the 
higher Avaters ot the San Juan .river. along 
whose banks, now (lr\', we ])ursue"'d our course 
bv walking, as there was not water enough to 
ma'.e much use of a ^^anoe^ ,Thjei*signs of the 
mighty flood whichi;' conies "'(fowti^^this water 
course in winter during the freshets are seen 
on everv siirle. In oile -place the riv;er may be 
broad, buti great snags of trees have floated 
down and got stuck in the riffles. They will 
slowly march down these shallow places, i)er- 
hai^s only a foot or two each season, until they 
reach some deeper ])ools, and then be carried 
on a flood towards the sea. liventually they 
will land tq) in some jani near the mouth of 
the river, helping all along the course by di- 
\-erting the channel to make land and retard 
the floating debris of the waters. Such is 
nature's work, and never ceasing of such ser- 
vice are the logs and snags that bury them- 
selves in a channel or make barriers, the 
groundwork of future meadow land. 

How great must be the fof'ce of these wa- 
ters in flood time, for in places we note that 
even the rocks have been carried along the bed 
of the stream. Sometimes, also, the stream has 
cut for itself a fresh channel, leaving an old 
oiie to fill up. Some pco])le who have taken 
up land and inqiroved it. h;ive the following 
year, owing to the change of channel, found 
their clearings washed away, and a stream run- 
ning where lirex ioiisly they may ha\-e had a 
field or garden. 

These streams, owing to the fall, will some 
(ia)' be harnessed to generate electric ])owcr. 
and before the twentieth century is completed 
we have no doubt that this stream will be 
doing its share in the civilization of the world. 

It may well be imagined that, amid the 
.stones and gravel which come down froni the 
hills, and are washed into the river, (|uitc a 
lot of gold may in the course of ages ha\-e been 
de])iisited in old water channels. And it is re- 
ported that not a few nuggets have been found 
in old washed out channels, which make one 
lieiieve that there n-iust be gold in larger (inan- 
lities in the deeper parts of the stream. lUit 
many such traditions linger around such 
streams which are hard to verify, nor are the 
lucky finders keen on speaking of nuggets 
they may h;i\'e discovered in a wearied search 
for treasure, lying at the bottom of a stream. 

On our return journey, we camped in tlic 
neighborhood of a burnt-out shack, ^ around 
which were scattered -a number of carpenters' 
tools.-' ^Phe story of that deserted spot is sad 
in the extreme. Among the settlers of the 
early days came a carpenter, wdio had recently 
lost his wife, one who had apjiarcntly shared 
the joys and sorrows of a settler's life under 
trying- conditions, which m;ide her memory 
dear to her husband. Alone and unaeconqian- 
ied he retired to the wilderness, the furthest 
removed of all the settlers. We sehlom saw 
anything of this man for si.x months at a time, 
and. not infrequently some of us would make 
the day's journey; to.-i$ee whi'.;t. had;. become 
him and to take hinfi his mail, which he would, 
otherwise have received lOn an average, once i 
a year, when he came down to the scttlcmen't 
to take up his annual supply of necessary food. 
. We always 'found him good company and glad 



to see us. On the last occasion he visited us, 
he gave away his watch to a friend, saying he 
should not require it any longer, and, taking a 
friendly 'parting with all who had known him, 
retired to his-'solitary home. Kot seeing any- 
thing-of him for some months, three. of us~paid 
a visit. AH that was found was a burnt-out 
shack, with a skeleton lying on a sofa, with a 
gun lying acro.ss the knees. Was it a case of 
suicide? Oi that we had scarcely a doubt. 
-Melancholia iiad done its worst work. The 
fact that he lived alone with his grief, and 
never saw a fellow human being, as well as the 
dreary condition of the winter months, with 
..'the- continuous rain, must have done their 
work, and rendered life unbearable. Such are 
the tragedies of the wilderness. 

Lest I may be charged with telling only 
the sad side of a new,i settlement, and so givr 
ing it a bad naine'- and 'disheartening other 
])iospective settlers in a, new country, I have 
the following to relate.' •- - 

Oil th.o adjoining section were two brothers, 
who came in among the crowd of new settlers 
when this valley was first opened for settle- 
ment, with I'heir old mother, aged eighty, to 
settle down in the wild and wooly West. 
They were perhaps worst off than the rest of 
us, having lost by mortgage a farm in the 
East, and since then had tried the new settle- 
ments out in Australia, They had wandered 
back to their native land of Canada, -with no 
prospects excejit what their working arm 
could make for them, satisfied at all events 
that they could make a living. For some 
years they barely lived, encouraged only bv 
the old lady, who shared with llieiii the iiard'- 
sliips of the bush life, and in spite of her years 
did her share of the work. I^rospecting one 
day up in the hills they uncovered wdiat is to- 
day known as the richest iron deposit sec- 
tion of 'Vancouver island. Eater they sold 
otit to a company >at an advantageous figure',' 
arid have each of them settled down on farms- 
nearer the scenes of civilizatioh." And' if I 
may add to my evidence that it is possible to 
make a fortune without working unduly hard 
for it, I am acquainted with at least one, 
who oiit of this forsaken settlement has taken 
with him ten thousand pounds, and now lives 
at ease in anodier quarter of the world. Var- 
ious companies have since acquired the land in 
the vallej^ and may be holding for a rise. 
But this we know, and are sure that so rich 
a eovintry,,in timber mines and possible agri- 
cultuie will not -lorig remain the deserted set- 
tlemert it now is, nor will the capital be want- 
ing to develop its resoij]rces when the right 
time concs. 

The question might be asked, why have 
some si.x.y or niorc settlers, who came here 
with the till intention of making a homesteal' 
faim, aftei going through all the hardshi])s of 
.the first .'cttler's experience, for.saken their 
lioldmgs, oun many cases sold oiit their rights 
foi sums oi more or less value, but in every 
case, to mykiKJwledge. at a loss. There must 
have been simething wanting in them or the 
circumstances ol the place. Thev might not 
■all have beea people suitable for' sucli a life. 
'But there must^;ha.Ve- been, goiiie other reason 
which militated against^;thfe. settlement. 

ft is minifest, looking, a|:,tii,^: "extent of the 
valley, the quality of the "i^oii,* ind its pro- 
ductiveness Avhcn cleared, that the valley is 
capable o. producing a good return on,labor> 
in the larii and garden products. The cattle 
can feed oit.side and I'atten mosf of the year, 
and the crO)s in the garden are amongst the 
best I have seen. The logging camps which 
for the past ive years have been at work here, 
consume upwirds of ten tons of food a month, 
all of w-hich i- imported direct from Victoria.' 

The Goveriincnt have been lavi.sh in their 
expenditure of nonev on roads while the peo- 
ple ^vere here. Hit nearly all of thia work has 
provM useless, he nine miles of trail up the 
valley has alrea<y gone back to forest again, 
and it is well nijli impossible to trace either 
road or clearings.owihg to the rapid growth 
ol underbrush. Itis hoped the local govern-' 
ment will continue';o make the road along the 
coast wdiich has bc-n started this year. The 
freight charge and passenger fare are also 
com])laine(l of, with only one steamer a week 
for a whole coast line These things, it is true, 
mitigated ag;iinst the settlement of the place, 
and will continue to lo so. ^Ve are inclined 
to think it is the sam here as it is in the old 
countries, where there is still the call to 'die 
land in greater degre than in the colonics. 
The attractiveness of toyn life, the glare of tue 
streets, the excitemen of life even in tl*^ 
midst of impoverished urroundings, are of 
greater attraction to themajority of ordinary 
j)eopIe than even th<? posiibilities of success in 
life or healthy surroune'ngs of the country. 
Until w^e have trained i:) a race to conquer 
these faults, as neces.sar; in young countries 
as in the old, settleniem like those on the 
west coast of lh-i_lisli Coimiljia are likely to 
continue to be a failure-. 

As we pass below the jm in the river, we 
stop awhile to inspect the W)i-k of the log"-ing 
camp, where some thirty icii are , now cm- 
ployed, with two donkey enune!5,,in clearing 
the forest of its vast crop o\ spruce hemlock 
and- cedaj* trees. 

The utmost power ol the >iigine is being 
drawn upon in dragging an bmense log to 
the walei-. The three-inch cabl^is strained by 
the weight of a tree whose neasurement is 
nearly ten feet at the butt and fij-ty feet long. 
It has in it about ten lhousaii\ feet of ser- 
viceable timber.

Think of- it, th^ tj-ee was 
growing when Columbus landedvOiVhe Ameri- 
can continent. And here, at the Iniost end' 
of that continent, are thirty nien,|i-i-ostly of 
European stock, engaged- in euttingllown for- 
est which has overshado'wed' the listorv of 



that length of yearji. Beside nie stands an 
Indian in whose blood are found the vices and 
virtues of two races so far apart, dne civilized 
and the other barbarous, that once ruled i-Dver 
this vast continent. I am reminded of the vast 
development of" the world since^ttlien,'. of the 
eighty millions of people in the United, States, 
and of the young rising nation ;of flie. Domin- 
ion of Canada; '■'T^f- in four hundred years" the 
American continent has become so populouss; 
ill the years of its virgin growth, what will*'- 
this continent be like, and incidentally Van- 
couver Island, wdiich has only recently been 
toucheel by a European race, a century hence. 
Will Vancouver Island be a developed island 
like the British Isles, which in position and 
productionrit much resembles ? Will the har- 
mony o; nations promote the brotherhood of 
.the world, or -■yvill Asia^/be arrayed against 
■ Etirope and the' New World be thc'^scei^ei 0f< 
the conflict? Surely Vancouver Island stands/ 
in much the same position to the Arnerica'n ^ 
continent that the .ISritish Kingdom doe^ to 
Europe. Through or near this island is the 
highway of nations to the great Eastern con- 
tinent. It is the nearest land to Asia, even as 
the United Kingdom is the nearest accessible 
land to the American continenti and as 'such 
is in the track of commerce. 

We again take to the canoe aiid drop d,owii 
the river to the mouth of the harbor. ■ . The 
evening is calm and tranquil as the sun' is-, 
dropping to its western goal. On each side of 
the harbor are the rocky- shores and-clear cut 
rocks, and the sh;idows deepening in the wa- 
ters as if to, photograph the scene. Iii the 
background stands the stately Mount Edin- 
burgh, 4,ooo feet high, with bare and 'wind- 
swept brow, rising amidst other mountains 
like some great sentinel.

The light deepens to eventide. ^ 
vye realize that Naturer.in. her great- work --has 
left us emblems of the Infinite. We ask our- 
.selves. Is not all life, as it draws to its close, 
like the setting sun, when it falls into the 
deep, and ends in Night, or, better still, leadJ>' 
on to the eternal Light "beyond? ' . 



THEORY OF CANCER;. ' ' '\ 

Dr. Robert Bell, lectuHng under the; 'iits-^-; 
jjices of the. Psycho-Therapeutic vSociety. 3, 
JJayley Street, London, W\C., 111 the Caxton--- 
Hall, Westniinster, on the subject of the 
'J'',volution of the Cancer Cell," drew together 
a large attendance of the members of the So- 
ciety and the ])ublic. 

J fe i-emarked that today surgeons were not 
slow to confess that the origin of the disease 
was unknown. This, however, was a fallacy. 
Unfortunately, th,e mistake which hitherto 
had been made was to look «p6n the local 
manifestation of the disease as the disease it- 
self, and not to accept the more ratio'nal view, 
that it was really the disease process having 
come to a focus at that particular spot, asso^ 
ciated as a rule with an injury there, this hav- . 
ing reduced the vitality of the part and thu.s'- 
rendered it more prone to attack. A similar 
error had. in fact, been perpetrated with re- 
gard to tuberculcisis before its natural history 
was understood. I'ormerlyr the disease Avas 
looked upon as non-preventable and incurable, 
just as cancer was today. But when the pro- 
fession became acquainted witli the natural 
history of cancer — but not till then — this" 
scourge would not only rank'- as a preventahle 
disease, but also one which - would prove 
amenable to treatment. The ' lecturer main- 
tained that he had placed this claim beyond 
doubt in many instances, where complete re- 
covery had supervened upon therapeutic and-, 
dietetic measures being adopted; whereas, oh ' 
the other hand, during a period of fifteen 
years' experience as an operating surgeon, he, 
was unable to record one single success. Pie 
proceeded to point out that cancer was a dis- 
ease which took its origin from what origiti-vs 
ally was healthy .tissue, and which wouldl 
have, continued. healthy had hygienic laws been 
obeyed. It was the neglect of these laws./' 
which had culminated in a r morbid process/", , 
supplanting that of those normal conditions i 
which ensure healthy cell life. Each cell of 
the 25 billions which go to make up the human 
frame was an independent unit, and when a 
lealthy condition obtained was obedient to 
."iccepted physiological laws. But in certain 
v'tiated conditions of the blood these laws 
invariably fell into abeyance, when the cpith-;V' 
elial cells tended to assert a morbid individ-^'.; 
uaity and an activity which we -recognize as. 
cancer. The lecturer held H:hat these diseased 
cells could be reclaimed and compelled once* 
mort to fall into line and to resume their nor-' 
mal iunctions by the adoption of measures / 
which promoted a healthy condidon of the-.' ' 
blood .stream, this, being specially reflected,' 
upon "ell life. !

Up till now I liavo written chiefly of tho charac- 
teristics retiulslto in the case of a goal-keeper I shall 
now give you some hints which may prove of service 
to you if you follow them out on tho field of play. 

My first and best hint is never on any account to 
use your feet to save when you can possibly uso your 
hands. It Is scarcely necessary to elaborate that ud- 
viee, since It stands to reason that with your Hands 
you can grasp the ball securely and throw It out of 
danger. If you attempt to cleat;, by kicking, there Is 
not the same certainty at alU-i-'fA^l'miflklck may let tho 
ball roll betwee-i th« pOstsr-and'oyen though you get 
your kick In air right, Vou' Cannot plabe to your own 
sldo with nnythihg^-Jike'HhefiSame correctness.

Strong kicking from goal Is very desltahle. Thus 
Whiting, of Chelsea, Is very helpful to his forwards 
sicce he places the . ball almost well over the hali-Way 
line. But It Is .not given to every goal-keeper to be a 
big kickor. It is better, I think, to bo certain rather 
than powerful, to be able to kick and place tho ball 
to the best advantage. Practice will perfect you. In 
saving a shot at your goal, the safest method is, to 
catch the ball in your liands, and. If yoii have time, 
to kick It to that part of the field where your side 
most needs it. If you are rushed, then you must 
throw away. 

Always refrain from fisting a wet or greasy ball. 
Catch it if possible, as you can usually dodge tho at- 
tackers, and Kick or throw clear. 

You must cultivate the ability to realize even when 
tho attack upon goal is hottest, the positions of the 
men on your side. This quick perception comes with 
practice, and,.4n time, you almost automatically throw 
to one of your&Wn side. 

As a rule, I consider it safest to throw out to your 
wing men, provided, of course, that they are Jiot too 
closely watched. 

There aro occasions in every game when the best 
policy is neithei^to throw nor kick, but to fist. Let 
me assure you that fisting la an aciiuired art. To fist 
correctly you must learn to bring your arm over as 
if going to deliver a fast ball in cricket, in such a 
manner that you hit the football with the ball of , your 
thumb and wrist. It Is thus that you get a really 
powerful hit. '

NATURAL ■ HISTORY 

The shrew, or shrew-mouse, as it is commonly 
called, is found in nearly all parts of the world. It is 
distinguished by an elongated, pointed inuzzle, small 
eyes, plantigrade, six-toed feet, and glands that se- 
crete a musky fluid. 'Altogether it closely resembles 
a mouse, but It is really riot related to tho mouse 
family.

, - Of course the "shrew-struck" animal had to have 
• something to cure it; ho an ash tree wag selected and 
a deep holo was bored into its trunk. Then a .shi-ew 
was captured, put alive Into the -liole, the holo was 
securely plugged and the innocent little animal was 
left to die of starvation. 

Tho ignorant believed that, after such .an act, the 
ash tree had -power'to cure "sluew-, struck" animals, 
and whenever an animal became inactive or a little 
numb In its limbs, its owner hurried to the "shrew- 
ash," cut a switch from it and svvitbhed the "shrew- 
struck" boast. The smarting caused by the switching 
naturally made the helpless animal move about as 
much as It possibly could and in a short time it was 
pronounced "cured." 

The beautiful bird known as the bee-eater is of 
gorgeous plumage, tho predominating color of its 
feathers being a brilliant green, though a rlcli red- 
brown, buff, and black also enter into Its coloring, 
making an artistic combination most attractive to the 
eye. 

Tho female bee-eater makes for her nest a hole 
in a bank, or digs a narrow tunnel into level earth 
to the astonishing depth of eight or 10 feet This 
tunnel nest shows much ingenuity in construction. 
The number of the season's lay ranges from four to 
six eggs, and these are deposited in the bottom of tho 
hole or tunnel which is used for a nest. There is no 
straw, bark, leaves or feathers to soften the ne^t, the 
eggs being laid on the hard earth. 

The territory occupied by tho bee-eaters ranges 
from tho British islands to Australia, tho African re- 
Sion especially being plentifully supplied with them. 
The. feet of the bee-eater are peculiarly formed, tho 
middle and outer toes being webbed together to al- 
, most their entire length. 

The name "bee-eater'! is most appropriate inas- 
much as the bird feasts jUpon these whenever it gets 
a chance to do so, and In Spain Is a real peat to tho 
bee raisers, for It hovers about the honeybOes' hives, 
catcliing-the luckless inaects In great numbers.

As a prose writer her style was light, humorous 
and sympathetic, although she could on occasion em- 
ploy the arts oC logic with rare skill. Her essay en- 
titled "Against Inconsistency in Our Exiiectatloiis" has 
been i)ronounced the ablest effort of the kind that 
ever appeared in English. Charles .Tam.es Fox was 
a great admirer of her work, and was with difficulty 
persuaded that it .was a woman's. Her books . for 
children were very popular, and supplied a want 
which up to. that time had never received any at- 
tention from authors, who were content to afflict 
young minds with dreary, arly^l about Impossible 
youngsters. We do nptiflndianjKvhere in the liter- 
ary world a character more lovable and a life on 
tho whole more happy and fruitful of good results 
tlian lier.s. Her husband's insanity and sudden death 
were indeed heavy blows, but hers was a nature 
which did not run to extremes, and she took r.tbe.; 
events of life with cheerful courage and a; gentle ' 
philosophy. She had no clilldren. 

In Illustration Of -her style of writing, a few ox- 
tracts from, her works: may be given.

. Anna-Xctltla Barbauld may .bo regarded as the 
first of the modern' school of English literary women, 
that i.s, tho first whq, in any conapicuoua degree chose 
a field of industry in which the chronlclingiof. events , 
had very little place, and the d ovelopmont; Of .ideas ; 
■was the dominant note. Highly, ; educated;. herself, . 
she displayed the characterlstlca of her time by Buy- 
ing, when asked to establish a school for the educa- 
tion of girls: "The vcrv best vvav lor a woman to 
acciuire knowledge is , from convorsal ion with a, 
father or brother. The thefts of knowledge in our 
sex are only connived at, while carefully concealed, 
and if displayed are puulslied witli disgrace. Hers 
was the ago In which the term -blue-stocking ' was 
invented, to. describe those 'AWomen vvho deemed the 
improvement of their minds a Worthy pursuit. She 
'vas born in 1742. Her father was the Rev. John 
Alkin, a dissenting clergyman, who kept, an academy 
at a little town In Leicestershire. She received an 
excelleiit education from her father, and became 
familiar with Greek, ].-atin, I'lench, bpanish, and 
Italian. In hei- youth she was a very yiretty girl, 
combining with her fondness for study a. lovo of the 
beautiful in nature, and her labors with her iKjoks 
gro'i relieved by walks along the ^country roads, 
ilrfesho gave her poetical . lliney froe rein. As a 
illa%ho was exceedingly' pi^cocious, bchig able to

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N commemoration of tha jubilee of the 
Indian Mutiny 700 officers and men, ve- . 
terans of that campaign, were entertain- 
ed at dinner at the Royal Albert-hall by 
tliQ proprlotora of the Dally Telegraph, 
says the London Times. The old sol- 
diers came from all parts of the king- 
dom, the War Office, the India Office, 
and the Admiralty liavl^ig co-oporated 
>w'ith'the' organizers' Iri order to make the 
■llst:oi;'tho guests aS' o'omplete as possible. 
Such as reside at a great distance from 
London arrived on the previous ' night 
and were lodged by their hosts In the vicinity of the 
Albert- hall. Many of. the old warriors, . from infir- 
mity or other cause, were, unable to accept the Invita- 
tion, and to these, 660 In number, Christmas 'hampers 
w«re sent. At the Albert Memorial the comimemora- 
tlon began with a review by Loid Roberts, which was 
witnessed by a largo gathering of the public. ■ The in- 
spection evoked great interest and during its progress 
I_iord Roberts frequently stopped and conversed with 
one or other of the survivors. Colonel Sir Neville 
Ohamberlain was in charge of the parade, and the 
band of the 1st Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry — 
the old 32nd Foot, the defenders of Lucknow — played 
a selection of music. 

Inside the hall there was a gay and inspiring scene 
as the old soldiers walked to the tables in the arena. 
Th6i platform was occupied by the band of the Royal 
Artillery, in front of whom hung a number of banners 
captured during the Mutiny; while the grand tier 
was reserved for the officers and the relatives of the 
guests, and other persons Invited In great numbers 
occupied the rest of the hall. The balconies were lib- 
erally decorated with trophies of iflags and shields, 
the Stac-of In,dla forming the .basis ' of- many of the 
tropW^,=!'yhll$ the. names of the heroes of t)ie mutiny 
were etablazbned In bold colors on th& walls. Lord 
Roberts, who went through the Mutiny as a lieuten- 
ant, presided at a long table on the platform, where 
there were many clistlngulshed guests, including Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston, General Sir Dlghton Probyn, Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling, Admiral of the Fleet Lord AV'alter 
Kerr, Admiral Sir H. Stephenson, General Sir God- 
frey Clerk, General Sir Hugh Cough, Sir Alfred Lyall, 
General Sir Harry Prendergast, General Sir Robert 
Biddulph, and General Sir W. Nicholson. The ' old 
soldiers were enthusiastically cheered ' as they took 
their places at tlic board. All wore their war medals 
conspicuously displayed across their breasts. Many 
who were lame were tenderly helped to their places 
by Guardsmen, or by their friends, but the majority 
were upright, well-preserved men who bore their 
years bravely. The Royal Artillery band played a se- 
lection of music while the dinner was in progress, and 
the last air played before the speeches was "The 
Campbells are Coming," by Piper Angus Gibson, of 
the Black Watch, the only surviving piper .of those 
who took part in , the Mutiny. The- toasf of, • "The 
King" having been honored, ■. • . •■• 

Lord Robert.s read the: following- message, from the 
King, which had Just been received;-^ '" - 

"I shall be glad if you- wouldKmake -linown to the 
vetferans who are assembled atfthe^Royal Alberto-hall 
today under your chairmanship- my great satisfaction 
at learning how large a . number of the survivors who 
took part In the memorable Indian Mutiny of.:1857 are 
able to be present on such an Interesting occasion. I . 
speak In the name of the whole Empire when I say 
that we deeply i appreciate the conspicuous service."? 
rendered.;byi tliem arid their comrades, who havA now 
passed •a'way, -under most trying circumstances, and 
with a gallantry and an endurance which were tho 
means, under Providence, of saving the Indian Empire 
from a grave peril." (Cheers.) 

Lord Roberts also announced the receipt of tho 
following telegram from the Viceroy of India, dated 
Calcutta, December 23: — "Hearty good wishes to his- 
toric gathering of the Indian Mutiny veterans, whoso 
services In the hour of peril can never be forgotten." 
Lord Kitchener cabled: "Please convey the hearty 
greetings and good wishes of tho Army in India to 
Mutiny veterans. Their past gallant deeds are not 
forgotten in this country. M'o all wish them a plea- 
sant evening and a happy New Year." The chairman 
added that he regretted to say that three old field- 
marshals, who had hoped to be present, and all of 
whom took part in the Mutiny, were unable to bo 
there — Lord Wolsoley, Sir George White, and Sir 
Evelyn Wood. 

Lord Curzon, who was received with loud cheers, 
said the ceremony In which they were taking part 
that day — for it was a ceremony mu'ch more than a 
festival — was the natural complement to an Incident 
that occurred at tho Delhi Durljar, close upon five 
-iyears ago. 

An Incident of the Delhi Durbar 
There they were commemorating the coronation of 
our King, whose gracious message had just been read. 
In a groat amphitheatre, built within sight of that 
famous ridge, were assembled the princes of India, the 
civil and military officers, i^nd the representatives of 
all the peoples and races of the mightiest empire that 
East and West had ever seen. Suddenly there walked 
Into that arena, unexpected by the audience and un- 
announced, a small and tottering band of vetenans, 
some of them In civil dress, others of them in old and 
frayed uniforms, but all of them bearing the medals 
and the ribbons on their breasts that told a glorious 
tale. The whisper went round that they were the In- 
dian survivors of the Mutiny, who had been bidden to 
that famous scene of their heroism and. their bravery 
Tioarly 50 years before. As soon as this fact was 
known a roar of acclamation burst from that vast as- 
semblage, and, amid shouting and tears — for even 
strong men 'broke down. and. wept — the veterans, the 
lieroes of the great rebellion, passed, to their ap- 
pointed seats. (Cheers.) What Ihdia did for its 
Indian veterans on that occasion England, by the lib- 
erality of a great newspaper and Its proprietors, was 
doing for the English survivors that day . (Cheers.) 
And those' of them In that great hall who Avere privi- 
leged to be present were gazing for .the last time upon 
one of the supreme pages of history before It was 
turned back for ever and stored away on the dusty 
shelves - of time. They In the crowd were there to 
render, their last tribute of gratitude and respect to 
those wbo had written their names upon that page 
in letters that would never die; and those veterans 
were there to answer the last roll call that they would 
hear together upon earth, in the presence of their old 
comrades^and before their old commanders. (Cheers.) 
Ho supposed that to the bulk of Engli.shmen present 
that day tho Indian Mutiny of 1857 was already a 
tradition rather than a memory. It hajipened belDre 
many of them were born. Already it was recoding 
into the dim corridors of the past, and was surround- 
ed with an almost mystic halo a.s one of the groat na- 
tional epics of our race. (Cheers.) But to all of them, 
voung or old, it was ono of tho combined tragedies 
and glories of the British nation— a tragedy, because 
thero were conconirated into these terrible months 
tho agony and tho suffering almost of centuries; a 
glory, because great names ieajit to light, high and 
ennobling deeds were done, and, be.st and most endur- 
ing of all, there sprang from all that havoc and dis- 
aster tho majestic fabric of an India united tmder a 
•single Crown (cheers), governed, as we had tried to 
govern it, and were still trying to govern it, by the 
principles of justice and truth and rightoousnes.s 
(cheers) — a spectacle which, if tho entire Empire 
were to shrivel up tomorrow like a scroll In tlio fire, 
would still bo a supreme vindication of its existence 
and Its accomplishment In tlie history of mankind. 
(Cheers.) What a thought it was that they had 
there that day in that great hall tho actual survivors, 
of that immortal dramti, the men— and, he daredr-say/i 
also tho women, might ho not say the heroes and thei- 
lieroincs? (cheers)— who fought together;. :;;ln .-i these', 
fire-swept trom-lie.s, and boliind those.-;' •ShiSt-rtdd.Ii^d- 
barricados, and to whose deathless valor.- add endur- 
ance it was owing that "ever ,.upon-,the',topmost roof 
the banner of England blew/'/, -Ijef.nhem' count It the 
proudest moment of their lives that they were there 
to meet them that day, the first of duties to pay them 
an honor perhaps too long delayed (cheers), the most 
precious of memories , to have assisted in that com- 
memoration, and most of all did tlioy;(» cpngratula,te 
them, and these veterans would cbngiFfttula,te .> tb^m- 
selves, that there In the chair was tbio fprpmost of 
all those survivors, the veteran FlaliJ-Jkl^irEihal Lord 
Roberts. (Loud and prolonged cheefs;>;.iThey saw In 
him tho hero of a score of campaigns, thei proven 
champion of - our national honor, and the trusted ser- 



vant of; the nation; v (Cheers.) Perhaps the old sol- 
diers before? him /would, recognize in him rather the 
Lieutenant. Roberts of 1857 (cheers), who trained his 
■ gun at Delhi upon the breach In the wall, who met 
the dying,- Nicholson In his litter Inside the Kashmir 
Gate, who ' three times raised aloft the . regimental 
color on the turret: of" the mos? House; at Lucknow.. 
(cheers), and who, won his Victoria Gross along ^ with: 
tho recaptured standards on tho battlefield near Fut- 
tehgur. 

i But might, tbey." not a^ feel that along with Lord 
Roberts and' the heroes who sat at the same table with, 
him, for all they knew, the spirits of the mighty dead 
might bo looking down upon that banquet that after- 
noon — the gentle and fervent soul of Henry Lawrence, 
part soldier, part statesman, and wholly saint 
(cheers); John Lawrence, that rugged tower of 
strength, four-square to all tho winds that blow; 
Nicholson,- the heroic paladin of the frontier; Outram, 
that generous and gallant spirit, the mirror of chi- 
valry (cheers) ; the grave and hlgh-souled Haveloclc 
(cheers); Colin Campbell, the cautious but Indomit- 
able veteran (cheers); Hugh Rose, that prince among 
fighting men; and many others whoso names he saw 
there on tho walls around Jiim — Nclll, Hodson, Inglis, 
Peel, Chamberlain — whom there was not time to dcs- 
scribeV Neither lot them forgot the Viceroy, Can- 
ning, calm amid tho tumult, silent in tho face of oblo- 
quy, resolute through all upon the great and crown- 
ing lesson of mercy. (Cheers.) And along with those 
let them not forget all the hundreds moro of un- 
known and inconspicuous dead, who were not the less 
heroes because their names were not engraved on 
costly tablets or because their bodies rested in un- 
marlced Indian graves. (Cheers.) Equally, with their 
comrades they were the martyrs and 'the savlpurs of 
their country, equally with; them thelr'.monument' was 
an empire rescued from the brink, of destEHOtlbni and 
their epitaph was written In the hearts .ofc their coun-- 
trymen. (Cheers.) The ridge at Delhi which they 
held against such, overwhelming' od^^; -the -restdwicy 
at Lucknow, which they alternately, defended - and 
stormed,,, the ; blood-soaked siands of>, Cawnpbre— all 
, these -were bysitheir act the sacred places of the Bri- 
tish' 'race; jfdr...' their sake, we guard ;them with rever- 
ence, we dedicate^them with humible and holy pride, 
for they were the altar upon which the British nation 
offered up the best and bravest in the hour of Its su- 
preme trial. (Cheers.) But he thought there were 
other memories than those of woe and anguish which 



;:the Mutiny might suggeat. Often as he had wandered 
in" those beautiful gardens at Lucknow, which those 
of . them Who were before him would not ••ecognize 
now,»iWhere all the scars bf siege and suffering had 
been obliterated by' the kindly hand of nature, and 
where a solemn peace seemed to brood over the scone, 
he had been led by those conditions to discern a deep- 
br'-truth and a more splendid consolation. Primarily 

"th^y reminded them of the deathless bravery and en- 
durance of the British soldier (cheers)— never seen to 
greater advantage than during that awful .summer, 
with the scorching Indian sky, alternated With the 
drenching rains of the nrionsoon and when cholera and 
pestilence, and every attendant horror stalked abroad 
amidst the camps. But they also reminded them of 
the equal gallant;rv and constancy of our Indlail troops 
(cheers), who fought side by side with their Brltiah 
comrades in the trenches, and died in the same ditch; 
and also of those hundreds of native attendants, 
faithful unto death (cheers), who clung to their Eng- 
lish masters and mistresses with an unsurpassed de- 
votion. (Cheers.) And, perhaps most of all, they re- 
minded them that when all those dreadful passions 
had been slaked a spirit of forbearance breathed In- 
high places, and thero sprang from all that chaos and 
suffering a new sense of peace and harmony,- bearing 
fruit In a liigh and purified resolve. . Never let It be 
forgotten that tho result ot, the Mutiny was not mere- 
ly an England victorious, . but,ian lndla..pacif led, unit- 
ed, and started . once more;, upbii . its wphdrpiijs ;career 
of advance and expankloii. The bitterness had gone 
out of the minds of" those In- India as It had out of 
ours, and .the bloodstains had been wiped out In tho 
hearts of "Both, just as in that heautlf ul garden at 
Lucknow they .were covered up with the brightness of 
verdure arid- the -blossoming of flowers. (Cheers.) 
And so they were brought to their duty ot that after- 
noon. First and foremost it was to render praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God, Who wrought that 
great deliverance, whose accents were hoard even in 
the shriek and roar of Dellil and Lucknow, but Who 
spoke again and spoke last, a.s He did of old in the 
still small voice,- of mercy, and forgiveness, and re- 
conciliation. (Cheer.?.) And then, honor let it be to 
the living and honor to tiic dead, honor to the Euro- 
pean and honor to the Indian, whom neither distinc- 
tion of race nor rolls ion could keep apart In that pit 
of suffering and death; honor to the olTicer, and 
honor to tlie private, who served side by side without 
distinction of rank; honor to the men and honor to 



the women who faced those perils with equal forti- 
tude and devotion (cheers) ; honor to the sailors who 
served the naval guns (cheers); honor to the surgeons 
who attended the stricken and wounded (cheers) , 
honor to the chaplains who administered tho last 
rights to the dying and the 'dead. And finally, praise 
and glory 'let it be to the dwindling band of war- 
scarred heroes whom they saw before them that af- 
ternoon (loud cheers), and who by'^ielr presence 
there had reminded them of their Immortal services, 
and being reminded in return,, as. he ;hoped,'^of /the un- _ 
dying gratitude of their country. 24:1161 gaW^^^ 
health of the surviving veteran's 'bffthevlria^lto^ 
and he associated that toast wlth ^heiaaM.i^itq^^^^^^ 
hero of 1857, who -was stlir thelr:yherb.jrltf ^1907, - en- 
deared to the nation by half a century of service and 
sacrifice; not: one whit less glorious than that of his 
youth.* (LbWa' and prolonged cheers.) 

Lord -Roberta, on rising to reply, was warmly 
cheered by.=f;i;hevveterans. He said he opuld assure 
liord Curgbn :;tnat'-th#, old' sbiaiersaand sailors, who 
were prlvll^g^d" to serve in India dtirlng the Mutiny 
of 1857,- BiSd'listened to his eloquent speech with the 
•'^ebie'St" interest. Lord Curzon's tribute of praise and 
kpprecl&tioh' of the men who took a leading part In 
quelling that Mutiny was cordially endorsed by all of 
them, while those of them who had tho privilege of 
assisting them in their difficult work were greatly 
gratified by his kind recognition of thoir efforts. 
(Cheers.) He wished that the duty of re.spondIng to 
the toast could liavo been undertaken by some one 
with more claims tlian ho had (cries of "No, no") to 
speak for the spirits of 1857, but the lapse of 50 
years had carried off all those to whom tho country 
then looked to protect Its Interests and to guard Its 
honor. They who wore left were little more than boys 
at that time, and there was no one alive now who held 
any position of responsibility at that period. He 
thought he should be acting In accordance with tho 
wishes of all those present if at this point ho offered 
to Lord Burnliam their most sincere thanks for that 
sun-iptimus entertainment (cheers), and assured him 
that they appreciated the kindly and patriotic senti- 
ment which induced hitn to suggest and to take upon 
himself the whole burden of carrying it out. But they 
must all feel that this commemoration was an honor 
not paid to them, but to tho memory of those by 
whose skill and courage that great epoch In our In- 
dian history was brought to a satisfactory conclusion. 
It was not upon them -who were present that the bur-

HE London Times, reviewing the book Just 
Issued, "Poems of Whittler, with an in- 
troduction by Arthur Christopher Ben- 
son,"^ says: . 

ThWe 'are some great writers who can 
relgnioyer our minds only as composers. 
Whenever their power Is relaxed we rebel 
against it. They start with so much liter- 
ary parade that they provoke us to ques- 
tion because "they have none. They do not aspire to 
conquer or even to persuade. Indeed, they seem to 
have written as if thoy wore talking to themselves and 
without any thought of a reader. Therefore we are 
as Indulgent to their writings as to letter?, or diaries 
not written with a view to publication. It Is seldom 
that we can give this kind of indulgence to modern 
poetry, because modern poets are apt to be conscious 
that "thev are doing- something unusual In writing 
poctrv at all, something that can only be justified if 
It is very \vell done. They are afraid that Horace 
w-ill bo quoted to them, and their anxiety to prove 
that they arc not mediocre is so obvious that it 
makes their readers susplc'lous. Now Whittler was 
not troubled with this an.xlety. If any ono had told 
him that he was a mediocre poet he would have re- 
plied quite sincerely that he know it. Ho felt, no 
doubt, that he had a right to make verses if he chose, 
and he made them without asking himself whether 
thoy were justified by their excellcnco. If he had'had- 
any scruples in the matter at all, they would" khave 
been Puritan scruples, not w-hotlior he. In particular 
but whether any man In the world, had alright, to 
make versos. But ho was a Quaker, and had leaSPt 
to believe tliat righteousness is. not aU.reBjsta^JCe to 
human nature. Ho was ready to think that some de- 
light as well as all sorrow comes from Gbdi- yet his 
own delight in nature was. so k^en that he had some 
misgivings lest It might. malfe. a pagan of him.. Mr. 
Benson in his introduction to this selection from his 
poems quotes this passage from a letter:' "The' soft 
green of tho meadows' iS climbing our hills, I find 
invKolf terribly rooted'tb th0 World; . . . Old mother 
earth seems sufficient for usv' Here he does express 
some faint Puritan scruples; and' his poetry is often 
Injured by such scrii^les. He is too anxious to 
prove that earth is only a Symbol of heaven, when 
the real Impulse In his verse Is a delight In earth for 
its own sake. He very seldom had the true mythical 
imagination. 6f Vaughan, though he was alway.s 
stralnlljg 'after- it' If ho had been content with his 
own natural vein, he would liave written about green 
fields and flowers as simply as Herrick. But this 
straining of his after an Imagination to which he 
could not attain does not put us on our guard against 
him like the straining of a poet who tries to write 
better than he can. Whittler never, except in his po- 
litical verse, assumes a style fit only for emotions 
deeper and stronger than his own. When he tries to 
prove what he does not feel ho does not pretend to 
feel It. He is content to reason, and seems to be 
quite aware when he reasons lamely. Ho knows tho 
truth, and docs the ))est ho can to cstabll.sh It. Ho Is 
not a prophet, and he wo\ild not havo us take him 
for ono. He is only an ordinary man, feeling and 
thinking out his own imperfect conception of tho 
universe. 

His poetry, then, is not at all groat and not often 
i)oautiful. But it Is an example of tho sjiirlt in which 
a n-ian who is not a groat jioet sliould write verse; 
and It is an encouragement to such men to do their 

. best. Whittler could bo perfectly serious without 
thinking himself a great man. He never trios to 
amiiMO or protends to trifle, so that he may trick us 
into li.st(;ning to him. Ho is neither frivolous nor 
ponipDUH. Tlie dofoet.s of his ver.so are all natural 
and unconcealed. They nre simpl\- dofccls and not 
oxeroscc'iu'i'H. He was not a man of goniu.M, and, as 
Mr. Benson tolls us, ho was born and grow up in a 
society indifforont to .-ill kinds of art. His family had 
long boon Quakers, and thoy wore poor. No douljt all 
thoIr higher oniotious wont into tlieir rolisiori, and it 
was a religion wliioli did nnl encourage emotion. But 
it was .also a religion that did not corrupt emotion 
either Into sentimentality or into wrath; and, so far, 
It war3 not unfavorable to the development of a poet. 
But every artist. It ho Is ever to be a great master, 
must loarn his art iij his youth from other masters; 
and Whittioi-, In his boyhood, had scarcely any baok.'s, 
good-, 01- iiad. Ho knew the Bible well. He heard 
Burns road aloud; and ho road Shakespeare, Cowper, 
Gray's Elegy, and one of the Wavcrley novels to hlm- 
seK. But ho had, of course, no encouragement to re- 
gard poetfy as^n Important part of human life, and 
he can never have abandoned himself to the Writing 
of it Thus he was always, as Mr. Benson says, 

. ''hampered by his slender outfit, by the stiffness that 

- comes from a^va'nt of early mental exercise." But tho 
worst defect In his education, no doubt, Wfts that he 
Was hover tatight to thlnk.br to regard thinking as a 
serious business; and thus he had no training for that 
kind of imaginative r9,a@onlng which he of ten , at- 
tempted in his poetry." iThls would not, hav*^ mattered 
so much, if he had bee'ij content, like: Herrick, to' ro£iko 
good verses about the things, .which pleased hlni. But 
he tried to ,do more. tHan'thatl^'-itJevti'Iedyto, appeal to 
the Intellect, and yet ho ha.tf;nevor h6en taught to take 
the Intellect quite seriously, v .Thus he often, like 

..Longfellow, falls to satisfy the, Intolloot, when ho 
drawa a moral from the thlngs.whlch please him; and 

, thero are many, of his poems which would be bettor 
without their'' pohcludltief - verses. If he ;had' boon 
trained to think, his Intellectual oonaclence ' - mfght 
have been as sensitive as his moral conscience; it 



would have preservod him from a good many forced 
platitudes, for he would have known that a good 
cause does not justify any kind of reasoning. Yet 
even his platitudes do not set one against him, like 
the Utorarv artifices of more clever^wrlters; . for there 
is no intent to deceive in theni'i ho seems to softer thium 
humbly enough, and to be aw'are of; thflr'lnadequacy. 
They do express his own conviction^ and ate not ot- 
tered so that we may 'tWhk'Alrff cb6lter?maft: tiiaii he 

So far wo may seem to have done nothing but of- 
fer excuses for Whitticr, and poetry cannot be de- 
fended with excuses. Whittler was born, just, a hun- 
dred years ago — to be exact,. on December 17, 1807 — 
and if his poety had nor. positive qualities, It would 
bo mere waste of tlmei.tosijwrlte, abo.ut It,,noy((.

They are: written ■ In a style heyorhd his powers, and 
are.fullsbf the conscientious but uninspired rhetoric 
of . the- PulpU. Otherwise, ho is quite tree from rhe- 
toric. He is always rather a talking than a singing 
poet and he docs not strain his voice with trying to 
talk too loud. The true lyrical passages in his verse 
are few, and they come in those rare moments when 
he does succeed in attaining to the mystical Imagina- 
tion of poets like Vaughan, when the earth does be- 
come to him significant of heaven. Tlius in a poem 
called "Thfi Grave by tho Lake," he expresses hi.s be- 
lief In the divine love for men of all creeds, and In a 
beautiful verse he finds a proof of that love in tho 
impartiality of nature: , ■ ^ 

Therefore well may Nature keep 
• Equal faith with, ail .who sleep. 
Set her watch of hills around 
Christian grave arid heathen mound. 

Passages such as this, however rare they may be, 
make us 'trust the' poet who wrote them, and set us 
searching for latent beauties in the sense of his Ica.st 
promising verses. They are both natural and sur- 
prising, true flower.s of tho mind, and of a mind not 
used to force its flowers; and they may be easily 
overlooked, because their beauty depends upon tho 
' context, and there is nothing in the context to attract 
our attention. In Whittler they are short "and far 
between," sometimes so short that tho reader, unless 
he Is expectant of them, will run over them. In his 
poem about a Quaker meeting there are two lines 
about one , . 

Who Irtved not less .the earth that light 
Fell on It friJm the heavens In sight;' 

linos the felicitv of which it would be easy to miss, 
just as tho folloitles of Vaughan wore missed until 
Wordsworth discovered them. We do not know 
whether Whittior ever read Vaughan; hut he appears 
to have read Marvell, since ho says In his' "Proem" 
that he has not "Marvell's wit and graceful - Bong," 
.-iiKl there sooms to be a faint echo of Maryell's pe.- 
cuiiar music in mucii of his verise.- Very likely he 
was drawn to Marvell by the,, idea that he .. was. a 
Puritan poet, and felt, that he could .^hjoy. his Puritan 
flowers of fancy wlthbtft'^.'mlsKlvlhg;' Of modem 
poets 'Wordsworth toa'd'the m6st influence upon him, 
and there is an eoho' of Tennyson In some of his verso. 
But his real affinity is^^lth the poets of the seven- 
teenth century, because he lived in a society much 
nearer In Its intellectual state to them than to AVorda- 
worth or Tennyson. He describes nature with tlio 
simplicity of Herrick, and ho trios to reason about It 
with the precision of Vaughan. He has not the In- 
stinctive inodern sense of tlie vague significance of 
natural beauty. His enjoyment of Its quite slmplo, 
and it bocon-ios signilicant to him only by an effort of 
Ills InlcUoct. -For him earth is earth and heaven 
l!0av03i, and lio cannot find the one in tho other, 
thougli he trios to discover the connexion, between' 
them. Yet that he imderstood Wordsworth Im proved 
by the poem which he 'w'rote Upon himv a noem, which 
contains this vorso— 

The sunrise on his breezy lake, 

Tho rosy tints his sunset brought, 
.World-seon, are gladdening all tho vales 
And mountain-peaks of thought. ' 

This could not be said of Whitticr himself, but his 
description of nature are often vivid and sometimes 
iniaglnativo, as in this verse from "Summer by the 
Lakeside." .i i • . . ,• 

White clouds, •whose shadows haunt the deep,. 
Light mists, whoso soft embraces keep 
■ The sunshine on, the hills asleep ! 

Then follow- some. ; commonplaces about the sooth- 
ing effects o^ nia,ture, and then the Inspiration returns

This has often been said before a,n^ since, but 
never better. Whittler Is impressive' here because he 
is perfectly .«erIouB. If he doubts at all, He doubts 
against hl.s will and not for effect, and .he;/ speaks of 
doubt only as a reason foy charity. Poetry such as 
1.1s, though It may be very splendid or exciting, has 
a peculiar value of Its o-wn; In the first place because 
It may reconcile the narrower kind of Puritan, and In 
the second, because It may reconcile the narrow lover 
•of beauty to the best kind of Puritanism. Whittler in 
■,hla yerse is always trying to mediate between his own 
Ideas and feelings, and we may be sure that nothing 
wpuld havo pleased him bettor than to know that ho 
.had' done something to mediate between the two 
fclasses of men whose misunderstanding oC each other 
^has' dohis'.BO' much mischief to bothv

'The Commander-lnrChleffySlr -George Anson, suc- 
f ciimbed to cholera' within a few days of taking .the 
field on his way tp Delhi; Sir Henry Barnard, who 
succeeded him In Command oKtho Dolhl Field Force, 
died of the same disease withhi a month; his .-suc- 
cessor, again, • General Reed broke down attor oeing 
in command for only a few days; and although the 
fourth commander. General Archdale Wilson, hold on 
until Delhi fell, exposure, climate, and responsibility 
told severely upon his health. It was the same with 
the civil authorities. Mr. Colvin, the Governor of tho 
Northwest Provinces, sank quite early In the day In 
the fort at Agra from the effects of overwork, anx- 
iety, and responsibility. His successor. Colonel Eraser 
died from much, the same causes after being in office 
quite a short period. Ho could not refrain from men- 
tioning a few with whom he was personally acquaint- 
ed.

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How Plants Feed and iGrow? 

Nl', of tlic. main sources, if not 
the most important source, of 
revenue on the farm is the re- 
venue derived from the product 
of the fields, the , fruits pt the' 
variousvforms of pl^nt-lifli -that 
are grown ! on ihe O" 
the plant life of tlie farm all the 
animal life depends for its sup- 
ply of foo'd. -Every farmer, then, realizes that 
the success cfi his entire farming operations 
depends in a large measure on the-growth and 
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development of the various forms of plant 
life which he has under his care, if hy his 
care and skill in tiic cultivation of the soil and 
the managciiicnl ol tiic various farm opera- 
tions, he is enabled to develop a strong and 
vigoioub plant p:io\\th\on his farm, his efforts 
are well repaid by the increased. revenue vyhich 
j he derives from the product , 'of , his fields. 
' The object of this paper is' an attempt to 
explain the means by which the plant tal.es 
the crude, inorganic foods from the soil and 
air and combines them into a form which will 
serve as a food both for man and beast. It is 
a wonderful fact that this power of converting 
unorganized foods into an organized form that 
can be utilized by the various forms of animal 
life is alone possessed by the plant. In order, 
then, tliat one may more fully understand the 
various forces which are at work in the won- 
derful development, one must study the. na- 
ture of the plant, in_ relation to its surround- 
ings, and 'th6 natitrc 'arid fuiiction of each part 
which goes to constitjite the entire organism 
called a plant. 

We all know that before one can have a 
fully developed plant, one must first sow the 
seed. Were we to examine one of these seeds 
we wottld find lying wrapped up within the 
seed a miniature plantlct, together with a sup- 
ply of food for its maintenance until it can de- 
rive its food from oLlicr sources. 

Before one can coax this little plantlct 
forth from its snug place within the seed, we 
must have a suitable environment as regards 
stem. Place the seed whatever way one will 
within the soil, and it will be found that the 
different parts of the germinating seed' will 
develop into -a>:parficul.ar prgan to serve,-a^ par^ 
ticular funct"ion: iri-IHe development of the per- 
fect plant. , . ' , . 

When suitable conditions ai;e present, we 
find that those parts of the newly-developed 
plantlet rapidly incrfease in size arid become 
changed Jn. form.. From the part that goes ad- 
vanced: in- the soil, and which we call the root, 
we notice branches arising. Were we to 
closely ob.serve the manner in which these 
small secondary roots originated, we would 
find that they had evidently come from the 
interior of the older root, forcing their way 
tiirough the outer tissues, and appearing on 
the olitsidc as small secondary roots or root 
branches. As the development of the upper 
part of the plant proceeds, we notice that this 
hranchin.c,^ of roots goes on with correspond- 
ing rapidity. On older plants one finds that the 
roots have become very much branched and 
form a compact system- made up of large main 
roots, and branching or secondary roots of 
varying sizes, whiic near the tips of the 
.smaller secondary roots we find small branches 
proceed, we will find that these small miscro- 
.scopic rootlets serve a most important function 
in the plant's development. 

As in the root, we find that the part of the 
plantlct that comps aipward to form the stem 
of microscopic size'called ' root hairs. As we 
.proceed, we will. find that. these small micros- 
copic rootlets serve a most important function 
in the plant's development. 

As in the root, we find that the part of the 
plantlet that comes upward to form the stem 



Stapidly elongates, the part of the stem elon- 
gating most rapidly being a short section just 
back of the tip or terminal bud. As the stern 
increases in length, we notice buds being devel- 
oped laterally along the sides of the, stem. 
From these buds originate the leaves, and later 
the branches of the fully developed stem. The 
secondary branching of the stem differs from 
that of the root, in that the branches of the 
stem originate at the outside of the older stem, 
•while those., of the roots originate from within. 

The fiincti^. of the stem, together with its 
l^ranches, eoiirse, is the bearing of the leaves 
and'^bf thfeflowers and fruit, These organs 
serve most important functions in the develoi)- 
ment of the plant. The leaves may be regard- 
ed as the lungs or breathing organs of the 
plant, for it is in them that the various foods 
that the plant requires are built up. Conse- 
quentlv. it is important that plants be supplied 
with abundant foliage or leaf surface in order 
that ilie various processes that a.re so essential 
to the plants' welfare be kept up. Were we to 
strip a growing plant of its leaves and prevent 
the development of these organs, we would 
find that the plant would soon die of starva- 
tion. 

One characteristic of leaves and many parts 
of stems that we, no doubt, have noticed, is 
tile presence of a bright green color which is 
caused by the presence of a pigment within the 
tissues of the leaves. It is owing to this color- 
ing that the plant is eonabled to intercept . cer- 
tain rays of light and store up- within its own 
tissues the .^nergy necessary, to manufacture 
food. ■ ' ■ 

The growing plant derives its food from 
two sources — the soil and tlic air. 'i'hc var- 
ious elements whicli arc derived from these dif- 
ferent sources are brought together within the 
ti-ssues of the leaf, and there transformed into 
foods that may be used in the production of 
new parts or the enlargement of parts already 
produced. • 

The grov.'ing phint requires quite a variety 
of foods in its growth. 3ilany of these it ob- 
tains from the soil, where they may be stored 
up in a variety of forms, some 
in a form that ife difficult for 
the plant to secure convenient- 
ly; Before 'these foods can be 
absorbed :bp the plant, they 
must ''by' some ^means be ren- 
- dered available. 'IMiis change 
in the condition of plant foods 
within the soil may be brought 
about by careful and intelli- 
gent cultivation. Among the 
more important foods which 
tlie plant derives from the soil 
are nitrogen, phosjihorus and 
potassium. These foods are of 
special interest on account of 
the fact that the soil may be- 
come impoverished of all the 
available supply, and a new 
sui>piyl' must be returned in the 
foftn of manures of some dcs- 
Ct-ijition. The carbon which 
forms' such a large percentage 
of the dry matter of plants is 
obtained almost wholly from< : 
the air. Beside containing 
abundance of food,, the soil 
must also be warm and moist, and in_ such 
a condition as to allow of a free circulation of 
air Ijcfore the various foods can be taken up by 
the plant. All the foods :that are, taken in by 
the plant from the soil aire-. absorbed in'solu- 
tion. Were we to examine ca;refully the root 
system of a rapidly growing .plant, we would 
find that the small root and root hairs were 
vefy closely associated with the small par- 
ticles constituting the soil mass, and in pi|}l- 
ing up the plant we would find that numerous 
small particles of soil still adhere to these fine 
hairs, showing that the association l)etwecn 
the two is very close. It is by means of this 
close association of the root with tlie soil that 
the plant is enabled to absorb its supplies of 
food. 

Were wc to closely examine a soil that 
was in an ideal condition for plant growth, we 
would find that surrounding each.of the small 
particles that constituted the soil mass was a 
thin film of water. In this film of soil water 
surrounding the soil particles are dissolved 
the various elements of plant food that 
the plant absorbs in its process of growth. 
Tn order, then, to ensure rapid absorption, 
which is so essential to rapid growth, we must 
sec to it that our soil is in the proper condition 
to stimulate the development of an extensive 
root system. This may be done by keeping 
the soil warm, moderately moist, and in such 
a condifion tliat the air will freely- circulate 
tlirougli all parts of it. 

As this soil water is absorbed by the'plant, 
the plant foods arc carried along with it in 
solution into the,iinterior of the root, thence 
through the stenr''to;tiie leav of the plant. 
In the leaves of the plant . the w^ 
changes necessary to the buildirignij} 'of plant 
food take place. - i ' 

The various elements ' absorbed from the 
soil .by the roots arc united -in the leaves with 
the elements obtained from the air . and con- 
verted into a form tliat the plant can use. The 
means by which this wonderful change is 
brought about is not very clearly understood, 



but at least three conditions must'^be. pre[4'f0if- 
before the change Will take place. . T-here,..must:.. 
be light, sufiicicnt heat, and abundance of^the 
greeii coloring matter present in the leaves", p 
As the.;>foQd,:jis manufactured into leaves 
during the clay,-.it is broken down and carried 
to the growing parts of -the root and stem dur- 
ing the night, and so the .manufacturing pro 
cess goes on. Consequently, during those sea- 
sons "of the year wdien the most rapid absorp- 
tion and the most rapid manufacture of food 
are taking place, we find that the plant is most 
rapidly increasing in size. As the season ad- 
vances, and the, maximum of growth is reach- 
ed, we find that the plant begins storing up a 
supply of food .for the next season's growth. 
In annual plants. this superfluous food is stored 
up in the seed, while, iii plaxits ^hat live for a 
longer period "6f timiS,' it mjiy'bd stored up in 
various parts or in special organs which the 
plant produces for that purpose.— Paper read

should be .removed and plunged under a south 
wall, removing ".them to the greenhouse or in- 
doors as the flower-buds arc formed. Dry

Hardy Primroses 

A beautiful frfee-iflo^ering class of hardy 
plants, which has been highly improved of 
late years, invaluable for spring gardening.

Frenzied Fern Balls , . . t 

During the winter and early spring fern 
balls are offered for sale in the florists' shops. 
These will give more satisfaction if purchased 
when in a fresh condition, because, as this ball 
is nothing but a mass of fern roots wound 
tightly around a central mass of moss, it dries 
out rapidly when exposed to the air. , They 
come in all sorts of odd and fantastic .shapes. 
' To start the fern ball into growth'it mtust 
be first plunged into a pail -'of,, water and left 
there long enough to hav<;-ffie"water thorough- 
ly penetrate to the moss inside; vAf^^ remov- 
ing the jjall and before puttinj? it in the win- 
dow, hang it up over a sink or other receptacle 
that the superfluous moisture may drain off 
and be caught.

Fighting the Scale 

^^N JURIES by scale injects are prac- 
" tically confined to three spefcies: 
The oyster scale, . the scurfy . scale, 
and the San Jose scale. The last- 
named, the smallest and Nmost re- 
cently discovered, is by far the most 
destructive of the three. 
T[X. '-I'he oyster-.scale lias an oyster- 
shaped, brownish scale about one- 
eighth of an inch long. The scurfy scale is 
fully as large, wdiitish or dirty white, individual 
scales being rather broad and with a yellowish 
speck at one extremity. It frequently forms a 
scurfy-like covering when!«;abiindant on..va;tree. 
These two species winter; asi^eggs under* the 
mother scales, the minute^ crawling^young ap- 
pearing from about the first tb-fhe latter part of 
May, -depending upon the latitude, when, they 
wander Tor a short time and then'; establish- - 
themselves upon the bark. 

Winter treatment is not very effective, and 
it is therefore best;to;control these two species 
b)' spraying at th'e..tinreithe young are most ac- 
tive,, , with , a kerosene emulsion (the standard 
forift^Bj.'5'diliited ■ with six or seven parts of 
water, or a whale-oil soap so- 
lution — one pound of soap to 
six or seven gallons, of water.

The 
half-grown scales/,, frequently 
very ■ abundant .r on infested 
wood, arc only about half as 
large, nearly circular, with a 
distinct nipple surrounded by a 
crater-like depression, and 
ranging in color from a me- 
dium gray to dark gray or even 
black. Very young scales are 
whitish, while the minute, 
crawling young appear lilce.' 
yellow specks. ^ . ■ 

■ A- characteristic of - this in- 
sect is. jthe purpli.sh red discol- 
oratioin- of green tissues in the 
inimpdiate vicinity of the scale. 
This may be seen in the tissues 
of the inner bark, on the surface 
of green twigs, leaves or fruit. One of the 
casfest methods of detecting the presence of 
this scale is to examine the fruit of apples, 
pears, ijlums or the leaves of peach trees ^foi 
the scale and its redish di.scoloration. This 
insect breeds almost continuously from the 
middle or the latter part of June, till frost, 
which fact explains in large raeasttre its great 
destructiveness. • ' '• 

The most effegtive method of control is by 
treating the dormant trees in winter with some- 
thing active enough to destroy the pest. This 
means exceedingly thorough work with spray 
apparatus of any kind. The materials most ex- 
tensively used in the Fasterii states are lime- 
suli)hur'washes or some form of oil. The hmc- 
sul])hur wash, despite the labor necessary to 
prepare it and its somewhat caustic nature, is 
very effective in controlling the scale, and also 
of imicli value in checking . certain Other in- 
sects and fungous diseases. It ikthe best wash 
to use under niost conditions.' It may be pre- 
l^ared by putting a few pails pf-watcr in a large 
iron kettle (twenty galloiis)., or cooking outfit 
of galvanized iron, bringing: 'the same nearly to 
a boil, then adding twenty pounds of lime, fol- 
lowed at once with fifteen pounds of flowers 
of salphur or fine sulphur flour ; stir vigorously 
and keep the combination boiling activelv for 
at least thirty minutes, or till a deep brick-red 
color is obtained. 'I'hcn strain through a ra- 
ther fine wire netting (mosquito netting will 
do ) or coarse bagging, dilute with, cold water 
to forty gallons, and spray at once, 

yVnother wash, practically as effective, if 
well prepared, may Ijc made by putting five or 
six pails of hot water in a barrel (a good flour- 
barrel will answer), then add the above-named 
quaaiities of lime and sulphur and ten pounds 
of' ^ial'^sbda, stir vigorously till the lime is 
slaked ; it may be necesarsy to add a little 
cold water to prevent boiling over. After tlie 
violent boiling has largely ceased, cover with 
burlap and allow tlie mixture to stand at least 
thirty mnuites, stirring occasionally, then di- 
lute and spray as described above. 

One serious disadvantage about lime-sul- 



phur wa.shes for suburban work is the danger |,;^ 
of spotting paint on fences and buildings, since 
the sulphur in the wash blackens lead- paints. I', 
'i'here are a number of commercial oil prepara- 
tions on the market. They are exceedingly 
convenient, since it is only necessary to dilute 
with cold water before spraying. The most 
serious objectipji^;to,Athei.empl9y^ the 
"soluble oils"'is the^'dartger;;bfOnjury 'to /trees, , . 
since certain of these p^epiriatioris^^ a^^ 
' must be employed with much'' care, and it has , 
•yet-to be demonstrated that they can be used 
for a series of years without detriment to the .;' 
frees. ' On the other hand, the oils spread 
more readily than the lime-sulphur wash, and 
it is consequently easier to do a thorough job 
with a minimum amount of material. 

The rule for treatment with oily combina- 
tions is to thoroughly wet— -not drench — ev^cy ■. 
portion of the trees, whereas, it is by /iall; 
jfneans;' advisable to thoroughly drench ^tlile 
trees-with the.lime-sulphur wash. All familiar 
with the destructive nature.: of the scale agree 
in recommending some treatment, even though 
the application may result in a certain, amount 
of injur)'. A good pump for spraying can - 
hardly he obtained for less tlian ten or fifteen 
dollars, and the owner of a few trees may find 
it advantageous to emplo}-- some one posses.s- 
ing a good spraying outfit, and in this way 
secure thorough treatment at a minimum cost.

'By many of the best authorities on grape 
culture the training, of grape vines upon, -what 
is known as the' Kniffen system is strongly 
advocated, more especially for the very vigor- 
ous varieties. 

Under this .system the plants are set eight, 
nine, or ten feet apart each way, as in common 
practice. The first year the yo;.ing vines are 
allowed to lie ujion the ground, Jj'ut^th^evsecond 
year steps must be taken 'toward^ fc^t'min^g 
permanent top. When ythe • vind is pruned; in 
early spring only about two. vigorous buds. are 
allowedvto remain, aiid if one strong shoot is 
obtained, that' i.s: all that' is necessary. These 
shoots are trained to long upright stakes, so 
that the matured canes may be in the position 
of the permanent stems : a trellis is not neces- 
sary the second year, although it sometimes 
occurs that the vines may grow so vigorously 
that the top may be formed the second'^sum- 
mcr insteatl of the third. 

At the beginning of the third year the vines 
are pruned, so that the one upright cane ex- 
tends to the,. top. wire of the trellis, and pos- 
sibly-one or two laterals may be present, but 
these- are' of minor importance. T|ie principal 
object should be to get a strong, well matured 
upright cane, Usually the vine has but one 
stem. Some growers, however, prefer to have 
two, as it is said that the growth upon the 
top Avire will take place at the expense of that 
on the lower. 

The trellis should l)e in position before the 
third season's growth. Only two wires are 
used in the true Kniffen-systeni. .-•■The lower

one placed from three to four feet above the 
ground, and the second from two and a half to 
three feet above the first. Some fruit may be 
borne the third year, but too much should not: 
be allowed to remain. When the vine is.' 
pruned at the beginning ot the fourth season, 
all laterals excejjt four should be near the top 
wire and two men near the lower. 7\fter tlie 
fourtli season the vine retains essentially, the. 
same form. — The Farming World.

>iKeeping 'Fancy Poultry as a Recreation 

O those who breed poultry for 
recreation, the fact that fowls 
having- no striking peculiarities 
may still be valuable as fancy 
-fqwls is of much importance, 
ispwls ranking highest in gen- 
eral utility values are, as a rule, 
fowls in which no character (if 
w'c except egg-production) has 
been abnorniallv developed. American fan- 
ciers, as a class, are far from indifferent to 
utility (pialilies. They take as much pleasure 
in developing the laying and table qualities of 
the varieties" in which they arc interested as 
in developing color-markings. The ultra qual- 
ities, ViCon&titute a very , small section of the 
"faricyi'.:?'The great majority of fanciers give 
fancirr'piiints of breeding first place in their 
thoughts- ancl practice, 'but by no means allow 
them to monopolize either. 

Fov.'ls that to the uninitiated appear to be 
verv ordinary looking birds may be of great^ 
value from the fancier's point of view. A case 
in ])oint is that of the Barred Plymouth Roc^,. 
-,Thc usual verdict of those not acquainted with - 
this variety, \vhen their attention is first direct- 
ed to Barred Rocks as a variety of great inter- 
est to fanciers, is that they are •'common-look- 
ing fowls." The regularity and evenness of 
baVring and the clearness of color in a fine 
specimen, which seem so beautiful- to the breed- 
er trained to oljscrve such points, and familiar 
with the difficultfcs of producing the7h, the nov-_ 

• ice does not appreciate. , , 

The prime consideration in the determina- 
tion of fancAT points is not that a character sljall 
l)e odd, or iii itself beautiful, or that a coriibin- 
ation ofVcharacters shall result in oddity or pe- 
culiar be-auty. • Beauty, oddity and novelty are 
only incidental. It is the difficulty of producing 
;i character or combination that makes it at- 
tractive to the fancier. ICxaggerations of char- 
acters are not his original ideas for varieties of 
fowls. The exaggerations come about when 
the original ideals'" have been approximated by 
manv fanciers in n-iany specimens. 

With breeding for, the,.pleas.ure afforded by 
the productidiV of fowls, bea:utiful in themselves 
or according to the conventional standards^ of 
fanciers, or for this and the honor of winning 
pi-izes— his prime object— the poultry-keeper, 
should, first of all, consider the capacity of the 
ground available for poultry, and adapt his 
iniiklings and adjust the size of his ilock to the 
land. I'or the production of fine specimens, 
and that fine specimens, when produced, may 
be kept in pleasing condition, it is necessary 

• either that the fowls have a liberal allowance of 
room; or that they receive constantly all the 
care required to develop and preserve their 
quality under the unfavorable conditions which 
over-crowded quarters present. The latter al- 
ternative is the one usually chosen by the ^fan- 
cier much limited for ground-room. This 
choice is, at least forty-nine times in fifty, a 
mistake. However good one's intentions may 
be, when poultry is kept for recreation, poultry 
must yield at times to more important inter- 
ests. In such emergencies,, .over-crowded 
fowls suffer — sometimes' irretrievably, so far as 
that season's results are concerned. 

Should 'he select a variety in any way un- 
suitable to his location, the breeder of fowls for 
recreation will fail to secure much of the pleas- 
ure his Hock should afford him. In smoky, 
dustv sections, white fowls are always unsatis- 
factory, and fowls having plumage of Which' 
.the. ground, color is light or white, tliough not 
' sa''urisightly' aS' when soiled, can- 

libt ''"easily be kept in pleasing condition. For 
green iawns, away from smoke and dust, for 
shady orchards and open meadows, there is 
nothing so attractive as fowls in which white 
is the prevailing color — and in such locations, 
all fowls with white in the plumage'-pSesetlt^;; 
their best appearance. . .■; ., > ' 

For locations of either kind there is a \yide; 
range of choice. -Of black fowls, the most 
popular variety today is the Black Minorca, a 
large, handsome representative of the Mediter- 
''Vanean type, an excellent layer of white eggs, 
unsurpassed in size, and a most acceptable 
table 1[Owl for home consun-iption. When a 
black fowl is wanted, and a brown egg is pre- 
ferred, or if the large comb of the Minorca is 
considered objcctionable^f tHe 'Black vLangshan 
is likely to be chosen. 7 ' , ' . • , j>^''|r iQjv 

Aftei'-'the^black fowls,. brown, or ''pattrjdge.',; 
colored,;or Ved, ■ or golden varieties ■ areVusually^ 
■|5referred for places when light colors are o1> 
jectionable. Among these, the Brown Leg- 
horn, the Partridge Wyandotte and Rhode Isl- 
and Reds are favorites. Of white varieties, the 
White Wyandottes and White Plymouth Rocks 
have most admirers, though White Leghorns 
are very popular. The Columbian Wyandotte, 
in plumage resembling the well known Light 
Brahma, is also attracting a great deal of . at- 
tention. Barred Rocks, Buf¥ Rocks,, B.uff 
Wyandottes and Buf? Leghorns are appropri- 
ate in almost any conditions but those ex- 
tremely unfavorable to light colored fowls. 

In. the breeding of fancy fowls, color is the 



first consideration. Theoretically, this is 
wl^ong. We may say, too, that, practically, it 
•is:- wrong. Written standards describe shape 
i:first, iand give shape considerations all possible 
prominence, but though the phrase "shape 
makes the breed, color the variety," is repeated 
often enough to be classed as a maxim, it is 
con-imonlv observed among fanciers that color 
points get first consideration m the awarding 
of prizes.! . . i ■• 

■ In air solid-colored birds, the object is to 
se(;ur< a uniform shade throughout the sur- 
face. In ])arti-colored birds, the object is to 
secure regularity in markings, and, incidental 
to this, clearness and richness in and sharp dis- 
tinctions between the various colors. 

While it is the surface color only.. that is 
visible as the bird stands in the yard or" exhibi- 
tion coop, in most varieties the dependence of 
surface-color upon under-color (that is, the 
color of the part of the plumage not visible 
when feathers are in their natural position) is 
so great that under-color is of great import- 
ance in breeding, and is given special consider- 
ation in the judging of nearly all varieties of 
fowls. 

There is a conunon impression, shared by 
manv who might be supposed, to, know better, 
that solid-colored varieties are easily .produced 
in approximate perfection, while parti-colored 
varieties are difficult 'to breed. As a general 
proposition this is . incorrect, though it is un-

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deniably true that the combinations of-, color 
considered ideal in some parti-colored'^^ vane- 
tics present peculiar obstacles to the skill of 
the fancier. ' .V brilliant, intense black, a pure 
white, or a clear InilT, is a problem to tax the 
skill of the most expert fancier. J deals in these, 
as in all points of excellence, arc progressive. 
Originallv, the best siiecimcns ])roduccd rarely 
reach the ideal prescribed by the written stan- 
dard for any character. In the development 
of many characters, as has been already stated, 
the time comes when the old ideal is attained 
so generally that new ideals must be used in 
practice, rixcelleiice is always relative. A 
white 1)ird appears white only when no whiter 
bird is compared with it. A specimen which 
looks very black compared with another may 
look brown when compared with one of a deep- 
er black plumage. Both the absence of color 
which is called white., and the superabundance 
of pigment that is designated black, are un- 
natural developments, and the constant effort 
of nature to break them up gives -the breeder 
of solid-colored fowls as difficult a problem as 
that offered in any combination of colors and 
continually stimulates him to renewed efforts. 

As a fancier grows in experience, he recog- 
nizes a certain <]uality of reasonableness in 
many requirements which at first seemed to 
him suj)crfluoiis. Association with other fan-, 
ciers, also, will invariably draw him toward, if 
not to, the conventional cstin-iates of beauty. 
His failures to produce ty])es which he may 
have thought others preferred only because 
they happened to have them is apt to compel 
him toward an appreciation of the results of 
skill as a high form of beauty. A novice who 
takes up a 1)uff variety seldom considers the 
specimen that is nearest one uniform shade the 
most beautiful specimen. Variations in color 
in different sections do not seem to him uti- 
pleasing, but, as he discovers that uniformity 
pf shade is all but impossible to- secure, he de- 
velops a corresponding sense of its beauty. 

To the true fancier, competition is a neces- 
sity. It affords the opportunity of measuring 
his results accurately by applied standards. 
Nor is he deterred from exhibiting by an oc- 
casional instance v.'hen he feels tliat he has 
been tlic victim of incompetent judging or dis- 
honest practices. But, over and above this, 
sufficient reason for exhibiting is the , benefit- 
to the fancier himself of direct contact' arid, 
competition wi|h:.otheH. ;:,In this, sensci defeat 
is as useful as' success— often more useful. 

The selection of the specimens to be ex- 
iiibited should be made as long as possible be- 
fore the show to which they are to be sent. The 
veteran exliii)itor makes many of his selections 
— as many as possible — tentatively weeks' and 



months m advance, and begins at once to give 
each candidate such attention and trca-;ment as 
will most aid toward putting it in i)erf^ct show 
condition. Broken or dead feathers are re- 
moved, in order to allow the new ones replac- 
ing them to mature. Rough and scaly legs are 
scrubbed and rttbbed\;:WiH|m,-Voily preparations 
untib;the skin presentS^tjUOi^nial surfacp^* White 
birds are washed — a pfocfess' which thfe 'noyice 
slipuld practice on birds not destined for ex- 
hibition, and should master before the time 
comes to wash the exhibition birds, lu keen 
competition, an unwashed white bird has now 
hardly one chance in a thousand of winning. 

It is desirable that the exhibitor should-..at- 
tend his birds at the show, but amateurs can 
not always do this. -^liQ attendants ;in -the show 
rooiii generally are cateful to look" after the 
comfort of the birds, but the unattended bird 
does not get the little extra attentions that 
mean so much to the fowls in the — to them — 
trying conditions of the exhibition room. 
Though unable to accompany them himself, 
the thorough fancier -will see that, as his liirds 
go to the show, they are in clean and roomy 
coops, with every provision for their comfort 
on the journey. 

If it is at all possible,' the fancier should at- 
tend the show at which he exhibits. When the 
show is in the home or a nearby town, this 
is done as a matter of course, but the obstacles 
to attending distant sliows keep many fanciers 
at honic and deprive them of much of the satis- 
faction afforded when their birds win honors. 
.A. custom which seems to be growing lamong 
fanciers who seek higher honors than their 
local shows can give is to take their annual , va- 
cation at the time of 'the show at which they 
wish to exhibit. 

J'. verv visitor to poultr\- shows wili remem- 
ber seeing birds ot striking superhcial charac- 
teristics, and the fact must be recognized that 
such birds as the Polish with its crest, the Mou- 
dan with its tO])knot, the [ilack .Spanish with its 
enormously developed white face and ear-lobes, 
the^ Cochin with .its extensive, feathering, and 
the. Silky with its wonderful hairlike plumage, 
have admirers and are , J3,red -more or less ex- 
tensively all over the country. 

Every man. 'to his. taste, must he the rule in 
breeding fancy poultry, as m oilier matters. 
It ;s true, however, that those birds with un- 
usual and striking, chattactenstics are not bred 
so widely as < tho'se"*^fotin|;Nwhich arc more com- ., 
monly used for utjIity.-.lpvrposes. . .Tlaere^isfiiitie

Does Cultivation '.diieck Evaporation^ 

l-*" all the moisture which comes to the 
earth could be retained, even our most 
.and regions, could be inade^tospx9.duec.,^ 
^ crop.s cvery-.-y<5ar,' .Muclr of tlte*raijtr'- 
' fall is iiQtvU'Bed^by the crbp,;l3iit .is ' 
wa.sted: bv' the processtis of evapora- 
tion. Authorities state that in humid regions 
as much as 25 ner cent of tlie entire ])rcciprLa- 
tioii IS lost to the soil by evaporation and 
drainage. In the regions ot less rainfall the 
amount of water lost is not so great, being put 
at 10 per cent of the total fall, due largely to 
the fact that the land is more nearly level and 
not so much is lost by running away into the 
creeks and ditches. In these sections by far 
the greater amount is lost by evaporation. It 
often happens that the rainfall during the 
growing season is not sufficient to produce a 
crop, even if all the moisture could be retained. 
This is frequently the case in sections where 
the annual rainfall is entirely ample for the 
crop's needs, the trouble being that it does not 
come at the right time of the year. The prob- 
lem in. such a case is to make use of all the 
rain that fall.s during the entire season. Good 
crops often arc produced where the rainfall 
during the growing season is not more than 
one-quarter of the amount recpiircd by the 
plant. Such a tiling is ])ossiblc because of the 
fact that the precipitation of the earlier part of 
the season has. bee.n. retained in the soil. 

The process of CYaporation is going on con- 
stantly. From water surfaces in the semi-arid 
districts the amount removed in a year varies 
from a minimum of 20 inches to a maximum 
of 105 inches. The same forces that draw wa- 
ter from the surfaces of ponds, lakes and rivers 
are at work taking water from the surface of 
the land, only not to so great an extent, as the 
water in tlie ground must first be lirought to 
the surface. This water is being constantly 
pumped up from the sub-soil and is as con- 
stantly evaporated, unless there is some means 
of holding it below, the surface of the ground. 
It' is just as riaturai for water to move tip from 
the subsoil and to pass off from the surface 
of the ground as vapor as it is for oil to move 
.up; the, lamp wick and be consumed by the 
' flaiUe: This is iXature's way of watering the 
plant Avhen the rainfall is insufficient. In mak- 
ing it necessary to cultivate the fields in order 
to get a good crop, nature has also provided 
a means of checking the evaporation at the 
surface of the soil. It is one of nature's fine 
adjustments that makes the best methods of 
cultivating the fields also the best method of 



conserving moisture, or checking the evapora- 
tion. 

The wonderful rapidity with which mois- 
ture rises by capillary attraction to the stir---/ 
face and is evaporated is not generally under- 
stood. Fortunately we have some investiga- 
tors who have studied these things and given 
to the woVld th'Ciresults of;their investigations 
Prof. King has' carried on' spme'very Naluablc 
experiments to ascertain the amount of mois- 
ture that would evaporate from a square foot 
of ground in twenty-four hours. 

'.Phis work was accomplished by |)lacing a 
metallic tube one foot scpiare in a tank of wa- 
ter so ])rotecte(l that there could be no evapora- 
tion or loss of water, except through this tube. 
The tube was five feet long, filled with soil 
from lop to bottom, and submerged into the 
water four feet, so that the water to evaporate 
h?(,d to pass up one foot' through the soil by 
capillary attraction. This placed the water 
level one foot below the surface of the soil, 
'i'he rate of eva])oration for ten consecutive 
days was a quart and a half of water to the 
square foot. The tube was then lifted one foot 
higher, making it necessary for the moisture 
to rise two feet by capillary attraction, when 
the loss was a little over one quart. , It was 
then lifted to three and then to four feet, and 
when rising four feet by capillary attraction 
the loss was a little over a pint to the square 
foot. We can thus understand, how crops suf- 
fei- so quickly even after "we li^ve had consid- 
erable rain. With water drawn from the sub- 
soil four feet below the surface at the rate of 
one pint to the square foot would be equivalent 
to a loss o-f 5,445 gallons of water to the acre, 
under the mo.st favorable conditions for evap- 
oration. In the fields, however, the conditions 
for evaporation would not be as favorable as 
this, but the amount of moisture taken off by 
cvaiioration vvould indeed be, very great. 

In Mr. Campbell's -work with' dry farming 
in the year 1894 he found that water evapor- 
ated .very .'.quickly ;fipm;',unQultiy fields and 
also -that it was possible '-to store up a great 
amount of moisture by proper cultivation. 
Where his operations were carried on that 
year there was no. rainfall after early May or 
June, and the average field was practically dry 
when the first rain came on July 7. At that 
time the fields were flooded by a rain of four 
aiid a half inches, wdiich came down quickl}'. 
In the fields where the e.xperiments were con- 
ducted the- .surface had been avcII cultivated 
■^^jji(}|^Yas'm splendid condition to absorb the 
-•freslvi'raimr Eight days after ^the rain, the or- 
dii^i^ry were practically dry.\ Their sur- 

face .'h'ad been so dry and hard that the rain 
could not soak in and what little of it was 
absorbed soon evaporated off again. The ex- 
perimenial fields had been prepared for just 
iiuclT an 'emergency and continued cultivation 
^after the rains made it possible to retain in the 
.■^soil jjractically all the moisture that fell. 

Considering the ease with which water 
cvai-orates from the soil if unhindered, it be- 
comes manifest that it is necessary to cultivate

properly if the moisture would be conserved. 
Experiments in the fields have been made to 
find out just what the difference in moisture 
content between cultivated and uncultivated 
fields. At the New Ifampshire Experiment 
vStation the following differences in moisture 
content between two plots were observed:

Figured on the acre basis, this wdtlld mean 

a saving of 352,64 tons of water per acre on 
the cultivated, a trcmendnus amount, but con- 
served for the plants by i)ro))er care of the soil. 
If we could remember tlicse figures and tl-rer. 
as soon as the spring opens u]) get on the land 
with the disk, much good might be.accom" 
plished. — The Nor'- West Fanner. ' 

Ways of Curing Hams 

Here arc two reci])es for curing hams as 
given by W. vS. Spark: 

To cure ham.s (plain) — For two hams about 
16 or 18 pounds each, allow one pound coarse 
brown sugar, i pound common salt, 2 ounces 
saltpetre. Rub the hams, w^ell yyith cominon 
salt and let them lie for two diys in a large 




pan, then drain and wipe, Mix the above in- 
gredients together well and rub into the ham, 
keci)ing them in a vessel large enough to hold 
the brine from them. Sprinkle a little salt on 
them. They will require .to be turned and 
basted each day for a month. Then drain and 
hang u]i to dry. This recipe is ^nice for hams s< 
that are to be broiled. ,.;■■,,„.,.,;., ■ ,, ' • 

To cure hams - with , <rSpicej'-r7--Sprinkle ; the 
hams with salt and allow Hiem^ to he for a few 
hours, then drain ancLwip'e. . For three hams ; 
about 20 pounds each, allo,w two pounds com- 
mon salt, 2 pounds coarse brown sugar, 6 
ounces bag salt, 3 ounces saltpetre, J4 lb. best 
ground black pepper, 2 ounces juniper berries. 
All the ingredients to be bruised and ground 
and inixeci well together and dried before the 
fire. Rub the mixture warm into the hams 
and afterwards entirely cover them with salt. 
In two days' time pour over them 2 pounds 
treacle and baste them every , day for a,.1iionth, . 
turning each day, then ■ drain v;well,before;haog^^^^ 
ing them up These" hams'arc'fit for usenn 
three or four months,' when they will only (re- 
quire a' few hoHrs''soaking, but when six, nine 
or twelve months' old, they.-are much.improv,- 
ed b} two (bus' soaking jat least. 'Boil 'in 
tieacle mixed with water. ' . ' 

THE APIARY 

Bees and' Spraying For'San^^^ Jose Scale', ■ 

[lilS subject has been discussed to 
such an extent that it ought now to 
be fairly well settled. Yet frequent- 
ly articles .appear in .the local pa- 
pers conveying th.e,4nfprmation that 
bees have' been 'ki'lled' by spraying. 
W''hile it is now generally recognized that 
spraying blossoms i? such a bad horticultural 
practice, from the standpoint of the fruit pro- 
ducer, that it is not followed, and consequently 
the danger of killing bees has passed away, we 
have a new hoax to be found in the statement 
which has received extensive circulation, to the 
effect that sprayiiigi. fbr,the^ Sin'' Jose scaled 
killed bees. 

With regard to this, Prof. H. A. Surface, 
Af. Sc. Economic Zoologist, in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for Pennsylvania, says: 
"In the first place the spray for the San Jose 
scale must be applied before the trees are in 
bloom, and we, never spray any tree .while in 
bjlbssom lift 'order' to.,, kill any scale insects, 
'therefore there would he ho hoqey bees around 
the trees sprayed for San Jose scale at .the -.: 
time the spraying was done. The lime-'Sulr'n 
phur wash is caustic, but it is not a "poisonous 
liquid." Bees could not be induced to sip it, 
and if they should do so, they would not be 
killed by it, as they woitld;->by~ah arsenical ; 
poison. 

'M would also call attention to the fact that 
we do not spray blossoms for any pest known, 
and no trees shoul(l.be sprayed while in bloom. 
Spraying at such times with arsenical poisons 
might have the effecti Of, killing bees,' but the 
lime-sulphur wash is iiot ah- arsenical poison, 
is not sprayed wdiile the trees are in bloom, 
and therefore docs not kill bees. 

"For San Jose scale, fruit growers may use 
oils, soaps, or caustic washes, such as lime- 
sulphur wasli, which is considered best and 
cheapest. The bees would not touch the soap 
solution or oils. We have had a kettle of the 
lime-sulphur wash standing near our bee-hives 
for weeks, and not one bee has ever been seen 
attempting to drink it, nor have any been killed 
by it. We have sprayed busbes and trees 
around and over the hives during, the past year, 
and have had hives covered with the spray in 
-an experimental orchard to such an extent 
tha't they were yellow^ in color and the liquid 
dripped from them. None of the bees were 
killed by the process excepting those which 
were injured while actually flying through the 
cloud of spray as it left the nozzle. A few of 
these may have been killed, but if so, it was 
only by external contact and not by their vol- 
untarily sipping the liquid;" ... 

It is to be remembered, that'in making; such" 
a statement a professional- nattiralisiSv^ 
scientific reputation too highly to permit him- 
self to commit'an error that can be avoided by 
practical test or careful study. We are certain 
that bees, have not been killed by .spraying 
■ trees before, they blossom. In general no fruit 
grower -who knows how, when and why to 
spray, ever sprays anything while the blos- 
soms are open, and this is the only, chance by 
which, bees could be killed, excepting in the 
rare conditions of bees being very thirsty and 
deprived of a supply of water, when they 
might sip a little arsenical spray liquid from 
the leaves, where it may remain for a short 
time after spraying' to destroy leaf eating in- 
sects later in the; season. ; ^ ■ 

If, however, a supply of water be regularly, 
kept in the apiary — ^as it should be— -the bee$; 
will get it there and will never need the/drqpsv 
of poisoned spray liquid which may remain ' 
temporarily upon the -leaves - after - spraying 
with a solution containing. arsCiUC. 




ORD CURZON OF KEDLESTON un- 
veiled a mural tablet whicli has been 
sot up in the great hall of Merchant 
Taylors' school to the memory of 
Lord Clivc, says the London Times. 
The memorial, which is the work of 
Messrs. Hart, Peard & Co., is of 
bronze, mounted on alabaster. At 
the top 13 a medallion portrait of 
Clivo, flanked by a, ship, representing: 
the arts of peace and '^a-i gun repre- 
senting the arts of vvar.;-- Below is 
"Robert, Lord Clive, born 29th September, 1725; 
s; . 'Merchant Taylors' School 1737-39; died 22nd Novem- 
■ ber, 1774. Entering the 'service of the East India 
Company as a civilian he outshone all his contem- 
poraries in military genius, and by his victory at 
Pla.ssey in 1757 laid the foundation of the Briti.sh 
Empire in India. Twice Governor of Fort William 
in Bengal, he won the love of the native peoples and 
•i left the administration pure." 

The ceremony took place in the presence of the 
master, wardens, and members of the court of as- 
sistants of the Merchant Taylors' company, the 
headmaster (Dr. Nairn) and masters of tlie school, 
.„ a number of ladies, and tlio boys. The school cadet 
; i con>s was present in the hall. 

The master of the company (Mr. C. S. G. Clark), 
.' In. opening the proceedings, said, he thought that as 
Merchant Taylors, they might congratulate them- 
. . selves- on the fact that Lord: Clive was a member ol 
the school from 1737 to 1739, and the court had de«« 
tormlned to perpetuate his memoi'y by erecting a 
memorial In the school. In inviting Lord Curzon to 
imveil the memorial the master added Zhat it seemed 
to thorn very litting that the founder of the Indian 
Empire in the ISth century should be commemorated 
that day by Lord Curzon, one of the most enlighten- 
ed and greatest of the Indian governors-general in 
• ,the 19th century. (Cheers.) 

Lord Curzon, who was received with loud cheers, 
said: I suppose that I have been a.sked to unveil thl« 
memorial of Lord Robert Clive in the main because 
I have been lately concerned in inviting public con- 
tributions for a larger memorial to that great man 
both in England and in India. I am glad to say that 
remarkable success has attended that undertaking. 
It has been suggested in some quarters that per- 
haps this Is an unfavorable moment for honoring th" 
founder of the British dominion in India, because of 
the unrest of which we have recently read in that 
country — an unrest which I hope and believe is , 
diminishing from ■ day to day. (Cheers). In 
, :vlew no moment- can bo unfavorable for retrieving a 
i:'igreat,i neglect< or.' paying a long-retarded tribute; of 
fe honor. (CheersJ i might as well say that -we 
■y.jought to refralniftom -doing honor to 'Wellington for 
\ii}itear of giving ofCence to our very good friends and 
allies, the French, or, to come down to more recent 
times, that It would bo unwise to compliment and 
honor Lord Roberts for fear of any irritation that 
might be caused to our new fellow-subjects, the 
Boers. That this view is not taken by many of 
those most quallfled to speak hi India itself is shown 
by the fact that numbers of the maharajahs and 
princes of India have written to me of their own 
,- accord expressions of their individual opinion, very 
often enclosing handsome contributions to our funds. 
Only by the last rnail I had a letter from the Ma- 
harajah of Nepal, the ruler of a powerful state from 
which we draw those splendid forces of the Gur- 
khas, of whom you have no doubt heard, and who 
may bo called the warden of the northern marches 



In India. Ho wrote as follows: "It was always a 
mystery to me that Lord Clive, the founder of the 
isritlsh power in India, should have remained un- 
honored so long in marble. I am glad to see that the 
omission is now going to be reotlfled, and I do my- 
self the pleasure of sending, a , small; sum of £100 as 
my contribution to thisp34^diabje undert 
(Cheers.) Many similar letters and contributions 
have reached me'' iroui': all parts of India. In this 
country the response tO the appeal has been swift 
and generous, and at the present moment wo have 
for our fund tlie sum of £4;700, which I hope before 
we close, and perhaps partly as a consequence of 
this meeting, may soon roach £5,000. With that 
sum we propose to raise statues to Clive both In Eng- 
land and in India — in the old empire which ho so 
largely extended by his genius and in the new em- 
pire which he won. (Cheers.) It does not> often oc- 
cur, I think, in history that 130 years after a man's 
death, more particularly when his death was sur- 
rounded by circumstances of so much tragedy and 
gloom as in the case of Clive, posterity utiltes with 
so niUch unanimity to do honor to the dead. This 
undertaking of yours In this school Is, of course, on 
an Independent though, a parallel . footing. -.You, I 
believe, had commenced the arrangements for your 
memorial before I had started the wider scheme. 
You owe it to the generosity of the company whose 
master and whose members are ijresent on this plat- 
form. And in addition to their good work here I may 
add that they have glv^en a most handsome contri- 
bution to the -larger f una. i • > 
Why, Clivo Should Be' Honored 
If anybo'dy. is disposed to ask the' question Vflciyr . 
either In this hall or In the larger world of England, 
and of India honor should be paid to the memory of 
Robert Clivo, I think that Uio answer Is very simple 
and clear. Clivo was one of the master spirits of 
the English race. He was one of those forces that 
scorn to be put into the world to shape the destinies 
of mankind. Wherever history is road, wherever 
heroic deeds are sung, wherever the origin of that 
wonderful achievement the Indian empire Is traced, 
there the name of Robert Clive leaps at once to the 
front. You can no more i get away from Clive than 
you can get away from the towering image of Julius 
Caesar or the mighty personality of Napoleon. One 
of the most characteristic episodes of Cllve's career 
Is told, I believe with a certain amount of poetical 
embroidery, in one of the Dramatic Idylls of the 
poet Robert Browning. I do not know if it is known 
to you. If not, I would recommend you to read It. 
You may Imagine the attraction exerted by the man 
of action AVliose 'character was hewn out of adamant, 
though at < the same time he : was Ijuman to the core, . 
upon a poet like Robert Browning, whose- verse- was 
as rugged as the nature. of -Olive,' but who was 'In- 
spired by no less ardent; a ipatrlotlsm.' In thla poem, 
there Is a line which expresses .what we 'aU;feel: 

"In my eyes, your eyes, all: the world's eyes, <3Hve 
was a man.'' 

That was the fact. Clive was a man and a master of 
men. From the time when he was a boy In this 
school until in middle life he was standing up 
against his persecutors and revilers in this country, 
with a noble courage that never quailed, all through 
Clive was a man, raised above the level of his fel- 
low-creaturos as one sometimes sees some groat 
lighthouse of granite lifted above the scream and 
buffeting of the ocean. I am not going to say any- 
thing to you today, though perhaps you may expect 
it, about Clive at school. It is an astonishing thing 
when men have attained to greatness how many 
imaginary stories circulate about their earlier years. 



The ancients gratlfled this Instinct by pretending 
that portents hovered round the birth of illustrious 
persons. Bees, you may remember, settled on the 
lips of the future poet. Tho skies thundered and the 
earth groaned "when some great commander was 
born. We li^;.our.;,mow>;*pypBalOji,age, as a rule, repre- 
sent the great, man ofiaotldn as having been a very 
naughty and- "turb'ulent ' and" unruly schoolboy. 
(Laughter.) ■ ;SucliMs the populai^iiStradltloni about 
CUve. There are ra number of : stories- /circulated;; 
about his boyhood and schooltIme,-iriffiy of which 
are, I fancy, apocryphal, though some, no doubt, con- 
tain a substratum of truth. But I am not going to 
repeat tliem here for fear that If I did so I might 
encourage a spirit of insubordination among the boys 
of Merchant Taylors' school (who, I believe, are at 
present distinguished for their excellent discipline), 
under th" impression, I'or which there would probably 
bo not the shadow of a foundation, that they are 
embryo Clivos of the future. (Laughter.) Nothing 
I am sure would be more unwelcome to the eminent 
teachers whom I'.Beel,before: me, and therefore with- 
out further apolog/yAl'Ipass-^away'ft^ 'Gllve's school- 
days. ■ . < ■ ^ 
Evidences of dive's Genius 

For the majority of people Intere-st in Clive dates 
from the time when he landed at Madras, a friend- 
less and di-sconBolatc clork of 19 years of ago, whom 
his father, by what Is now known as a terminologi- 
cal inexactitude, described as a booby, condemned to 
one of tho most unattractive, of professions in a dis- 
agreeable and steaming climate. In nine years from 
that date that poor and unknown clerk, who had 
never received any .military education at all — not 
even as much as Is enjdyed by . these cadets whom I 
see before me-^whose education at . Merchant Tay- 
lors' school had I believe - been of the most slender 
description, had become one of the most famous cap- 
tains of that or ariy other age. Great judges of 
strategy and warfare will tell you that In military 
genius he was equal to Marlborough and superior 
to Turcnno. He showed in his military career that 
peculiar combination of qualities which go to make 
tho great commander — extraordinary intuition, infln- . 
ito resource, great clearness of vision, a capacity for 
Instant action, coolness in danger, and a power — a 
remarkable power — for winning the confidence of his 
subordinates whether they were natives or Euro- 
peans. One of tho most interesting and affecting 
things about tho history of Clive Is the way in 
which he was loved by tho native troops who served 
hint In India. By those means, not merely did Clive 
acquire a great military reputation, but In the south- 
ern parts of India In these early years of his career 
ho shattered tho dreams of dominion which had en- 
tered the minds ef, oertaln.;,great , Frenchmen In that 
pirt.l 0)t '*th%-' country;''' a'):^a.''t£tklnEr.'tth^lr . framework 
and outline he put ■ Intb 'it wb'at" ultimately turned 
out to be the reality of the British dominion of the 
future. I do not propose to dwell on the military 
episodes of the second part of Cllve's career in Ben- 
gal, although the battle of Plas.sey, which was a 
scrimmage rather than an actual conflict, is, becau.se 
of Its enormous and far-reaching influence, rightly 
known as one of the decisive battles of tho world. 
These campaigns in Bengal were less remarkabie 
for their military features than for their political 
consequences. When tho troops of the Navvab in 
Bengal fled before the tiny force of Clive at Plassey, 
and when a few years later on he took over the di- 
wanl, which means the revenue collection of Bengal, 
Behar, and Orissa, then it was that he laid the foun- 
wations of that great dominion in India which has 
grown and swelled until it stretches from tho Atlan- 
Uc ocean on the south to the eternal snows of the 



Himalayas on the north, while Its borders stretch 
from Persia on the west to Slam on the east. I do 
not pretend that this was all Cllve's doing. Im- 
personal as well as personal forces were at work. 
Other great men filled in the scheme of which he 
sketched the outlines. Perhaps he himself had no 
clear grasp of what was reserved for the future. 
But the fact remains that had it not been for CUve, 
.tlje^flrst'ssteps ..would:' hoty have ,; been . taken, . and 



Up to vthe time which I have now reached In his 
record Clive was a soldier and a man of action. 
During the remainder of his Indian career we ob- 
serve him as a statesman, an administrator, a re- 
former, a man of affairs. It may not be so attrac- 
tive to you schoolboys, who like to i-ead about blood- 
shed and glory and fights (laughter), but in tlio 
long run it is more Important to tho history of man- 
kind. During his second term of office as governor 
of Bengal, his worlt in puritj'lng tho civil service, 
in stamping with a heavy foot on cupidity and pecu- 
lation, in reducing expondlture, and checking misrule 
in the face of an unscrupulous and relentless opposi- 
tion, which pursued him to England and finally 
hunted ; him to a premature grave.,r- was service, 
which, Ir^ my judgment, has; never " been surpa.ssed 
in ;the history of civil administration..* "It .was during 
these .short ibut strenuousj months>that; CUve laid the 
foundation of that great civil service "of which it will 
always remalh the chief pride of my life to have been 
for nearly seven years the head, and which for 150 
years has ruled those hundreds of millions with a 
self-effacement and absolute integrity, and a devp- 
tion to duty that Is an inspiration to Englialimen, and 
Is Without parallel in the history of the world. 
(Cheers.) It is given to but very few men in the 
world's history to be great soldiers and great states- 
men, and it is difficult to say in which sphere Robert 
Clive the more excelled. In both he showed the same 
qualities of acute penetration, of absolute fearless- 
ness, of quick decision, and of restless and resistless 
pushing toward his goal. It has sometimes been 
said, and I dare say you boys have read It in your 
history, that CUve was guUty of some acts against 
which the higher moral sense should have rebelled 
No one would wish to defend any.' deviation from 
the lilghest standard of- honor among even the great- 
est of men. .• And yet from "a?,mlnuto : study and 
knowledge of ' the facts It has al-w'ays seemed to me 
that there was much to bo said for CUve. Remember 
what he did. He outwitted, a notorious trickster and 
villain by tricking, him himself. He defeated a 
scoundrel with his own weapons. Observe, too, that 
CUve made no concealment whatever about his act. 
He did it from no mean or ignoble motive. He al- 
■ways avov.'od, both in India and when examined be- 
fore the House of Commons in this country, that his 
measures wore Justified by their supreme necessity, 
and that but for the action he took then thousands of 
lives would have been lost and the British cause 
would have failed. There is a very great deal in that 
plea; and if we may look forward to the final Judg- 
ment-seat — unless it should be held presumptuous to 
refer to tliat august tribunal— I thlnk.it may well be 
that Robert CUve will make for himself a not Inade- 
quate defence. (Cheers.) , 

Clive No Self-Eeeker 
Finally, bear this in mind, Robert Clive was no 
solf-seeker. Never did he strive or fight for him- 
self. He had — and that is what I want you boys to 
get into your hearts and minds — always something 
bigger, larger, and nobler behind. Though he amass- 



ed great wealth, which was easy In those days: In 
India, he might easily have been a hundred times 
richer than he was. Enjoying those great riches, he 
was always open-handed and lavish in their distri- 
bution. Though he .spent so much of his life amidst 
the excitement and smoke of the battlefield, he was 
never guilty of a harsh or cruel deed. Though he 
was somewhat Intolerant of opposition, he was 
always generous and discriminating in his recogni- 
tion of the merits of others; and though, almost more 
than any public man of Uiat century, he was Injured 
. and reviled, he never:;lost his. dignity beforeihis .tra,- 
'.iducers. , By no m.ean or' petty motive . watJEb.bert 
■v:Clive ever .actuated. AH his ;aotlon, like hls'-chaV-^ 
aoter, was :conceived on large and; spa'clous:flln'es,!;Ber: 
hind everything lay a high Ideal of duty' a'nd-a pas- 
sionate love; fpr tlie country 'from . Avhlcli" ' he 'Had 
sprung. (Cheers.) Such was the man whom many 
of us are honoring in the wider circle; of England 
and India, and ;whom wo are about to honor by un- 
veiling this memorial today. Ho was a great man. 
He was a great Englishman. He was one of those 
titanic forces that rise above the obscure surge of 
humanity to affect tlie fortunes, for good or evil, of 
tho world. That Cllve's work was for tho good of 
England, for the good of India, and for the good of 
mankind no one can reasonably doubt, and posterity, 
correcting tho errors and atoning for the Injustice 
of his contomporarios, has rightly assigned to him 
an imperishable niche in the temple of fame. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Lord Curzon then unveiled the memorial, which 
was concealed by the Union Jack, and the cadet corps 
presented arms. The master of tho Merchant Tny- 
iors' company committed tho memorial to the custody 
of the headmaster of tho school, who accepted the 
trust. 

The headmaster then proposed a vote of thanks 
to Lord Curzon, which was accorded with hearty 
cheers. 

Lord Curzon, in reply, said that he was reminded 
by tho cheers of his own schooldays at Eton, when 
he liimself, in a hall not dissimilar to theirs, used 
to sit among the boys and listen to lectures delivered 
by public men who came from outside to address 
them. He remembered that his attention was atr, 
tracted to India for the first time by a speech uttered- 
by a great man from India on one such occasion, and 
possibly there , might be one or i.more than one of his 
hearers who had Jlntenedi to what^hei-had; said of the 
gi;eat man ,who was educated at that school, who 
wtfuld turn to- good account what had been learned 
fr'om'.the words which had been spolcon. Ho trusted 
that that might be so. Great men existed not mere- 
ly for the deeds they did In their lifetime, but for 
the example they set to those who came after, and 
the object of putting up that tablet was not merely 
to record what Clive conceived' and did, but that it 
should be a perpetual reminder to tho boys of the 
school that Tt behoved each of them in his own 
position, and according to his lot, to bear in mind 
that great example, and whether his sphere of action 
in the world were great or small, to try and do what 
Clive did, which was his duty to his time and his 
country. (Cheers.) In conclusion. Lord Curzon 
asked that a whole holiday might be granted to the, 
boj's.in honor of the occasion. He added that perr 
haps by this means the name and memory'of" Robert 
Clive would be fixed in their minds by something a 
little more enduring than the words ; of .jthe speech 
which he had Just dcUvored. . (Laughter.): 

The request was granted by, the headmaster, and 
the proceedings then ended, Lord Curzon being loudly 
cheered by the boys as he took his departure. 




Is Mars Habitable? 

HE London Times thus reviews "Js Mars 
Habitable?" — a critical examination of 
Professor iowell's book, "Mars and Its 
Canals," by Alfi'ed Russell Wallace: 

"The existence of straight marl<ings on 
Mars called canals, first noted by Schla- 
parelli in 1S77, and the Interpretation of 
them advrocated by Professor Perclval 
Lowell — that they represent Irrigation 
v/orks, carried out by Intelligent and highly civilized 
- .beings, for the conveyance of water from the polar 
snow-caps to the arid general surface of the planet 
—are by this time well known. Professor Lowell 
has stated his case in two fascinating books — 
"Mars," which appeared in 1S95, and "Mars and Tts 
Canals," published in 1906. The latter work, a re- 
view of which appeared in these column^s on April 
5 last, is described in the little book before us as "a 
challenge, not so much to astronomers as to the 
* educated world at large, to investigate tho evidence 
for so portentous a conclusion." 

This phrase comes a little oddly from Dr. Wal- 
. lace, who has himself put forward an infinitely more 
' portentous conclusion. Professor Lowell deals with 
one small nlanet and pleads for signs of life upon 
It. Dr. Wallace, in his book "Man's Place In the 
Universe," sui-veys the whole universe and denies 
the possibility of life on any single member of it 
except th« Earth; he Includes not merely all the 
planets of our own solar system, but -those of the 
countless myriads of suns vfB see scattered over the 
sky. Naturally he Is -not slow to take up Professor 
' Lowell's chaUenge, , -'.His reply is a small book of 
110 pages only; but the importance of the issue, and 
", the personality of the author, endow It with an in- 
i!2 terest out of all proportion to its size. Indeed, the 
''^* personalities of both the parties to the confiict are 
striking. On the one hand we have a man of 
■wealth and leisure who has devoted the energies of 
his life to accumulating observations bearing on 
I the habltabiUtv of Mars; who has e.'^tabllshed in a 
!«.< remote and carefully s.3lected spot a large obser- 
*-""vatory, with skilled assistants maintained at his 
own expense, for the study of that special prol^lem; 
who himself shares their labors and their compar- 
ative exile when Mars is visible; and who gives us 
the results of these labors not only in the deserved- 
ly popular works above mentioned, but also In 
splendid volumes of scientific researches. On the 
other hand we have Dr. Alfred Russell Wallace, who 
claims that to deal with the main contention "re- 
quires only care and Judgment in drawing conclus- 
ions from admitted facts;" and whose capacity for 
drawing such conclusions was proved triumpliaiuly 
to the world alongside that of Charles Darwin. Not 
often is there so fine a fight to bo seen and under- 
stood; and the longer it lasts, the more are we likely 
to learn and to enjoy. 

Dr. Wallace's main contentions at present are that 
the polar caps on Mars are not ice and snow, but 
something else; that even if they were ice and snow, 
they would not yield nearly enough water for irrigat- 
ing the general surface; and that, moreover, the cli- 
mato of Mars is far too cold for such an interpreta- 
tion of what is seen. These argument.^ are not alto- 
gether new. The polar caps wore long ago declared 
to be solid carbonic acid; to which Professor Lowell 
retorts that if they were, they, would evaporate with- 
out melting, whereas he sees at the appropriate sea- 
son a "blue ribbon" bordering the caps, which must 
be the melting of the snow. Dr. Wallace rejoins that 
water Is not -blue under such conditions. The argu- 
ment that the melted polar snows would he insuf- 
ficient In quantity for the general irrigation of tho 
planet is due to tho late Miss Agnes Clerke; but her 
form of statement supposes an irrigation of the whole 
surface of tho planet, and would no longer apply if 
the Irrigation is confined to thin strlp.s. As regards 
the temperature of Mars, ,Dr. Wallace quotes the in- 
fluential opinion of Dr. J. H. Poyntlng that "it is im- 
possible to raise the teraperaturo of Mars to anything 
like tho value obtained by Professor Lowell, unless 
wo assume some quality In his atmosphere entirely 
different from any found In our own atmosphoro." 
But of course the sting in Dr. Poynting's cautious 
' words lies in the qualification. Why should tliero 
, not be some (as yot) unknown and unsuspected qual- 
ity In the Martain atmosphere '? A few years ago wn 
did not know that argon, helium, and a whole series 
of other gases existfid In our own atmosphere; and 
tomorrow we may learn of some new "quality" of it 
which may change tho direction of our thoughts on- 
; tlrely, If our sympfithles aro due to the man with 
th« hardest task, they must Inevitably go to Dr. Wal- 



lace; for he las set himself to prove a negative, or at 
any rate to "render It extremely probable." It will 
avail him little to slay Professor Lowell, for countless 
other opponents await him. It is even no g-ain to 
him to show that Mars is too cold for life now; to 
prove his real point he must show that It was always 
too cold to support life, otherwise the pre-eminence 
of the earth and of man is a mere accident of the mo- 
ment. And we feel a genuine admiration when we 
find that he does actually try to review the past his- 
tory of Mars to this effect; he advances tho specula- 
tion that "tho planet grew as a solid and cold mass, 
compacted together by the Impact of the incoming 
matter as well as by its slowly Increasing gravltative 
force." For the development of this view we must 
refer our readers to the book Itself; they are not 
nicely to repent either the half-crown spent in buying 
or the hour or two spent In reading it As regards Its 
conclusions— well, fortunately salt Is cheap", 
_ Ify—l 

PROTECT THE-PORESTS - 

Cy Warman, globe trotter and journalist, was the 
guest oC honor at the Canadian Club luncheon at Mc- 
Conkey'fi, say.s tho TorontS' Mail and Empire. Mr. 
Warman is the author of tho once famous song, 
"Sweet Marie." Ho Is a Westerner, born and bred, 
and a keen lover of nature. He delivered, an Interest- 
ing address upon "The ProteGtlon ol the "Wild and the 
Things of the Wild." 

Mr. Warman said that the settlement of the wes- 
tern United States had been marked by ruthless car- 
nage. The Indians had been slaughtered without 
mercy, and the phrase, "There are no good Indians 
but dead Indians," had become a national proverb in 
th* United States. Since living in Canada he had 
been impres.scd by the more humane treatment ac- 
corded them. "Killing Injuns has never been a popu- 
lar pastime in Canada; there's no open season for 
Injuns up hero." 

The same policy, said Mr. Warman, had been pur- 
sued in tho United States with respect to game; It 
Jiad all been ruthlessly destroyed. In almost the same 
way the forest wealth of the republic had been sacri- 
ficed. What was the lesson for Canada? Reviewing 
tho pulpwood question, he said: 

".Senator Beverage, of Indiana, has the Innocciiee 
to suggest that if you will let American machines. In 
free Uncle Sam will do as much for your pulpwood. 
The senator neglects, however, to state that your 
Uncle must have the wood, but you can get along 
without American machinery, simply by compeUlBg 
the factory to eorjje across. • , 

"President Roosevelt suggests a reduction In the 
tariff on pulpwood and that Canada refrain from Im- 
posing an export duty. Congressman LIttlefleld, of, 
Maine, makes a good guess when he predicts that 
Canfida will not follow the President's suggestion. 

Commenting upon the reckless destruction of: for- 
ests by timber lessees, Mr. Warman said: 

"Limits that are sold are sold. -' What haa been 
doii§ Is- done — but from this day forward there will be 
no excuse for any government that solls timber with- 
out reserving Its right to boss the Job of cutting. 

"Hear this from an American publication. Forestry 
and Irrigation, Washington, D, C.:" 'It Is very much 
to be hoped that the Canadians will not allow us to 
cut their timber without reigulatlon, however eager 
we may be to buy It. This -ivould be for their benefit 
and likewise, for .ours. For tho sake of a permanent - 
supply,-' wo should wish that • : Canada or any other 
country from which wo may have to Import lumber 
should, put its. forests, under same careful admin- 
istration that now IsMglven to the national forests In 
the United States.' " . 

In conclusion, Mr. Warman pointed out that, by: in- 
telligent forestry and ^ game preservation,' the province 
of Ontario might begome not only on^ of ' the 'richest '- 
countries In the world, but also. the preh.t-playground 
of America. ■ - . . ' . ' " 

He advised that the pulp be kept on^- this side, of 
the boi-der and that the American foctprle^vhe dbltged > .

Spain's New Navy 

PAIN was once the foremost naval power 
of the world, and It Is evident that their 
defeat by tho United States is not to bo 
allowed to discourage the Spaniards 
from looking to their defences in this 
direction. The young King is under- 
stood to bo specially determined to see 
his countrj' provided with a new navy. 
According to the Madrid correspondent 
of the Dally_ Telegraph, the ' Spanish Son- 
ate has definitely approved the bill, which 
was presented in the shape of an ex- 
traordinary budget, for the complete reorgani- 
zation of the navy. Tho bill, which some time ago 
was Unanimously passed by the Chamber of Deputies, 
and was only opposed by a handful of Catttllan mem- 
bers, was the object of a lengthy debate in the senate, 
in which Senators Carranza, Forandez Caro, and Con- 
cas, all three belonging to the navy, the third an ex- 
Naval Minister, were conspicuous for their opposition 
to th-e bill, especially that part deaUng with the per- 
sonnel of the navy. But everyone, whether 'of the 
Opposition or of the Ministry, is agreed as to tho ne- 
cessity of providing the navy with adequate materials. 
Tho disagreement Is only on the quantity of material 
and the mode of construction. Senor Romeo, the di- 
rector of the "Oorrespondencla de Espana," has al- 
ready published several articles expressing the opinion 
of the partisans of a thorough, reorganization. In these 
articles the writer has maintained' that' three battle- 
ships were Insufficient, and that Spain should at least 
start building six, two to b^ stationed at each naval 
base, three cruisers of the Sentinel type, six destroy- 
ers, and twenty^-four torpedo boats. "Theso, combined 
with the already existing units, would. render possible 
the formation of three divisions, eacli with, two battle- 
ships, three cruisers, one gunboat, two destroyers, and 
ten torpedo boats. It was also further suggested that 
the 15,000-ton typo should bo substituted for tlio 20,- 
000-ton type; that, instead of providing Ferrol with a 
single dock of 20,000 tons for holding large ships. It 
should be provided with thtee docks, and that the 
same should be done In the cases of 'Cadiz and Carta- 
gena. 

This Press campaign was warmly approved by the 
senate, but tho Government Bill has carried the day. 
According to tho bill, which will shortly bo presented 
to tho klngr for his sanction, tho plan for the reorgani- 
zation of the navy is as follows:

The bill is of enormous industriul "ntoroKt to Eng- 
land, as many Engli.sli firms will no doubt compete for 
tho contracts, for which estimates will be Invited. I' ; 
therefore send you tho main conditions to bo compli- 
ed with by intending compotitora: 

"Though everything will bo dono to mako in Spain 
useful and Important materials for tho nav.y, yet all ' 
those materials which are not provided by national 
industry will bo bought out of the kingdom. The 
works at Ferrol and Cartagena, which have hitherto 
been under tho direct administration of the state, will, 
as soon as possible, bo handed over under contract to 
industrial societies domiciled in Spain." 

It must hero be noted that tho word domiciled does 
not exclude foreign firms, who by renting the arsenals 
wiU be deemed to be domiciled In Spain and subject 
to Spanish law. 



"The agreement' between the' states and ' foreign 
firms will bo concluded after competition, for wlilch 
estimates will be invited, reserving, however, the lar- 
gest possible share to capital and -labor in Spain, us- 
ing wherever possible the elements and personnel of 
tho state, and taking care to contract only with for- 
eign firms of the highest standing. The successful 
firms will be exempt from stamp and other duties of 
the state, as well as other industrial taxes. 

"Tho artillery, with suCh complements and acces- 
sories as the state may stipulate in Its contracts, and 
which may be imported from other foreign countries, 
win also be exempt from duty. On such material, 
however, as cranes, boring machines, pumps and other 
machinery for submarine work, material of transport 
engines, waggons, rails, which the contractors will 
import from foreign countries for use In the arsenals, 
the amount claimed as duty will be deposited, but this 
sum will be returned at tho completion of the con- 
tract. The works will be independent so far as their 
technical, practical, and economical administrations 
are concerned, but will be subject to the control of the 
state until tho contracts have been fully carried out." 

If the government has not presented a bill with a 
more solid ba.'.is it Is, In iny opinion, because of the 
fear that tho country has not quite recovered from 
her colonial losses, and would bo unaljlc to bear heav- 
ier financial burdens. But I can state that the king, 
the government, and tho leader of tho liiberal party 
are all agreed upon tho importance of achieving the 
object of ^the present i)rogramme. Certain papers 
saifl that: tho government had already concluded ar- 
rangements with a foreign firm for the construction , 
ot the ships., I am able, to inform you that this Is riot 
true. An open competition will be invited. ' 

, The battleships will be of 15,000 tons, the destroy- 
ers of 3B0 tons, the toi-p^do-boats of 180 tons, and the 
gunbooitft.of 800. tons. Tho sum for the construction 
of a 20,000-ton dock does not Include the cost of 
draining the wot docks.', • , ' ... , 

The personnel of tho' navy will, under the present 
reform, bo largely reduced. The naval school will be 
transferred to land. Tho land defences will receive 
a large share from tho work of constjnictlon. 

Thus tho bill fully confirms the message I sent 
you from Cartagena on the very day of the interview 
between the English and the Spanish Monarchs, and 
In which I stated that tho entente cordlale between 
the two countries was an accomplished fact, and that 
the reconstruction of the fleet and a large Increase of 
the naval budget formed one of the clauses of the en- 
tente. .-;":. ' v:.

S the labor situation has become more satis-.': 
factory than It was a few months ago matr 
ters aro looking up considerably along, the 
line of the Grand Trunk Pacific and, the 
■ Trans- continental railways,: and the con- 
tractors and- sub-contractors do not ap,-r 
prehend so much difficulty. In setjurlng 
labor during the present year; . says 'the 
■ Montreal Gazette. The statement ■ -was 

made yesterday to the effect that whereas .men were.; 
restless and decidedly independent a couple of ; months; 
ago, now they are working quite steadily, and where 
(there Is one vacancy there are always two men ready 
to. take' the place. It Is stated that no less than ten 
thousand -men will be required next season on the 
several transcontinental contracts in the provinces of 
Now Brunswlck.:and' Quebec. 

Much interest centres on the contract to be given 
out in the near future from Prince Rupert eastward 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific, which, from a contrac- ■ 
tor's point of view, is the heaviest piece of work on 
the entire line from the St. Lawrence to Vhe P;.iciri-. 
ocean. There will naturally be a large amount i>£ 
rock cutting, tunnel work and, above all, sido lu.l 
work. Exports declarp that a good deal of .this soct 
tlon win cost $100,000 per mile, and perhaps some 
miles will even exceed this estimate, which Is said:; to 
be a conservative one. 

During .the last: ten days or more Mr. John Stewart, 
of the big Winnipeg and St..,Paul contracting- firm of 
Foley Bros. & Larsen has been In Montreal and his 
frequent visits to tho head offices of tho Gnind Trunk 
Pacific have given people to understand that the Bri- 
tish Columbia work just alluded to is not foreign to 
his sojourn- In the cltyiiKi.- *.<:•• . r -^^ ^ 

Tenders are also : In 'for the construction of two 
hundred miles of- the G. T. P. west of Edmont6n to 
the foothills.' ;It is probable that this section will be 
under contract' in: the near future, and that operations^ 
will be under' wayi.by early spring.. AlthougnP' -the 
strict adherence; .to: the four- tenths of one per Cent., 
gi'ade by the' Crrand' Trunk Pacific has made the work 
a good deal heavier between Winnipeg and Edmon- 
ton than that attending the construction of the other 
transcontinental lines in the past. It seems to be taken 
for granted that while the whole line from tho Rod 
nivor to the banks of tho Saskatchewan, some 800 
miles and more, will be completed and ready for traf- 
fic between tho capitals of Manitoba and Alberta by 
September next, the same optimistic feeling does not 
exist as regards the McArthur contract, extending 
some 275 miles east of Winnipeg to Port Arthur Junc- 
tion, as well as the branch line down to Port Arthur. 

The statement was first made that the railway - 
would be com))leted from Lake Superior to Edmonton 
by next fall, but many pronounce th'ls out of the ques- 
tion. In tho case of the McArthur contract, the es- 
timated expenditure le about ?1''1,000,000, and up to 
date srime $3,000,000 have been paid the contraclor by^ 
tho commissioners, who are building the road botweon'- 
Monoton and the Manitoba capital. This would leave 
work to be nccomplishod to the value of $11,000,000, 
and oven Inking as an average the oxpendituro for 
.Soptombcr, whicli was $500,000, a very heavy month, 
it would stiu require at: leaststwO- y6arB;from:',da|.e be-, 
foro tlic McAi'thur contract'';'ca^n' b^ delivered' W to 
the comn)lH:3loners. 

Then tho Foley Brothers aro also up against some ' 
exceedingly difficult work on the Port Arthur branch 
towards tho inain line, and competent engineers state 
that there is woriv on the la.st ten miles of this con- 
tract that win at least require two years more to en- 
sure its comiiletion. it may bo said, thorefora, that 
it the Transcontinental Railway Commissioners got 
tho road completed from Port Arthur to Winnipeg by 
tho spring of 1910 thoy will bo doing quite as well as 
railwiiy c.x-ports expect of them. ,lt should be added 
that tho (jjrand Trunk Pacific aro building the branch 
from Port Arthur up to tho main line.

sauces. By the expression of her face as she did 
this the cook judged whether or not, she approved of 
his concoctions. Her favorite morsels were the wing 
of a partridge, a slice of roast kid cut from the thigh, 
a lark pie, and a pigeon pic, which last graced her 
table, when she invited her intimate friends to din- 
ner. She j)referred tlie wine of Anjou to iiny othei'. 
All these things sound very simple in comiiarison 
with the fashionable dislies of tlie present day. In 
quite her last days she wrote from the chateau de 
Grignau to her cousin, M, de Coulanges, about the par- 
triilges fed on wild thyme and marjoram the fat quails, 
whose tender joints fell ai)art when scarcely touched 
by the carving knife, the melons, the sugary white 
figs, ""What life" was iier concluding sentence, and 
one cannot but reflect that all theses dainties can be 
bad (luring the present day, but how few of us would 
now be satisfied with anything so simple in the way 
of food.

When 
we begin seriously to consider the older elaborate 
dances, the question at once arises whether modern 
conditions give tliem fair opportunity, "Wlien every 
man had to manipulate sword and cloak, instead of 
umbrella and overcoat, grace of lioarlng was natur.'illy 
more common than It Is with the average man of the 
present day. When a man wears silk stockings and a 
pink satin coat, powder and sword, he may walk a 
minuet with grace. But one can liardly imagine the 
black swallow'-lail adapted for such poses can one 
It is greatly to bo feared that the minuet, beautiful as 
it really is, is not for the modern ball-room. The 
frivolous would titter and giggle, .and even the mo.st 
earnest- minded dahcers might be bored. Moreover 
we may well doul)t whether iri this l)nsy ag(^ of rusli 
and turmoil, poojile would ever find lime to learn the 
elaborate mo\-ements of the miiuiet. It l]e!on(.;.s to an 
age wlien amusement and fine manners were the sole 
business of life. It seems ti little difficult fiir us to 
realize that there was a time, when from the slums 
to the palace, everyone was talking of the polka. Now 
it seems to us (at least in London ball rooms) much 
like one of the passing crazes of a season or a week.

In the same way, naturally machinery has greatly re- 
duced tho cost of iace, oven thai which so closely 
resembles hand-made lace, that no one but a trained

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A# leteresting Address by Lord Midleton 



ISCOUNT MIDLETON, better 
known as the Right Hon, St. John 
. *Brodrick, ,who as a member of the 
, late 'British cabinet was Secretary 
■i'Vof'Stat^?|6r :W (1900- 1903), and 
Secretary of State for India 
. ,'( 1903-1905), was the guest of the Canadian 
Glub of Ottawa at luncheon recently, and in 
the presence of Sir Wilfrid 'Laurier, Sir Chas. 
Fitzpatrick, Sir Frederick Borden, Sir Louis 
Davies, the Hon. W. S. Fielding, the Hon. S. 
A. Fisher, the Hon. George E. Foster, Major- 
General Lord Aylmer, and a most representa- 
tive company, addressed to the CanadiarL. Club 
members and to Canadians generally some 
• most inspiring reminders of British . jittain- 
ments not only on the American continent; but 
' On the continents of Asia and of Africa as well. 

In a passing reference to what people talk 
of as the . "Asiatic- pieril," Lord Midleton asked 
his hearers' ridt^ to "forget that nearly one-third 
of the population of the -yvhole world has been 
attached to the British empire by the quiet, 
persistent, but effective efforts of our Indian 
administrators.' And those, he suggestively 
added, who realize this will deal gently with 
British statesmen in tlicir difficulties al>out 
Asiatic races. The whole trend of the twen- 
tieth century thus far has been toward con- 
solidation, and if at such a time we relax our 
hold on each other we are going not only 
against the sentiment of the past, but against 
the practical teaching of the present. 

Lord Midleton, in opening, observed tliat 
although he had no positive service to Canada 
to , recommend him to a Canadian audience, at 
least^he coiiliprpraise^ negative service that 
'he?".had- ri^^^^^ up in ' 

a few weeks, and th^n writing a book about 
them. By so doing Ke would escape the com- 
ment made on an offender of this description 
of whom it was said that, although not a man 
of genius, he could make himself as unpleasant 
if he were. Nor had he any official position 
to trade upon. Dean Swift once said : "It was 
safer for a man's interest to utter blasphemy 
than to be of the party out of power, or even 
to be thought so." His own opinion was that 
next to the day of a man's taking office the 
l^appiest day of his life politically, was the one 
on, which he was freed of office. Today he 
was va; boy out of school, but at the same time 
TMisfgettinga;' little Itechhical'educati^ ..More 
'difficulties arose, he believed, between nations 
from ignorance than from indifference or want, 
of sympathy, "We must come to closer quar- 
ters if Ave can, if we are to imderstand each 
other at 3,000 miles' distance. The doctor who 
prescribed for patients he had never even seen 
could not keep his patients very long. The 
more a man traveled about the empire the 
more he came to feel that the future of our 
race will depend not on the exertions of . one 
community, but of all." (Applause.) 

The speaker noted in passing that at this 
moment, under the compelling imagination of 
Earl Grey, Canadians arc proposing to cele- 
brate by a noble memorial at Quebec the events 
which in 1759 made th^ Anglo-Saxon race the 
arbiters of the west; At this moment, also, in 
India, they are commemorating by, a. statue-to 
Clive the action at Plassey, which almost in 
the same year, made us what we have ever 
since remained, the trustees of the East. While, 
he added, we naturally concentrate our gaze 
on the chief actors in those stirring times, let 
men at home, who in days of such limited re- 
sources and communications, for advantages 
which would take long to mature, were willing 
to risk the prestige of their country on two 
distant continents about the same time. 

Canada today is possessed of an abounding 
revenue, an increasing trade and a young 
population. But let it not be forgotten tliat 
she has gained these advantages througli al- 
most a century of unbroken peace. Happy is 
the country which is in suchva case, though to 
some like himself -v^ho hid^mpre to do with 
Avar than he liked, the wifhihg of Solon to 
'Groesus might well be cited in a moment of 
such abounding prosperity: "Remember, if any 
man come who hath more iron than you, he 
will be master of all this gold." 
British Achievement In Asia and Africa 

"A visit to this country today is eno'ugh to 
warm the heart and open the mind of any 
Englishman. But when I sometimes read in 
Canadian sources that the Old Country, if not 
played out, is going a bit slow, I say that, if 
you shut your eyes to the record on this con- 
tinent during the forty years since Confedera- 
tion you will find in Africa and in Asia some- 
thing to leave an indelible British mark on 
history. 

The Regeneration of Egypt ■ j 

"I do not want to boast, but excuse a few 
plain facts. What nation can show, as a result 
of twenty-five years' worlc, such returns as 
have been achieved in Egypt by the band of 
Englishmen who .have worked under Lord 
Gromer— profligate expenditure and national 
ruin replaced by prudent adininistration ; civil- 
ization replacing savagery over half a contin- 
ent, des€?rts reclaimed to, fertility, and freedom 
from despotism. When we think that thi.s 
has been accomplished amidst all the entangle- 
ments of conflicting international cliicanery, 
all the vices, all the overpowering influences of 
Eastern corruption, by a little band of our 
countrymen, backed by the firmness of a great 
Prime Minister, if we looked to these results, 



and to these alone, I would f^.el that we are 
citizens of no mean country, (Applause.) 
British Rule In India. 

Or, turn to Asia: you are a Dominion, and. 
have worked out your salvation here with lit-, 
tie help from Europe. India is a dependencyj' 
and as the name implies, has long leaned on 
Great- Britain. You have a fin&.clitnate, with 
seasons fairly divided; India ii'aS no winter; 
and her seasons are complicated by prolonged 
droughts. You have a magnificent soil, only 
requiring the men to cultivate it; India has a 
soil, yielding its grudging crops only by'^he 
persuasion and ingenuity of men. 

Your health satistics are unrivalled ; in In- 
dia we wrestle with plague and chronic pesti- 
lence. You enjoy peace, India is rarely free 
from frontier troubles and menaces of war. 
, "You haye a picked populatioti of five and 
a half miliiphi In India there are .barely a 
hundred thousand Europeans who administer 
a population of three hundred millions, scarce- 
ly one EngUshman to each considerable -town ; 
a population, With all the difficulties of the 
Asiatic nature, some turbulent, many unpro- 
grcssi\-c, all divided by infinite varieties of 
creed and habit, even more than we are divided 
from them, 

"Yet, is India now a drain on the Empire? 
It is the main prop of the Empire, (Applause.) 
With all these difticulties, our devoted band of 
Indian civilians has within tiie last forty years 
doubled the revenue^brought up capital ex- 
penditure to two hundred, and fifty millions. 
You can hardly call it a national debt, how- 



ever, for it is completely covered by assets in 
railways and irrigation paying four and a half 
per cent for every farthing invested, a result 
which.no nation. in, the world, new or old, can 
show. 

"Beyond this they spend a quarter of their 
■revenue in dqfence and' keep an army of two 
hundred thousand men. So far from India 
pulling upon us it is we who are always pull- 
ing upon them. It was a force from India 
in Indian pay, that saved Natal. It was a 
body of Indian troops which assisted to re- 
lieve our legations at Pekin. It was the Sikhs 
who, at Suakin, saved the British force from 
disaster, \, 

"If you want to irrigate the Soudan you 
send for Indian engineers^though they owe 
their railways, by the way;-to -the genius of a 
young Canadian. If wc want to build a rail- 
way in Uganda, we send for tea thousand 
coolies from India, If we want a market for 
British goods we find that out of the Indian 
trade of two hundred and fourteen millions, 
sixty-six per cent of the imports are derived 
from British sources. 

The Astatic Peril 

",When people talk of the "Asiatic peril" 
recollect that nearly one-third of the popula- 
tion of the world has been attached to our 
Empire by the quiet, persistent, but effective 
effort of Indian administrators. Those who 
realize this, will deal gently with British states- 
■men ih their difficulties about Asiatic races. , 

"We are. accustomed to think -of our sover- 
eign as the head of the Protestant 'Estabirshed

Church and as representing a universal toler- 
:f ance of all religious denominations, but we of- 
'fen forget that Christians only form a propor- 
tion of the world and that our King is lord not 
only of more Mohammedairis than the Sultan, 
the head of the Mohammedan world, but of 
more Mohammedans than any calif has claini-' 
ed at any time. . „ ■• / , " 

"Those who realize how much the relig- 
ious sentiment of masses goes for in the great 
movements of mankind will ffcel how heavy a 
stake the British Empire has in all such move- 
ments, and it is from no pardonable pride, and 
no desire to preach imperialism, or to advocate 
c.onquest, or grasping of further power, that I 
say that what affects one part of the British 
. Empire must affect others. 

"One reads in the Scriptures that there is 
a time. to bind and a time to loose. So far the 
Twentieth Century has realized union rather 
than separation. 

"Look at business — I am not thinking of 
great trusts — but in Europe at least small 
banks have been amalgamated into larger 
banks; small insurance companies, however 
prosperous, into larger insurance companies; 
smaller railways into greater systems ; smaller 
municipalities, where possible, into greater 
municipalities; smaller kingdQms into greater 
kingdoms. ' ■ "■■"■ ' '',/'' ■ ' ' '••

THE ARCHIVES OF CANADA 

R. DOUGHTY;, DOminipii Archivistj. 
is to be congratulated on the un-. 
animity with which^fifty .thoy^nd 
dollars was voted in the House of 

Commons for his department. The 
leader of the Opposition, Mr. J. G. 
H. Bergeron and the Minister of Agriculture 
all paid tcibutes to Dr. Doughty's abilities. Mr. 
Bergeron went so far as to suggest an increase 
of salary to the archivist, and ]\lr. Fisher paid 
him a signal compliment by stating that Dr. 
Doughty was desirous of more money .for 'his 
work rather than of an increase of salary. 

But Dr. Doughty, is to be congratulated 
further on descrying,; the' unanimity of the 
Commoners. He is-the real creator of a val- 
uable branch of government activity. The de- 
partment had been in operation for a number 
of years before Dr. Doughty was appointed, 
but, partly for lack of room and partly for 
other reasons, its usefulness was seriously 
crippled. Now, largely owing to Dr. Dough- 
ty's enthusiasm and ability, it is established in 
a new building adequate to present demands 
and is in shape to be of pyacticar'as-well as^ h 
torical service to' the Dqmiiiion. On the prac- 
tical side, the Archives 'kre'frequentl}'- applied 
to for evidence as to -land titles, of which a 
striking instance is a case now before the.Unit- 
ed States courts over the ownership of an 
island which used to be in Canadian territory, 
a case in which the decisive documents are in 
the possession of Dr. Doughty, 

Canadian history comes into the Archives,, 
in ton loads, and is there sorted and classified. 
Among the special treasures trove now in the 
collection are the documents on which Lord 
Dufferin ba§ed his famous report—or; ipn, which 
Charles Buller, his secretary, based it.' There, 
too, are the records of negotiations which the 
Indian Chief Pontijic signed wiih his own 
hand. The future historians of Canada will 
find t!ic Archives indispensable, and will draw 
(herefrom records of nation-building which 
will ins-pire the ljuilders of the Greater Ccinada 
yet to be. — Montreal Herald. 



SHAKESPEARE QUARTOS 

One of the greatest saleroom contests of 
modern times was to have taken place at 
Sotiieby's on Saturday. Instead visitors re- 
ceived only a cold Avord-douchc. The second 
edition of "Hamlet," issued at 5d in 1604, had 
been talked up to £3,000 or .so,, fqr two other 
copies only are known — the Devonshire and 
the Hutli — neither of which is likely to come 
into the market. Moreover, no perfect exam- 
ple exists of the editio jirinceps, for that in the 
British Museum, picked up for a trifle in Dub- 
lin half a century ago, lacks the title, that be- 
longing to the Dtilce of DevOrisht?e^ wirits the 
last leaf. 

Of the first edition of "Richard III," again 
the Howe is one of two perfect copies known. 
The last to 'Come under the hammer was 
George Daniel's in 1864, which fetched 335 
gujngSLS, tljg tpp price of a quarto in his won- 
di^rftir sale?' He gave 39 1-2 guineas for it in 
1834, and at the dispersal of the Nixon library 
in 1818 it had brought £33. 

I!ut all expectations as to a stirring after- 
noon were nijjped in the bud by the following 
iargc-lcttcr announcement over the fireplace: 

"Thf; first 28 lots in this collection have 
been sold privately en bloc by Messrs, Sothe- 
by, A'Vilki'ison & Hodge, but as the buyer only 
Wishes to.,-etain Nos. i, 4, 7, 8, 12, 13, 17, 18, 
20, 21, 22,'f'3, 27 and 28 all the others will be 
sold at'cat^^ogued." 

The unknown purchaser of 'the twenty- 
eight quartos')! cleased 'fourteen of them, but he 
held to practically all whose promised appear- 
ance" had created something:Vof\..a furore. 
"Sweepings, I call 'cm/' was one of the slight- 



ing comments one heard. The fourteen were 
knocked down for a total of £1,824. 

Mr. Quaritch got the second edition (1631) 
of 'Love's Labor's Lost" . at £201, all the 
others going to Messrs. Sotheran. There were 
those present who" regarded this as significant 
— that is to say, as suggesting tliat the new 
owner was thus protecting his interestSK-^* ' 

The ways of the modern auction-room are 
not easily fathomable. On the conclusion of 
the sale Mr. Hodge, interrogated by several 
representatives of the press, made a guarded 
statement, which amounts to — nothing. 

"I know," he said, in effect, "the name of 
the buyer of the quartos, but 1 am unable to 
divulge, jt- Nor am .I.-at liberty to say whe- 
thier he be an American or a Britisher." 

Everywhere the same question was asked; 
nowhere was authoritative information forth- 
coming. Subsequently one heard in a gener- 
ally well-informed quarter what appears ' to 
be a shrewd guess, if it be not more than 
that. The anonymous buyer, it is affirrmed, 
is not any of the widely-known vSiiakespeare 
collections in the States, such as Mr. Marsden 
J. Perry, of Rhode Island, who captured the 
MacGeorge folios for $50,000; }ilr. E. Dwight 
Church, of Brooklyn, who had the pick of 
the Rowfant quartos; or Mr. Rpbertv Ploe, 
the owner of'bne of- the most .irifportant pri- 
vate (Hbrariesi in the world Our:, informant 
named ' Mr. Folger, of the^Standard ' Oil Com- 
pany. No doubt time will show whether he 
was' right or- wrong ' -

THE IMPERIAL VISION OF RHODES 

• T WOULD have rejoiced the heart of 
Cecil Rhodes could he have heard 
Lord Curzon's speech on Imperialism 
at Birmingham recently. The idea 
of the court being held by the Sover- 
eign in per,son at Calcutta and at 
Quebec would specially have appealed to him. 
But he would not have stopped short at those 
twQ^ cities; he wouldjg.have included South 
Africa. As a matter of fact, in law the Sover- 
eign is present at every court held by the Vicfe- 
roy of India and by the Governor-General of 
Canada, just as he is supposed to be present in 
every court of Jaw in the land. The idea, while 
one of which the Imperialist well may delight 
to dream, is .impracticable, from the fact that 
human nature simply could not endure the 
strain. Tlie work of tlie Sovereign is alread}^ 
so heavy as at times to become almost more 
btirdenspm^ , than , one' person can support. It 
. reijuired thie: most atixiotis research arid invest- 
igation tP perpiit Qitiegn Victoria^ to transact 
State business while spending a quiet holiday 
on the continent, 

Rhodes' conception of Empire went further 
than Lord Curzon's, His dream was the dom- 
ination of the entire world by the Anglo-Saxon 
race. To accomplish this, Great Britain and 
the United States of America were to 'be re- 
united; the hideous mistakes leading up to the 
Revolution forgotten, the two peoples joining 
hands to secure the everlasting peace of the 
world. He did not suggestvthe holding of a 
Court in America, but he did seriously suggest 
that the two nations should govern successive-..: 
ly in .each other's capital. "If we could arrange ' 
with the present members of the United States 
Assembly and our House of Commons, the 
peace of the world is secured for all eternity!" 
he said. "We could hold our I'ederal Parlia- 
ment five years at Washington and five in 
London !" What Canada and Australia and 
South Africa would say to being ruled from 
the American c^ljital does not appear to have 
entered into his calculations.— St. James' Bud- 
get.

A FINE EXAMPLE OF RED" TAPE 

RED tape record has been establish- 
ed by the French Colonial Depart- 
ment, says The Matin, of vPans. ^ 
Some eighteen months agd th^ 

Governor of Martinique found that 
he needed some pins and a cork- 
screw in his office. He sent for his secretary 
and asked him to get them. 

The secretary pointed out that 'any such 
expenditure must be sanctioned by the Minis- 
try of Colonies. The Governor accordingly 
telegraphed to Parhs, "Please send at once ij/z 
pounds of pins and tv.'o corkscrews." 

The Minister sent the telegram to the ac- 
countants' department "for approximate esti- 
mate of the^ outlaj;; to: be The chief 
accountant rioted tha.i: iriAhis opinion the ex- 
pen^ie. .would be excessive, observing that his 
wi^e aid not use so many pins even for her 
most elaborate dresses. So he sent the tele- 
gram and the note to the director of the poHti- 
cal department, who drew up a long, and, on 
the whole, favorable, report of the Gov- 
ernor's character, and thought the request for 
the pins was reasonable if they were not pur- 
chased at an exorbitant figure. 

The dossier went next to the commission 
of purchases which was divided as to whether, 
the pins should be bought by private contract 
or otherwise. -They finally, decided on the for- 
mer, arid rettlmed the dossier to the political . 
department, which sent it back to the account^ ' 
ant's, who passed it on to the Minister, who 
thought the purchase should not be made by 
private contract and sent it back to the ac- 
countant's, who transferred it to the political 
department, who handed it on to the commis- 
sion of purchases, which decided after all that 
private contract was not the best method and 
sent the huge dossier back to the Minister, via 
the political department and the accountant's. 

■ Then the, vM sanctioned the expendi- 

ture and after more journeyings the dossier 
returned to the commission of purchases, 
which was given a free hand. By this time 
the Governor's telegram had been travelling 
fourteen months, and was buried in the midst 
of 2,427 documents concerning it, while the 
pins in the bundle were nearly as htinicrpuis as 
those the Governor needed. 



King Edward has quite a number of 
thrones.

With the exception of Queen Victoria, no ' 
sovereign has occupied it more than once, 
namely, on the occasion of the coronation. 
Queen Victoria sat in it twice — first, when she 
was crowned, and then on the occasion of that 
wonderful pageant in Westminster Abbey in 
celebration of her golden jubilee.

vast force in a desolated country. This had to 
be done in the face of every difficulty which 
could beset a minister in or out of Parlia- 
ment, except that there was but one crv which 
reached us throughout the Empire, which we 
echoed in our determination that, cost what it 
might, supported 'or not supported, if all Eur- 
ope were on our backs we would not giye in.. 

"And in these weary days, beside the' ma-:;! 
terial assistance of your troops I had many a:; 
cheering note from Canada, and though it mat- 
ters very little who the individual was to 
whom they were addressed that individual 
would be less than human if it did not* leave 
in his mind a feeling of gratitude, and two 
years ago when in South Africa I saw the 
scene of General Cronje's, surrender I felt that 
I had a right to feel more than most that when 
the Canadians stormed the laager at Paarde- 
berg the chapter of Little Englandism was. 
firiilly. closed and the chapter,^of Imperial ■ co- 
operatibn begun. ' ' 

\ Imperial Federation

Lord Midleton, who has been visiting liis.

In 1900, in the confusion attending the 
South African war. Lord Lansdowne quitted 
the War Office and went to the Foreign Office, 
where he pursued the brilliant course marked 
by the entente cordiale. Mr. St. John Brodrick 
succeeded him as war minister. He came at a 
moment when there were clamors for reorgan- 
ization, but an unwillingness to embark on a 
complete reorganization.

In 1903 Mr. Brodrick moved to the 
India office, and he held that post until the 
Cabinet resigned in 1905. During his tenure of 
the Indian secretaryship Mr. Brodrick had to 
work with Lord Curzon as Viceroy; the most 
striking feature of his tenure of office was the ' 
unfortuhate- difference; between Lord Curzon 
arid (Lord Kitcheiier. It fell to Mr.. Brodrick's 
lot to decide in favor of the commander-in- ; 
chief, and Lord Curzon resigned,
